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History  of  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital 

By  a generous  clause  in  the  will  of  Mrs.  Ellen  A.  Winsor,  the  homestead  estate 
of  her  father,  the  late  James  H.  Sturdy,  was  bequeathed  to  the  Town  of  Attle- 
borough to  be  used  for  a general  hospital,  in  memory  of  James  H.  and  Adah  S. 
Sturdy.  In  addition  to  this  gracious  act,  Mrs.  \\  insor  placed  her  residuary  estate  in 
a permanent  fund,  to  be  known  as  the  Albert  W.  and  Ellen  A.  W insor  Fund,  to  be 
held  in  trust,  the  income  only  thereof  to  be  used  to  assist  in  the  maintenance  of 
said  hospital.  The  original  gift  of  real  estate  known  as  the  Sturdy  Foundation, 
is  valued  at  $30,000  and  the  personal  property  left  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Winsor, 
known  as  the  Winsor  Foundation,  is  valued  at  $93,000. 

The  location  for  such  an  institution  was  ideal,  but  to  prepare  the  property  for 
modern  hospital  work  required  the  expenditure  of  a larger  sum  of  money  than  the 
Town  officials  felt  warranted  at  this  time  in  asking  the  citizens  to  appropriate. 
At  this  crisis  the  Attleborough  Hospital,  a corporation  organized  under  Massa- 
chusetts laws,  came  forward  and  offered  to  take  the  property  in  trust,  reconstruct 
the  home  house,  build  new  additions,  erect  in  connection  therewith  a modern 
operating  wing,  equip  the  whole  plant,  and  open  the  institution  as  a general 
hospital  to  be  known  as  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital. 

The  Town  of  Attleborough  at  a special  meeting  held  May  14,  1912,  accepted 
the  offer  of  the  Attleborough  Hospital,  and  in  due  time  placed  the  property  in 
question  in  trust  with  said  corporation. 

The  work  of  reconstruction  and  new  building  was  commenced  in  July,  1912, 
and  on  April  14,  1913,  after  an  expenditure  of  something  over  $30,000,  the  hospital 
was  opened. 

Again  in  July,  1914,  another  addition  was  made,  known  as  the  Nurses’ 
Home,  with  provisions  also  for  maternity  cases,  thus  making  30  beds  as  the  total 
capacity  of  the  hospital,  being  largely  possible  because  of  a gift  of  $10,000  from 
the  late  Fannie  M.  Tappan.  The  total  cost  of  this  addition  was  approximately 
$18,000,  and  the  balance  was  provided  from  income  from  trust  account  and 
individual  gifts. 

In  1922  Joseph  L.  Sweet,  President  of  the  Attleborough  Hospital  since  its 
beginning,  provided  for  the  erection  of  a $125,000  fireproof  addition  to  be  known 
as  the  Florence  Hayward  Sweet  Maternity  Building,  and  adding  21  beds  to  the 
capacity  of  the  hospital.  This  addition  was  opened  June  4,  1923,  and  the  gift 
included  a new  plant  and  boiler  house  situated  at  the  rear  of  the  lot  back  of  the 
present  Nurses’  Home,  providing  the  steam  and  heating  and  other  needs  of  the 
whole  hospital. 

With  the  realization  that  its  facilities  were  being  taxed  to  the  limit  and  the 
needs  of  a substantial  addition  pressing,  the  Board  of  Managers,  in  the  fall  of 
1924,  voted  to  undertake  a campaign  for  additional  funds.  With  an  enthusiasm 
on  the  part  of  the  subscribers  and  workers  unparalleled  in  the  history  of  our 
community,  this  campaign  was  brought  to  a successful  conclusion  on  February 
9,  1925,  with  total  pledges  of  over  $392,000,  the  objective  having  been  $300,000. 

The  Sturdy  Homestead,  formerly  the  main  hospital,  was  relocated  in  the 
rear  of  the  Nurses’  Home,  giving  much  needed  additional  accommodation  for 
nurses,  and  a three  story,  sixty-five  room,  buff  brick  and  stone,  modern  hospital 
building  was  erected  on  the  site  of  the  old  hospital. 

The  new  unit  reached  such  a point  of  completion  as  to  permit  of  the  registra- 
tion of  the  first  patient  therein  on  July  25,  1926.  On  September  30th  the  building 
was  thrown  open  for  inspection  by  the  public,  and  while  no  formal  exercises  were 
attempted,  in  the  evening  a dinner  was  given  to  the  local  and  consulting  staffs, 
with  an  especially  splendid  representation  of  the  latter  who  were  exceedingly 
generous  in  their  commendation  of  the  entire  hospital  plant  and  its  equipment — 
highly  significant,  coming  from  professional  men  who  have  frequent  contacts 
with  the  very  best  hospital  facilities  in  the  country. 
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We  now  have  an  up-to-date  125  bed  hospital  with  a replacement  value  for 
the  plant  of  over  half  a million  dollars,  well  nigh  complete  in  its  appointments, 
with  well  equipped  and  competently  administered  X-Ray,  Laboratory  and 
Physiotherapy  departments. 

A capable  and  devoted  staff  of  physicians,  superintendent  and  nurses,  a 
consulting  staff  of  physicians  and  surgeons  of  wide  repute,  and  an  interested 
public,  largely  represented  through  the  effective  help  rendered  by  the  women’s 
organization  now  known  as  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Aid  Association,  have  resulted 
in  the  development  of  one  of  the  finest  hospitals  in  New  fingland,  with  a standard 
of  efficiency  equivalent  to  that  in  many  of  the  larger  and  well  known  hospitals. 

The  American  College  of  Surgeons  has  approved  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital 
which  means  that  this  hospital  conforms  to  the  basic  requirements  which  insure 
the  best  care  of  the  patient  and  is  rated  as  a Class  A hospital.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council: 

The  details  of  our  eighteenth  annual  report  as  managers  of  the  Attleborough 
Hospital,  operating  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  for  the  City  of  Attleboro, 
submitted  herewith,  will  disclose  to  you  the  most  active  year  in  the  history  of  the 
hospital,  with  143  more  patients  cared  for  than  in  1929. 

The  most  notable  increase  was  in  obstetrical  and  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat 
cases. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  who  reside  outside  of  Attleboro  continued 
in  almost  exactly  the  same  ratio  as  for  the  past  few  years — approximately  45%. 

From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  which  you  will  find  accompanying  with 
Auditor’s  certificate  attached,  you  will  note  that  our  operating  deficit  for  the  year 
1930  amounted  to  $2,924.65.  But  this  does  not  tell  the  whole  story,  for  the  City 
expended  last  year  in  behalf  of  the  hospital  $5,657.83  for  water,  insurance  and 
fuel.  Furthermore,  attention  should  be  called  to  the  expenditures  of  $5,048.58 
as  noted  in  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Sturdy  Memorial 
F ospital  Aid  Association  which  derives  its  principal  support  from  the  Community 
Chest,  although  the  zealous  members  of  this  organization  contribute  services  in  the 
way  of  sewing,  etc.,  on  which  no  monetary  value  can  be  placed,  as  it  is  literally  a 
labor  of  love.  \\  ith  the  addition  to  the  above  of  the  generous  contributions  of 
housekeeping  supplies  received  on  Donation  Day  and  the  skilled  service  freely 
given  to  ward  patients  by  members  of  the  staff  in  turn,  a total  of  more  than 
$100,000.00  a year  can  easily  be  calculated  as  the  expense  for  hospital  service 
to  this  community,  with  only  two-thirds  of  this  amount  actually  paid  for. 

No  adequate  figures  of  the  cost  of  free  work  done  by  the  hospital  appear  in  the 
reports  of  the  Treasurer  or  the  Superintendent,  herewith  attached,  for  a very 
considerable  number  of  patients  are  admitted  each  year  who  are  able  to  pay  little, 
if  anything  toward  our  moderate  charges  for  hospital  service.  The  fact  that  we 
are  rendering  this  free  service  to  no  inconsiderable  number  of  the  residents  of 
surrounding  towns  leads  us  to  express  the  hope  that  some  arrangement  may  be 
developed  in  the  near  future  whereby  we  may  receive  a reasonable  annual  con- 
tribution from  the  various  outside  communities  which  we  serve,  on  much  the  same 
basis  as  is  now  contributed  by  the  City  of  Attleboro,  and  as  is  done  in  other 
districts  composed  of  several  towns  largely  served  by  one  hospital.  We  are 
confident  of  the  helpful  co  operation  of  the  selectmen  of  the  various  towns  so 
largely  served  by  Sturdy  Memorial  L ospital. 

We  have  to  report  with  deep  regret  the  death  during  the  past  year  of  four 
faithful  and  helpful  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  all  of  them  associated  with 
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the  direction  of  the  hospital  since  its  early  days:  Edward  P.  Clafhn,  Dr.  Laura 
V.  G.  Conibear,  Rev.  hr.  David  F.  Sheedy  and  J.  Frank  Mason.  Mr.  Mason 
made  generous  provision  for  the  hospital  in  his  will. 

Our  rating  as  a Class  A hospital,  which  means  that  we  conform  to  the  basic 
requirements  which  insure  the  best  care  of  the  patient,  is  made  possible  because 
of  the  competent  services  rendered  by  our  consulting  and  local  staff,  superinten- 
dent and  nurses  and  because  our  equipment  is  modern  and  lacks  little  of  being 
adequate  and  complete. 

We  attach  a list  of  City  payments  on  account  of  the  hospital  for  1930  totalling 
$5,657.83  as  above  noted,  and  respectfully  request  your  favorable  consideration 
of  a total  appropriation  of  $6,000.00  for  the  year  1931  for  like  purposes.

The  death  from  appendicitis  was  the  only  one  among  154  cases  operated 
upon  for  this  condition  during  the  year,  which  is  in  itself  a worthwhile  achieve- 
ment.

The  total  operative  mortality  for  both  major  and  minor  operations,  of  which 
there  were  1,113,  was  1.16%. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  pneumonia  was  a complication  which  appeared  in 
7 of  the  21  fatal  cases. 

Thanks  to  painstaking  care  and  thorough-going  attention  to  all  details 
connected  with  aseptic  methods  in  the  operating  department,  together  with 
frequent  bacteriological  check-ups  by  the  laboratory  personnel,  wound  infection 
continue  to  be  notably  infrequent. 

Each  year  since  the  hospital  was  opened  there  has  been  an  appreciable  in- 
crease in  the  amount  of  work  done.  The  year  1930  proved  no  exception  to  the 
rule,  showing  an  increase  of  30  major  and  100  minor  operations  over  the  preceed- 
ing  year  of  1929. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  my  associates  on  the  staff, 
the  superintendent,  and  nurses  for  the  sincere  attitude  of  helpfulness  and  co- 
operation which  has  existed  at  all  times  throughout  the  year.

Gentlemen: 

I herein  give  you  a brief  report  of  the  Medical  Service  for  the  year  1930:- 

The  decreased  sickness  during  the  year  1930  was  reflected  in  the  number  of 
patients  admitted  to  the  medical  service  of  the  hospital.  The  number  admitted 
during  the  year  was  122;  107  adults  and  15  children,  a decrease  of  24  as  compared 
with  the  record  of  1929. 

There  were  25  deaths  during  the  year,  9 of  which  occurred  within  48  hours 
after  admission  to  the  Hospital.  This  mortality  rate  is  practically  the  same  as  for 
the  year  1929. 

There  has  been  added  during  the  year,  a Benedict-Roth  recording  metabolism 
apparatus.  This  should  prove  of  value  to  us  in  making  accurate  diagnosis  in 
many  border-line  cases.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  members  of  the  Staff  may  avail 
themselves  of  this  added  means  of  diagnosis. 

In  closing,  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  of  the 
members  of  the  service  in  the  work  they  have  carried  on  so  efficiently  and  to  the 
nurses  who  have  faithfully  cared  for  the  sick,  and  ask  members  of  the  Staff  for  any 
suggestions  which  would  help  to  increase  the  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the 
medical  service,  or  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  service.

Gentlemen: 

This  is  the  first  annual  report  of  the  department  of  anesthesia  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  you.  It  covers  the  work  done  during  the  year  1930. 

It  is  desirable  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  since  the  opening  of  the 
hospital  the  administration  of  all  anesthetic  agents  has  been  entirely  in  the  hands 
of  the  visiting  st,aff.  This  has  resulted  in  the  establishment  of  a department  in 
which  the  recent  developments  in  the  selection  and  methods  of  procedure  in  the 
application  of  various  agents  have  been  adopted  and  maintained  with  marked 
success.  This  is  particularly  noticeable  in  our  freedom  from  post-operative 
pulmonary  conditions. 

In  the  production  of  anesthesia  it  is  no  longer  considered  sufficient  simply  to 
render  the  patient  insensible  to  his  surroundings  and  pain.  It  is  very  properly 
insisted  upon  that  the  patient  should  feel  confident  that  his  condition  will  be  care- 
fully watched,  his  vitality  will  be  maintained,  the  effect  of  the  operation  reduced 
as  much  as  possible  and  his  recovery  from  the  anesthesia  be  comfortable  and 
free  from  complications. 

In  striving  for  these  objectives  this  department  has  endeavored  to  maintain 
the  high  standards  set  by  the  other  sections  of  the  staff.  Also  in  this  report  may  I 
render  my  personal  thanks  and  appreciation  to  Dr.  J.  W.  Battershall  and  Dr. 
W.  M.  Stobbs,  my  loyal  co-workers  on  this  service;  to  the  members  of  the  Surgical, 
Nose  and  Throat  and  Obstetrical  Staffs  for  their  patience  and  cooperation  in  our 
efforts  and  also  to  the  operating  room  staff  for  their  unfailing  assistance. 

Appended  is  a record  of  the  cases  treated :

Gentlemen : 

The  employment  of  physical  measures  in  treatment  forms  an  intergral  part 
of  the  routine  in  every  modern  hospital.  Physiotherapy  is  a necessary  and 
valuable  adjunct  to  other  forms  of  therapy  to  relieve  pain,  to  promote  repair  of 
tissues,  to  restore  function,  to  improve  the  patient’s  general  condition,  and  to 
shorten  convalescence. 

There  seems  to  be  a large  field  of  usefulness  in  the  hospital  for  the  use  of  such 
measures  as  the  application  of  external  heat  and  for  the  employment  of  high 
frequency  currents  in  the  production  of  heat  which  may  be  directed  to  any 
portion  of  the  body  where  it  is  required.  The  use  of  constant  current  is  also 
practical  for  its  stimulative  and  chemical  effect  on  the  tissues  as  is  also  that  of  the 
interrupted  current  of  low  frequency  to  produce  graduated  muscular  contractions. 
Massage  and  passive  motion  are  used  effectively  in  a variety  of  injuries  that  are 
brought  into  the  hospital  and  supplement  other  methods  of  physical  treatment. 
Practically  all  the  fracture  cases  referred  to  the  department  have  had  their  function 
restored  more  rapidly  than  would  have  been  possible  without  the  employment 
of  physical  means. 

Ultra  violet  radiation  has  proven  to  be  of  value  both  used  alone  and  in 
supplementing  other  forms  of  therapy  especially  in  the  treatment  of  skin  diseases, 
to  hasten  the  healing  of  wounds,  and  to  improve  the  patient’s  general  condition.

Gentlemen : 

In  1930  there  were  3580  individual  tests  exclusive  of  urines  and  surgical 
sections.  Routine  urines  numbered  3852,  an  increase  of  589  over  the  year  192'.'; 
surgical  sections  322,  an  increase  of  37. 

In  general  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  different  tests  although 
a few  show  a slight  decrease,  the  decrease  showing  principally  in  those  tests  most 
commonly  applied  to  medical  cases. 

Due  to  the  great  amount  of  work  required  of  our  one  technician  it  has  been 
necessary  for  me  to  do  the  entire  technical  work  of  the  surgical  tissues.  A

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TREASURER’S  AND  AUDITOR’S  REPORT 
Deficit— General  Fund: 

Exhibit  R,  schedule  I sets  forth  the  fact  that  the  deficit  at  the  close  of  1929, 
amounting  to  $9,941.38,  had  been  reduced  to  $8,866.03  at  the  close  of  1930,  the 
net  reduction  of  $1,075.35  being  due  to  $4,000.00,  transferred  from  trust  fund  to 
general  fund,  minus  an  operating  deficit  for  the  year  1930  in  the  sum  of  $2,924.65. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  trust  fund  showed  a substantial  surplus  at  the 
time  of  the  transfer  of  $4,000 . 00  and  no  restrictions  attached  to  the  use  of  such 
surplus  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  transfer  was  entirely  in  order.  Your 
attention  is  called  at  this  time,  however,  to  the  fact  that  no  provision  is  being 
made  anywhere  in  the  accounts  for  depreciation,  and  although  the  property  is 
being  maintained  in  excellent  condition,  the  matter  of  depreciation  appears  to 
require  some  consideration,  so  that  until  such  time  as  an  adequate  reserve  for 
depreciation  is  set  up  out  of  surplus  care  appears  advisable  as  regard  any  further 
transfers  from  trust  to  general  fund,  which  would  effect  a further  reduction  in 
such  surplus. 

The  deficit  on  December  31,  1930,  as  shown  in  exhibit  B amounting  to 
$8,866.03  is  based  on  records  kept  on  a strictly  cash  basis  which  do  not  reflect 
transactions  not  yet  reduced  to  cash.  To  the  extent  that  good  and  collectible 
accounts  receivable  exceed  open  accounts  payable  on  December  31,  1930  the 
above  mentioned  deficit  is  subject  to  reduction  in  arriving  at  the  true  condition. 

At  this  writing  we  are  not  in  the  position  to  estimate  the  total  of  good  ac- 
counts receivable  outstanding  on  December  31,  1930,  or  state  the  total  of  open 
accounts  payable,  because  of  the  fact  that  the  work  of  the  bookkeeper  had  not 
been  completed  in  those  departments  up  to  the  time  our  audit  work  was  closed. 
The  necessary  figures  will  be  given  directly  to  you  by  the  bookkeeper  at  a later 
date. 

An  understanding  now  exists  to  the  effect  that  commencing  with  the  close  of 
U30,  and  each  quarter  thereafter,  all  accounts  receivable  from  patients,  over  one 
year  in  arrears  as  to  payment,  will  be  segregated  and  labelled  as  in  suspense, 
leaving  a balance  of  receivables  which  may  be  regarded  as  current  and  collectible. 


Campaign: 

During  the  year  1930,  transactions  in  connection  with  the  1925  campaign 
were  limited  to  receipts  in  the  sum  of  $1,050.03  and  expenses  amounting  to 
$15.92  as  set  forth  in  exhibit  D,  making  the  net  increase  in  the  fund  $1,033.05  for 
the  year. 

Exhibit  E presents  a condensed  summary  of  subscriptions,  collections,  etc., 
indicating  a balance  of  uncollected  subscriptions  on  December  31,  1930,  amounting 
to  $16,910.52.  No  attempt  was  made  by  us  to  verify  this  outstanding  balance 
for  the  reason  that  the  prospects  of  further  collections  are  so  limited. 

Distinct  checking  accounts  at  two  banks  are  still  being  conducted  in  order 
to  facilitate  collections.  The  balances  in  these  accounts  form  a part  of  the  trust 
fund  cash  balances  as  per  exhibit  C. 


Bonding  and  Insurance: 

The  treasurer’s  bond,  in  the  amount  of  $10,000.00  was  found  to  be  still  in 
force,  and  fire  insurance  policies  were  found  on  file  showing  coverage  as  follows 
indicating  no  change  during  the  year:

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  Aid  Association  have 
been  held  during  1929-1930  with  an  average  attendance  of  10.  The  usual  routine 
of  business  has  been  transacted,  free  beds  maintained  and  supplies  purchased  by 
the  committee  in  charge.  Mrs.  Lawrence  Keeler  has  again  very  efficiently 
headed  the  sewing  committee  and  a total  of  2480  pieces  have  been  cut,  distributed 
to  the  various  societies,  and  returned  to  the  hospital  for  their  many  uses.  Miss 
Rice  reported  the  maternity  bed  was  used  twice;  women’s  bed,  five  times  and  the 
children’s  bed,  once.  A very  successful  donation  day  was  held  November  7, 
with  Mrs.  George  Rich  as  chairman.

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SIXTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council, 

Attleboro , M assachusetts. 

Gentlemen : 

The  Health  Department  presents  for  your  examination  and  approval  its 
sixteenth  annual  report.  Attention  of  council  members  especially  is  called  to 
this  record,  which  not  only  attempts  to  draw  a true  picture  of  local  public  health 
activities,  but  which  also  emphasizes  certain  department  needs  and  policies  re- 
quiring your  consideration.  A financial  page,  the  usual  statistical  data,  and 
reports  of  sub-departments  are  appended. 

ORGANIZATION 

Two  changes  have  occured  during  the  year  in  the  list  of  appointees. 

It  seemed  advisable  to  combine  the  offices  of  Inspector  of  Slaughtering  and 
Inspector  of  Animals.  Dr.  Frederick  L.  Briggs,  Inspector  of  Animals,  was  also 
appointed  Inspector  of  Slaughtering  in  place  of  Dr.  Hugh  Gaw  of  North  Attleboro. 
Dr.  Gaw  was  an  efficient  inspector  and  served  the  department  well  and  faithfully 
for  many  years. 

John  W.  Bullock  was  appointed  an  Inspector  of  Plumbing  to  serve  in  place  of 
Joseph  M.  Seagraves. 


A REMARKABLE  HEALTH  RECORD 

Viewed  from  a public  health  standpoint  this  has  been  an  unusual  year. 
After  a period  of  business  depression  which  has  been  the  cause  of  some  adversity 
if  not  actual  suffering  in  some  quarters,  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  death  rate 
in  the  city  has  been  lower  than  that  of  any  previous  year.  Mortality  statistics 
have  never  in  the  city’s  history  shown  a lower  death  rate — the  lowest  previous 
records  having  been  established  in  1921  and  1922. 

The  relative  healthfulness  of  the  year  is  indicated  locally  not  only  by  the 
marked  reduction  in  deaths  but  also  by  the  lessened  incidence  of  the  common 
communicable  diseases.  With  few  exceptions  as  may  be  noted  in  our  tables, 
these  show  remarkable  decreases.  W hile  these  favorable  statistics  will  doubtless 
be  shared  by  many  other  cities  in  the  registration  area  of  the  country,  the  fact 
remains  that  no  community  with  such  a health  record  may  be  called  other  than 
happy  and  prosperous. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION 

The  teaching  of  public  health  becomes  each  year  an  increasingly  necessary 
duty  for  health  departments.  There  is  no  excuse  for  ignorance  concerning  certain 
health  principles.  It  is  of  vital  interest  that  these  principles  of  personal  and 
community  health  are  taught,  that  the  source  of  such  information  is  accurate,  and 
that  it  be  presented  in  such  a way  that  it  will  be  readily  understood  and  easy  of 
application?  W hat  measures  are  most  effective  and  therefore  most  practical? 
The  distribution  of  literature  through  the  schools,  and  timely  articles  on  public 
health  subjects  published  in  the  newspapers  always  give  results,  but  it  is  impossi- 
ble to  reach  all  the  homes  by  these  methods. 

The  most  effective  means  of  health  educational  work  and  the  only  practical 
way  in  many  instances  is  by  means  of  direct  communication  with  famdies  in 
their  homes.  The  positive  results  obtained  by  the  department  nurse  through 
home  visitation,  and  the  teaching  of  disease  prevention,  has  made  it  appear  ad- 
visable to  employ  other  nurses  on  a part-time  basis  in  our  diphtheria  prevention

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work.  The  end  results  of  this  house-to-house  instruction  have  proven  it  to  be  of 
undoubted  value  as  an  educational  prodecure. 


COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 

A comparatively  small  number  of  communicable  cases  has  been  reported 
during  the  year.  Practically  all  the  contagious  diseases  with  the  exception  of 
whooping  cough  show  substantial  decreases  in  incidence.  The  number  of  cases 
of  measles,  scarlet  fever,  and  diphtheria  showed  marked  reduction  over  other  years. 

There  were  no  epidemics  at  any  time  during  the  year.  The  total  number  of 
contagious  cases  reported  during  1930  was  only  247.  In  1929  there  were  770 
cases  reported.  No  cases  of  Typhoid  were  reported;  there  was  one  resident  case 
last  year.  Hix  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred.  In  1929,  twenty  cases  of  this 
disease  were  reported  and  quarantined.  We  had  thirty-six  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  compared  with  147  in  1929,  and  only  twelve  cases  of  measles  against  a total 
of  361  for  the  previous  year. 

All  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  under  quarantine  were  kept  under 
close  supervision,  and  all  known  contacts  were  excluded  from  school.  The 
department  nurse  visited  each  case,  and  assisted  all  householders  in  maintaining 
proper  isolation  . 

THE  HEALTH  SURVEY 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  conducted  a chronic  disease  survey 
here  in  June.  The  work  was  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Herbert  L.  Lombard, 
Director,  Division  of  Adult  Hygiene. 

The  State  in  its  study  of  cancer,  and  other  chronic  diseases  is  attempting  to 
secure  data  as  to  their  prevalence,  economic,  and  racial  distribution,  as  well  as  the 
hospital  resources  for  their  care.  About  ten  cities  and  towns  were  selected  to 
give  a cross  section  of  the  whole  state,  and  Attleboro  was  one  of  these.  Dr. 
Lombard  finished  his  work  here  in  July  and  commented  on  the  courtes}^  shown  his 
workers  while  in  this  city.  The  Attleboro  figures  secured  in  this  survey  are 
appended,  and  show  the  morbidity  rate  per  thousand  in  individuals  over  age 
forty,  also  the  estimated  population  here  by  age  groups.

OUR  MILK  SUPPLY 

It  is  difficult  to  make  progress  along  certain  lines  of  public  health  activity 
unless  the  public  itself  demands  protection;  concerning  the  milk  supply  the 
average  citizen  is  to  say  the  least  complacent. 

Milk  is,  we  are  certain,  a medium  through  which  much  disease  maybe  spread, 
and  epidemics  may  be  originated.  An  adequate  supervision  of  its  production  and 
sale  should  be  maintained  in  the  interests  of  public  safety.  It  has  been  repeatedly 
emphasized  that  such  supervision  locally  is  next  to  impossible  under  the  present 
system  of  part-time  inspection.  While  there  have  been  no  recent  epidemics 
traceable  to  our  milk  supply,  it  is  difficult  under  present  conditions  for  us  to 
estimate  just  how  much  or  how  little  certain  infections  are  spread  through  milk 
and  there  is  always,  we  fear,  a potential  danger  which  may  cause  trouble  at  any 
time. 

We  are  delivering  in  the  city  approximately  10,200  quarts  of  milk  per  day. 
The  amount  consumed  during  the  past  year  has  shown  an  increase  rather  than  a 
reduction.  Over  one-half  of  our  supply  (5,800  quarts)  is  pastuerized,  and  all  of 
our  pasteurizing  plants  are  delivering  a safe  clean  milk  to  the  public.  Of  the  raw 
milk  sold  a relatively  small  percentage  is  from  tuberculin  tested  accredited 
herds  or  herds  in  process  of  being  accredited— this  milk  is  also  a fairly  safe  milk. 
Far  too  large  a percentage  of  raw  milk  sold  locally  comes  from  cows  which  have 
not  been  recently  tuberculin  tested  or  have  never  been  tested.  This  milk  will 
continue  to  be  produced  and  sold  here  just  as  long  as  there  are  no  statutes  or  city 
ordinances  forbidding  such  production  and  sale.  A complacent  public  will 
continue  to  drink  this  milk  and  give  it  to  children.  A city  ordinance  requiring  all 
milk  sold  here  to  be  produced  from  tuberculin  tested  accredited  herds  or  to  be 
pastuerized  is  badly  needed.  Many  cities  throughout  the  State  have  adopted 
such  requirements. 

Provision  for  a full-time  inspector  of  milk  and  laboratory  worker  would 
enable  the  department  to  create  and  enforce  such  an  ordinance.  There  would 
naturally  follw  a more  rigid  inspection  of  dairies  and  food-stuffs  and  improved 
cleanliness  in  handling  milk.  The  city  laboratory  is  at  present  used  only  for 
milk  inspection.  The  service  of  this  laboratory,  under  a full-time  worker,  would 
be  extended  to  include  public  health  laboratory  work  as  well  as  milk  inspection. 
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In  its  aim  to  carry  out  some  of  the  measures  outlined  to  insure  a safer  and 
better  milk  supply  the  attitude  of  the  health  department  in  the  matter  it  is 
hoped  will  not  be  misinterpreted.  The  department  is  anxious  to  eliminate  any 
idea  of  "police  power”  from  all  branches  of  its  work,  and  to  become  a more 
efficient  service  organization  acting  in  an  advisory  and  helpful  capacity  to  the 
milk  producer. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

During  the  past  ten  years  the  prevalence  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  through- 
out the  country  has  decreased  over  one  half  from  its  former  figures. 

The  significance  of  this  marked  reduction  in  incidence  has  been  due  to  several 
factors.  In  the  first  place  tuberculosis  is  the  most  important  of  all  diseases 
toward  which  public  health  attention  has  been  directed.  Numerous  measures 
have  been  employed  in  its  control  many  of  which  are  closely  related  to  other 
public  health  activities.  As  tuberculosis  is  made  less  prevalent  other  diseases 
are  conquered  at  the  same  time.  We  must,  however,  recognize  certain  outstand- 
ing factors  which  have  had  great  influence  in  this  control.  First  among  these  is 
health  education  which  has  brought  about  a fairly  universal  popular  knowledge 
of  the  nature  of  tuberculosis,  and  its  method  of  dissemination.  This  knowledge 
has  led  in  turn  to  the  elimination  of  dust  from  our  streets  and  to  better  living  and 
housing  conditions.  The  milk  supply  has  been  improved  to  meet  an  increasing 
general  demand  for  safe  milk.  There  is  being  developed  from  year  to  year  a more 
marked  health  consciousness.  The  maintenance  of  the  myriads  of  summer 
camps  for  children,  and  the  heightened  popularity  of  outdoor  living  and  of  all 
outdoor  forms  of  recreation  have  doubtless  had  much  to  do  toward  helping  to 
eliminate  this  preventable  disease. 

There  is  much  evidence  that  the  campaign  against  tuberculosis  has  been 
notably  successful.  The  disease,  however,  is  still  with  us  and  must  be  fought  all 
the  time.  About  one  quarter  of  our  local  department  appropriation  is  now  re- 
quired each  year  for  tuberculosis  prevention,  and  the  care  of  cases.  In  addition 
to  this  expenditure,  the  city’s  share  for  maintenance  of  the  county  hospital 
located  here  amounted  in  1930  to  $14,727 . 34. 

The  department  takes  an  active  interest  in  all  cases  reported  or  discovered 
and  adopts  immediate  measures  to  safeguard  the  patient  and  to  protect  from  in- 
fection those  who  are  in  immediate  contact.  The  nurse  visits  each  case  as  soon  as 
reported,  and  cooperates  with  the  attending  physician  in  the  care  of  the  patient 
and  his  probable  transfer  to  a hospital.  In  practically  all  cases  hospitalization  is 
urged  for  the  patient’s  best  interests,  for  the  protection  of  the  immediate  family, 
and  of  the  community.  Few  cases  indeed  in  the  city  are  cared  for  in  their  homes, 
and  no  open  cases  are  allowed  to  live  in  contact  with  small  children.  After 
hospital  care  has  been  provided  for  the  tuberculosis  patient,  the  contact  cases  in 
the  family  are  watched  carefully.  These  contacts  in  the  homes  are  visited  fre- 
quently by  the  nurse,  and  those  not  under  the  immediate  care  of  a physician  are 
examined  periodically  in  the  clinic  which  is  held  each  week  for  that  purpose. 
In  the  clinic,  records  are  kept  in  numbered  folders  of  the  physical  examinations 
and  progress  of  all  tuberculosis  cases  and  of  all  contacts.  A street  directory  lists 
all  cases  for  visitation,  and  data  in  reference  to  change  of  residence,  admissions  to 
sanatoria,  and  discharges  therefrom  are  recorded. 

It  is  difficult  to  make  the  work  of  tuberculosis  prevention  ideal.  The 
custom  of  caring  for  practically  all  our  advanced  cases  in  a hospital  over  a period 
of  years  has  removed  a prolific  source  of  infection  from  our  midst,  and  has  without 
doubt  reduced  the  incidence  of  the  disease.  It  is  essential  to  see  that  adequate 
treatment  and  attention  is  furnished  those  children  in  the  community  who  are 
found  to  be  susceptible  to  tuberculosis.  The  demand  for  such  work  here  is 
reasonably  met  by  the  efforts  of  our  two  health  camps,  and  the  open-air  school 
room. 
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The  establishment  of  a preventorium  under  municipal  supervision  would  be 
another  step  forward  toward  the  ideal  in  prevention. 


DIPHTHERIA  PREVENTION 

In  carrying  out  any  project  particularly  one  which  has  covered  several 
years,  it  is  well  to  consider  carefully  what  has  been  accomplished  and  along  what 
lines  future  activity  must  be  directed.  Diphtheria  immunization  work  began 
here  in  1923.  It  has  been  the  custom  each  year  since  the  program  was  inaugurated 
to  hold  clinics  during  October,  November  and  December,  at  which  time  intensive 
work  in  diphtheria  prevention  has  been  carried  on.  The  fall  and  early  winter 
months  when  diphtheria  is  likely  to  be  prevalent  has  appeared  to  be  the  most 
suitable  time  to  wage  a campaign  against  this  preventable  disease. 

Diphtheria  prevention  when  once  started  in  a community  seems  an  endless 
task  to  the  health  worker,  but  such  efforts,  if  they  have  been  carried  on  success- 
fully, must  sooner  or  later  be  rewarded  by  a noticeable  diminution  in  incidence 
and  mortality. 

These  campaigns  never  thrive  without  the  help  of  educational  publicity. 
A considerable  amount  of  literature  dealing  with  the  subject  has  been  sent  into 
the  homes  and  through  the  schools,  articles  and  advertisements  in  the  newspapers 
have  urged  immunization  and  public  talks  have  stressed  its  importance.  The 
house-to-house  canvass  plan  was  tried  last  year  and  has  been  continued  this  fall 
with  satisfactory  effectiveness.  The  intention  of  this  method  is  to  desseminate 
the  facts  about  diphtheria  prevention  among  parents  throughout  the  city.  The 
teaching  has  been  done  by  nurses  employed  under  the  direction  of  the  department 
nurse.  A map  of  the  city  outlines  our  objective  for  each  campaign.  All  the 
homes  in  these  streets  and  sections  where  there  are  children  are  visited  by  the 
worker  and  sincere  talks  are  had  with  the  parents  about  the  importance  of  im- 
munization. A brief  tabulated  report  of  these  visits  is  filed  by  each  worker  which 
furnishes  useful  information  to  the  department. 

After  eight  years  of  local  effort  in  prevention  a noticeable  improvement  in 
the  diphtheria  situation  is  apparent.  The  department  has  given  a complete 
series  of  inoculations  to  3500  children  during  that  time,  and  is  confident  that  the 
cases  of  the  disease  must  soon  be  reduced  in  number.  In  1930,  475  children  were 
immunized  here,  and  358  of  these  were  under  six  years  of  age.  In  the  ten  years, 
previous  to  1930,  188  cases  of  diphtheria  were  reported  in  this  city — an  approxi- 
mate average  of  nineteen  each  year.  In  1930  only  six  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  in 
the  city;  the  smallest  number  in  any  one  year  excepting  1924,  and  the  smallest 
incidence  per  100,000  of  population  ever  recorded  here.  Added  significance 
of  the  reduction  in  diphtheria  incidence  is  afforded  by  the  fact  that  all  these  six 
cases  were  residents  of  South  Attleboro,  near  the  State  line,  and  that  in  each  in- 
stance the  disease  was  acquired  outside  our  borders.  In  the  city  proper  where  a 
larger  percentage  of  the  children  have  been  protected  not  one  case  of  diphtheria 
was  reported  during  the  year. 

In  November,  as  soon  as  these  cases  appeared  in  the  south  part  of  the  city, 
an  instensive  drive  was  made  to  protect  against  diphtheria  all  children  in  that 
section.  A large  number  of  children,  most  of  whom  were  of  pre-school  age,  were 
immunized  at  the  Washington  School. 

We  wish  to  call  particular  attention  to  the  fact  that  no  cases  of  diphtheria 
have  yet  occurred  among  our  immunized  children  and  that  this  situation  must 
have  been  to  a large  extent  responsible  for  the  marked  reduction  in  diphtheria 
incidence.

ATTLEBORO  HEALTH  CAMP 
Established  1923 

The  health  camp  opened  in  July  with  its  usual  quota  of  forty  undernourished 
boys.  Maintenance  was  provided  by  the  Attleboro  Tuberculosis  Society  through 
the  Community  Chest. 

The  Lions  Club,  which  has  charge  of  buildings  and  equipment  had  both  in 
excellent  condition  for  the  season.  A new  building  was  added  to  the  group  this 
year,  which  provides  under  one  roof  an  office  for  the  director  and  supervisor,  a 
small  classroom,  and  quarters  for  the  male  counselor.  There  are  now  six  build- 
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ings  at  camp — the  new  one  just  described,  two  used  as  dormitories,  a building  in 
the  rear  of  the  property  which  was  enlarged  two  year  ago  to  house  the  female 
help,  a kitchen  and  dining  room  in  another  building  and  in  the  rear  of  this  a 
separate  building  utilized  as  a storeroom. 

The  camp  finished  its  eighth  year  of  service  with  a record  of  very  satisfactory 
gains  in  weight  and  the  health  education  program  was  carried  on  in  an  efficient 
manner.  The  work  of  selection  of  the  boys  started  in  February.  A long  list  of 
underweights  was  examined,  conditions  in  the  homes  were  observed  and  reported, 
and  finally  forty  boys  were  chosen. 

Remediable  defects  were  corrected  in  each  child  before  he  went  to  camp. 
Practically  all  these  children  have  tonsils  and  adenoids  removed  before  admission. 
In  the  last  five  years  one  hundred  children  have  had  tonsils  and  adenoids  re- 
moved in  preparation  for  camp.  The  children’s  teeth  also  received  attention. 
All  this  work  entails  the  expenditure  of  considerable  time,  but  we  feel  it  is  essential 
to  obtain  the  best  results. 

During  its  eight  years  of  existence  this  camp  has  been  a factor  in  local  pre- 
vention not  only  of  tuberculosis  but  of  other  diseases  as  well.  It  has  aimed 
annually  to  improve  physical  conditions  in  a selected  group  of  boys  much  in  need 
of  treatment,  and  to  teach  each  one  about  the  importance  of  keeping  well. 

Many  of  the  boys  treated  here  are  now  grown  up  to  healthy  young  manhood. 


REPORT  OF  CAMP  SUPERVISOR 

I herewith  submit  my  report  as  supervisor  of  the  Attleboro  Health  Camp  for 
the  season  of  1930: 

The  season  just  past  was  successful  in  many  ways.  There  was  a marked 
improvement  in  the  social  as  well  as  in  the  physical  development  of  the  boys; 
the  gains  in  weight  were  consistent  and  satisfactory;  posture,  which  received 
daily  attention  in  the  way  of  corrective  exercises,  was  appreciably  improved ; the 
addition  of  an  administration  building  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  the  staff 
added  much  to  the  comfort  and  efficient  operation  of  the  camp.  The  season  was 
marked  by  an  absence  of  illness  and  even  of  minor  ailments  such  as  might  be 
expected  of  children  of  camp  age.  No  accidents  occurred  during  the  six  weeks 
period. 

Forty  boys,  fifteen  of  whom  had  had  previous  health  camp  experience,  arrived 
at  camp  July  5th,  and  remained  throughout  the  entire  six  weeks.  The  boys  as 
usual  represented  an  underweight,  malnourished  group  ranging  in  weight  from 
5-25  percent  below  standard  for  age  and  height.  The  medians  this  year  were  as 
follows:  age  10  years;  heights  54|  inches;  weight  65j  pounds,  underweight  15 
percent.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  median  age  was  one  year  older  than  last 
year,  the  boys  as  a whole  seemed  more  immature  than  ever  before.  Special 
mention  should  be  made  of  the  excellent  correction  of  physical  defects  in  the  boys 
prior  to  their  coming  to  camp.  The  records  showed  that  twenty  of  the  number 
had  tonsils  and  adenoid  operations  in  1930  and  nineteen  at  some  previous  time, 
making  a total  of  thirty-nine  out  of  the  forty  who  had  had  tonsils  removed.  This 
fact  is  significant  in  that  the  possibility  of  diseased  tonsils  as  a continued  cause  of 
underweight  in  this  particular  group  was  eliminated.  In  addition,  twenty-eight 
had  dental  care  just  previous  to  camp  opening.  The  foregoing  figures  represent 
a tremendous  amount  of  work  in  the  selection  and  preparation  of  candidates  for 
camp,  and  are  highly  commendable. 

Another  noteworthy  improvement  in  this  year’s  camp  was  the  addition  of  a 
fourth  counselor.  The  recommendation  for  an  additional  counselor  was  made  in 
my  1928  report.  The  results  obtained  this  season  by  the  more  systematic  and 
thoroughgoing  type  of  supervision  that  was  possible  seem  to  have  justified  the 
increase  in  staff.  The  staff  this  year  consisted  of:  Mr.  Leonard  Riley  of  Boston,

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a graduate  of  Leland  Powers  School,  who  served  in  the  capacity  of  head  counselor 
and  instructor  in  dramatics  and  campcraft;  Miss  Helen  Allard  of  Reading,  a 
graduate  of  Salem  Normal,  who  acted  as  camp  reporter  and  taught  toy  making  and 
basketry;  Miss  Edith  Burkland  of  Mattapan,  a graduate  of  Posse-Nissen,  who 
had  charge  of  corrective  work  and  taught  wood  carving  and  nature  study;  and 
Miss  Gladys  Gibbons  of  Melrose,  also  a graduate  of  Salem  Normal,  who  assisted 
with  the  health  education  work  and  had  charge  of  the  youngest  or  “Brownie” 
group.  Mrs.  Myra  Ireland  of  Attleboro  served  for  a second  season  in  the  capacity 
of  cook,  and  was  ably  assisted  by  Mrs.  Margaret  Andrews,  a resident  of  Attle- 
boro. 

The  season’s  aggregate  gain  of  354  pounds,  while  7j  pounds  less  than  that  of 
last  year,  was  satisfactory  and  all  that  could  be  expected  of  boys  of  that  age. 
The  individual  gains  were  unusually  good,  one  boy  making  a gain  of  17 \ pounds, 
another  16j  pounds.  Both  these  gains  exceed  any  individual  gain  ever  before 
attained  at  camp.  The  minimum  gain  for  the  six  weeks  period  was  four  pounds, 
and  the  average  gain  8.8. 

The  campers  enjoyed  several  special  treats  including  a picnic  to  Robbins 
Pond,  a trip  to  the  movies  as  the  guests  of  the  Bates  Theatre  to  see  the  Byrd 
Expedition  picture,  and  two  illustrated  talks  on  health  by  Miss  Butler  of  the 
New  England  Dairy  and  Food  Council. 

In  spite  of  the  rainy  weather  the  last  night  of  camp,  the  boys  put  on  a credit- 
able exhibition  of  handwork  and  entertainment  which  was  well  attended  by 
parents  and  friends.  Each  group  staged  a play  under  the  trained  direction  of  Mr. 
Riley.  The  awarding  of  prizes  culminated  the  evening’s  program. 

At  this  time  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  you  for  your  unfailing 
loyalty  and  confidence,  to  the  Lions  Club  and  Tuberculosis  Society  for  their 
continued  interest  and  support,  and  to  the  parents  for  their  splendid  spirit  of 
cooperation.

SEWER  EXTENSIONS  AND  CONNECTIONS 

Sewer  extensions  have  been  laid  on  Fontneau  Avenue,  in  Dodgeville,  and  on 
Park  Street  to  Bishop  Street. 

There  seems  to  have  been  some  misunderstanding  about  the  latter  extension, 
many  of  the  abuttors  objecting  when  they  were  required  to  connect  with  the 
sewer. 

Several  years  ago  after  removal  of  sewerage  from  the  Ten  Mile  River  and 
with  the  connection  into  the  municipal  sewer  of  many  houses  formerly  connected 
with  the  old  drain  it  was  though  advisable  to  adopt  a definite  policy  in  reference 
to  connections  wfith  the  sewer.  The  department  conferred  at  the  time  with  the 
Mayor  and  wdth  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  and  since  then  it  has  been 
the  custom  to  require  every  householder  abutting  on  a new  extension  to  connect 
his  house  wfith  the  municipal  sewer  within  a reasonable  time  after  its  installation. 
Form  notices  are  sent  to  all  abutters  after  an  extension  has  been  put  in,  and 
connection  has  been  promptly  made  in  every  other  instance.  Attention  was 
called  to  this  policy  in  our  1928  report.  It  seems  obvious  that  some  control  must 
be  observed  by  the  department  as  more  and  more  extensions  of  the  sewer  are  laid; 
and  the  reasonable  policy  outlined  will  therefore  be  continued.  Members  of  the 
council,  before  voting  an  extension,  might  well  investigate  into  the  necessity  for  its 
construction  as  well  as  the  demand  for  it  on  the  part  of  property  owners  along  its 
proposed  course.  The  proper  time  for  objection  to  a sewer  extension  by  those 
concerned  would  appear  to  be  before  construction  and  not  after  it  has  been  put  in. 
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Construction  of  extensions  in  Lonacut,  and  on  Thacher  Street  from  County 
Square  to  Prairie  Avenue  will  need  consideration  during  the  coming  year. 

The  matter  of  installation  of  a sanitary  system  for  South  Attleboro  requires 
careful  preliminary  study.  Some  definite  action  on  this  problem  should  soon 
begin . 


DUMPING  AND  GARBAGE 

Several  complaints  have  reached  the  department  concerning  objectionable 
features  at  the  city  dump  on  Bishop  Street.  The  continued  drought  in  the  early 
fall  caused  considerable  damage  to  nearby  woodland  from  fires  which  were  spread 
from  the  dump  A conference  was  held  at  that  time  with  the  Mayor  and  Chief 
of  the  Fire  Department  concerning  this  problem.  A fence  was  built  in  front  of 
the  property,  and  a driveway  fenced  off  so  that  material  must  be  dumped  in  a 
smaller  area  and  at  some  distance  from  the  street.  No  complaints  have  been 
made  since  this  plan  has  been  in  operation. 

The  collection  of  garbage  under  the  direction  of  Walter  H.  Follett  has  re- 
ceived careful  attention.  This  work  is  done  under  contract  and  few  complaints 
have  reached  us  from  householders.  The  present  methods  of  disposal  of  refuse 
and  garbage  cannot  be  carried  on  in  a satisfactory  manner  indefinitely.  This 
waste  material  increases  in  amount  each  year,  and  will  eventually  have  to  be 
destroyed  by  incineration. 


OUTSTANDING  VITAL  STATISTICS 

There  were  224  deaths  in  Attleboro  during  1930.  The  crude  death  rate 
based  on  the  census  population  of  21,777  was  10.2  per  1,000. 

The  largest  number  of  deaths  for  one  month  occurred  in  April,  when  there 
were  twenty-six.  Including  non-residents,  there  were  twenty-eight  deaths  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  eighteen  from  cancer,  thirty-five  from  chronic  heart 
disease,  and  eight  deaths  from  different  forms  of  pneumonia.  There  were  twenty- 
eight  deaths  from  cerebral  hemorrhage,  and  sixteen  from  chronic  nephritis. 
Four  deaths  occurred  as  a result  of  automobile  accidents. 


CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion  the  department  gratefully  acknowledges  the  recognition  and 
assistance  given  to  its  efforts  by  the  newspapers,  by  the  general  public,  and  by 
other  city  departments.  The  favorable  attitude  of  the  press  has  been  a source  of 
great  encouragement  to  us,  and  has  helped  to  stimulate  and  maintain  a real  interest 
in  public  health.  In  the  work  of  immunization,  quarantine,  exclusion  of  certain 
children  from  school,  and  in  the  task  of  selection  of  undernourished  children  for 
both  health  camps  we  have  enjoyed  the  advantage  of  a hearty  cooperation  with 
the  school  department. 

The  physicians  of  the  city  have,  as  in  other  years,  reported  cases  promptly, 
and  have  indicated  in  many  ways  their  evident  concern  about  disease  prevemion. 
The  work  of  the  local  private  health  agencies  is  appreciated,  and  we  have  felt  free 
to  call  on  them  for  help  when  it  was  needed. 

If  we  consider  the  activities  of  a health  department  for  which  public  funds 
are  appropriated,  we  find  that  they  are  particularly  concerned  in  the  prevention  of 
disease,  and  the  promotion  of  health.  A proper  functioning  health  department 
saves  lives,  and  prevents  sickness  and  economic  loss. 

Is  public  health  service  today  a good  investment?  The  answer  on  all  sides 
is  in  the  affirmative.  Such  service  today  actually  costs  less  than  the  money  saved 
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through  the  prevention  of  deaths  from  just  four  diseases,  tuberculosis,  typhoid 
fever,  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria. 

In  addition  to  the  protection  afforded  against  these  four  diseses,  preventive 
medicine  stops  the  occurrence  of  many  cases  of  illness  that  if  they  occurred 
might  ultimately  recover,  but  which  would  cause  much  expense  and  discomfort. 
The  general  public,  as  well  as  the  medical  profession,  today  are  both  giving  much 
thought  to  the  possibilities  of  properly  applied  health  work.  Many  of  the  serious 
epidemic  diseases  of  a few  years  ago  are  now  controlled  by  immunization.  With 
very  little  effort  and  without  danger  we  are  all  now  assured  of  protection  against 
typhoid  fever,  smallpox  and  diphtheria.  Modern  methods  of  sanitation  have 
diminished  the  incidence  of  many  other  diseases  as  well.  A city  cannot  afford 
to  ignore  these  facts. 

Is  our  community  safe?  Shall  we  wait  for  an  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever  or 
septic  sore  throat  to  arouse  us,  and  to  remind  us  that  possibly  we  have  not  given 
enough  protection  to  our  milk  and  food  supplies? 

Oral  hygiene  and  the  care  of  the  teeth  of  our  school  and  pre-school  children 
have  been  neglected.  The  large  amount  of  dental  disease  which  is  now  re- 
cognized as  a frequent  source  of  ill  health  can  be  prevented. 

W ith  the  appreciation  and  more  general  adoption  of  scientific  preventive 
health  measures  we  will  see  the  end  of  many  of  these  examples  of  ignorance.

REPORT  OF  MILK  INSPECTOR  AND  AUTHORIZED  AGENT 

I herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Inspector  of  Milk  and  Authorized 
Agent  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  City  of  Attleboro,  from  January  1,  1930 
to  December  31,  1930.  I would  again  thank  you  and  the  members  of  your  depart- 
ment for  the  cooperation  given  me  during  the  past  year. 

The  same  standard  of  inspection  has  been  carried  on  as  in  the  preceeding 
year  and  I find  that,  the  cooperative  method  is  working  to  great  advantage.  All 
the  dairy  men  and  dealers  seem  to  have  taken  up  the  spirit  of  trying  to  make  our 
milk  supply  rank  among  the  highest  in  the  state.  Our  milk  supply  is  still  ranking 
among  the  highest  in  this  section  due  to  the  fact  that  50%,  a gain  of  1%  over  the 
past  year  is  being  pasteurized. 

The  same  number  of  pasteurizing  plants  are  working  nearly  to  capacity,  one 
plant  finding  it  necessary  to  add  another  small  pasteurizer  to  its  equipment. 
1 find  that  practically  all  the  members  of  these  plants  understand  the  purpose 
of  pasteurization  and  they  in  turn  are  doing  their  part  to  safeguard  our  milk 
supply. 

As  stated  in  my  report  of  1929,  all  pasteurizing  plants  are  open  at  all  times 
to  the  public  for  inspection  and  I feel  that  if  the  people  would  visit  these  plants 
they  would  agree  with  us  that  the  purpose  of  pasteurization  is  to  their  advantage. 

This  year  one  dealer  made  application  for  a permit  so  that  he  might  produce 
Grade  A milk.  After  inspecting  the  two  dairies  and  taking  the  required  number 
of  samples,  the  permit  was  granted. 

The  same  amount  of  time  has  been  spent  on  raw  milk  as  in  the  past  year 
and  the  product  we  are  getting  has  improved  considerably.  I find  that  the  sedi- 
ment test  is  one  of  the  best  tests  used  to  determine  the  cleanliness  of  milk,  due 
to  the  fact  that  after  forcing  the  milk  through  the  cotton  plug  and  allowing  to 
dry,  a person  can  easily  see  without  explanation  the  quality  of  his  product. 
This  method  is  being  used  more  throughout  the  neighboring  states  for  this 
reason  and  has  been  adopted  by  this  department. 

This  year  one  of  our  largest  dealers  has  asked  all  his  producers  to  cooperate 
with  him  in  going  a step  farther  into  safeguarding  his  milk  supply  by  having 
their  cows  tuberculin  tested.  The  idea  was  met  with  approval  although  this 
might  be  a great  expense  to  them,  due  to  the  fact  that  a small  portion  of  the  cost 
of  the  cow  is  assumed  by  the  State  and  Federal  Government.  The  farmer  or 
producer  is  the  one  taking  the  loss.  It  has  taken  a great  number  of  years  to 
persuade  the  farmer  to  have  this  test  made,  but  he  is  gradually  realizing  the  value 
gained. 

This  year  a number  of  sewer  extensions  have  been  put  in  and  considerable 
work  done  to  see  that  all  houses  have  been  properly  connected. 
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Our  water  supply  this  year  has  been  criticised,  but  all  tests  made  by  the 
State  have  proved  satisfactory,  the  trouble  being  due  to  the  opening  of  the  new 
station  at  West  Mansfield.  The  water  from  the  new  station  being  pumped 
through  the  new  mains  in  the  reverse  direction  caused  the  rusty  color  and  taste. 

All  nuisances  brought  to  the  department’s  attention  have  been  investigated 
and  letters  have  been  sent  out  calling  the  attention  of  the  matters  to  the  owners, 
in  all  cases  requests  were  complied  with. 

The  general  inspections  have  been  made  such  as  restaurants,  lunchcarts, 
markets,  wayside  stands.  Any  requests  and  suggestions  that  have  been  made 
were  abided  by.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT  NURSE 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Health  Department  Nurse  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1930.  A departmental  report  calls  for  a brief  resume 
of  work  accomplished  and  achieved  under  your  guidance  and  direction  for  the 
past  year. 

From  my  work  I get  the  impression  that  more  and  more  parents  are  coming 
gradually  to  realize  the  vital  importance  of  health,  and  what  it  means  to  them 
and  to  their  children.  This  impression  is  created  largely  from  the  general  respon- 
siveness of  those  families  with  whom  it  is  my  duty  and  pleasure  to  work. 

Tuberculosis  clinics  are  held  at  the  Sturdy  Hospital  every  Wednesday 
from  4 to  5 P.  M.,  where  examinations  are  made  of  active  suspicious  and  contact 
cases.  Those  cases  are  all  under  my  supervision.  It  would  seem  that  the 
number  of  people  having  tuberculosis  decreases  as  preventive  knowledge  is 
spread. 

Is  is  satisfying  to  comment  upon  the  fact  that  we  had  less  contagious  diseases 
reported  this  year  than  in  any  other  of  the  four  previous  years. 

Diphtheria  Prevention  Clinics  were  conducted  at  the  Sturdy  Hospital 
every  Saturday  during  October,  November  and  December,  from  10  A.  M.  until 
twelve  noon.  During  the  Diphtheria  Prevention  campaign  I assisted  at  all 
the  clinics,  and  helped  direct  the  house-to-house  canvass  of  the  city  proper. 
Much  of  my  time  during  the  first  week  in  December  was  spent  in  directing  the 
house-to-house  canvass  in  South  Attleboro,  which  preceded  the  clinics  held  at 
the  Washington  School  on  the  5th,  12th  and  18th  of  December.  These  clinics 
had  an  excellent  attendance.  The  only  cases  of  diphtheria  quarantined  during 
the  year  were  in  South  Attleboro;  these  six  cases  were  of  a mild  type. 

During  the  visits  made  as  usual  to  the  homes  of  prospective  camp  boys, 
an  increasing  “health  consciousness”  was  observed  among  the  parents  and  also  a 
willingness  to  have  their  boys,  who  are  underweight,  go  to  the  Attleboro  Health 
Camp  for  a period  of  six  weeks.  Forty  boys  were  enrolled,  and  were  prepared 
for  camp  after  considerable  attention  had  been  given  to  the  matter  of  correction 
of  tonsils  and  teeth  defects;  much  of  my  time  was  consumed  in  this  important 
work. 

In  the  last  five  years  over  one  hundred  children  have  had  tonsils  and  adenoids 
removed  in  preparation  for  camp,  and  about  150  have  had  dental  defects  cor- 
rected. Our  grateful  acknowledgement  is  expressed  to  the  local  physicians 
and  dentists  who  made  this  work  possible.  The  Lions  Club  continues  to  pro- 
vide a year’s  membership  in  a special  class  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  for  the  furtherance 
of  the  well-being  of  each  camp  boy. 

I wish  to  acknowledge  with  appreciation  the  fine  inter-departmental  co- 
operation of  the  Lions  Club,  School  Physician,  School  Nurse,  District  Nurses, 
Family  Welfare  Association,  Public  Welfare  Department,  Doctors’  Club  and  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital.

There  are  now  in  the  city  seven  herds  with  a total  of  eighty-two  cows  under 
State  and  Federal  Supervision  for  the  eradication  of  bovine  tuberculosis,  in  the 
process  of  becoming  accredited. 

Last  year  there  was  only  one  herd  and  from  the  number  of  farmers  showing 
an  interest  in  this  testing  I expect  several  herds  to  be  added  later. 

I have  quarantined  and  released  or  destroyed  fifty-two  dogs  on  account  of 
having  bitten  persons  or  having  been  in  contact  with  rabid  animals  necessitating 
two  and  three  calls  in  each  case. 

Fourteen  calls  were  made  to  inspect  disinfection  of  premises  after  removal 
of  reactors  where  tuberculosis  had  been  found.

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Report  of  Dept,  of  Public  Welfare 

FOR  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1930 


To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council  of  Attleboro, 

Gentlemen : 

In  compliance  with  the  City  Ordinances,  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  here- 
with respectfully  submits  the  Annual  Report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December 
31,  1930. 

The  expenditures  of  the  department  increased  during  the  past  year,  due  to 
the  continued  heavy  load  of  cases  caused  by  unemployment  and  the  other  ordi- 
nary causes  of  dependency.  This  condition  of  increased  public  expenditures 
for  relief  of  dependency  is  in  common  with  most  other  communities  in  the  in- 
dustrial areas  of  the  LTnited  States. 

In  every  instance  all  possible  effort  has  been  made  to  secure  positions  for 
those  out  of  work.  The  exceptionally  large  number  of  applications  for  assistance, 
also  the  many  hospital  and  Social  Service  problems,  with  the  large  amount  of 
investigating  required,  made  this,  by  far,  the  busiest  year  the  Almoner  and  his 
assistant  have  ever  had. 

The  unusually  large  number  of  cases  coming  to  the  attention  of  this  depart- 
ment this  year  meant  a correspondingly  increased  amount  of  work  in  the  matter 
of  determining  the  legal  settlements  of  the  persons  aided.  This  is  a phase  of  our 
work  which  is  very  little  understood  or  appreciated.  While  many  settlements 
may  be  readily  determined,  there  are  others,  and  not  a small  number,  which 
necessitate  many  visits,  the  extensive  verification  of  records,  and  much  corres- 
pondence before  they  are  finally  adjusted,  and  the  liability  for  aid  rightly  placed. 
In  this  connection  of  our  work  many  notices  are  received,  both  from  other  cities 
and  towns,  and  the  local  Board  of  Health,  and  many  sent  out  from  this  office. 

The  Board  has  been  committed  to  the  idea  of  making  the  department  most 
efficient  in  carrying  on  its  activities,  and  has  increased  the  hours  of  the  part  time 
clerk  on  a full  time  basis,  because  of  lack  of  any  appropriation  there  was  no  in- 
crease in  salary.  The  departmental  work  increased  to  the  extent  that  it  was 
necessary  for  the  Almoner  and  clerk  to  devote  a great  deal  of  overtime  work 
in  order  to  keep  the  records,  etc.,  up  to  date. 

In  carrying  on  our  work  we  appreciate  the  help  and  cooperation  of  the 
Public  Works  Department,  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  District  Nursing  Society.

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REPORT  OF  CITY  PHYSICIAN,  YEAR  ENDING  1930 

Gentlemen : 

I respectfully  submit  for  your  approal  my  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
December  31,  1930. 

I am  submitting  to  you  the  scope  of  the  work  performed  by  me  during  the 
years  1929  and  1930. 

I would  suggest  that  the  following  figures  be  compared  with  those  of  previous 
years.  I feel  that  the  work  of  this  office  has  increased  over  10  percent  in  the  last 
two  years  over  previous  years.  The  increased  outside  calls  is  the  outstanding 
part  of  increase  in  the  position  of  City  Physician.  Most  of  these  outside  calls 
are  in  the  vicinity  of  Dodgeville,  Hebron ville  and  South  Attleboro  and  necessitate 
a great  deal  of  travelling.  I feel  that  with  the  great  increase  in  the  volume  of 
work  and  travelling  to  all  the  outlying  districts  of  the  city  would  warrant  an 
increase  in  the  compensation. 

The  salary  at  present  is  $750.00  per  annum,  and  an  additional  $.25  for  each 
visit  is  allowed.

RECOMMENDATIONS 

During  the  past  year  the  City  Infirmary  has  been  re-shingled,  painted  and 
many  other  repairs  have  been  made  at  a cost  of  $709.77 ; this  includes  shingling, 
painting  and  ordinary  repairs.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  make  the  inmates 
as  comfortable  as  possible.  While  the  house  is  in  better  condition  than  at  any 
time  in  the  past,  we  are  still  of  the  opinion  that  this  city  is  in  need  of  a new  City 
Infirmary.  The  records  in  this  office  show  that  the  City  Council  of  1928  and 
1929  were  in  agreement  with  the  members  of  this  board  in  their  recommendation 
for  a new  Infirmary.  We  again  wish  to  repeat  that  very  careful  consideration 
be  given  to  this  project. 

More  spacious  quarters  are  regarded  as  an  imperative  need  in  the  depart- 
ment. Congestion  in  this  office  is  very  great  with  only  one  room  with  desks  and 
filing  equipment. 

The  present  arrangement  of  the  office  does  not  permit  the  proper  handling 
of  applicants  for  aid.  Applicants  should  have  an  opportunity  to  give  the  in- 
formation requested  of  them  and  also  receive  their  orders  for  aid  free  from  obser- 
vation and  hearing  of  others.  This  board  pleads  for  early  action  by  your  honor- 
able body  for  more  spacious  quarters.  It  is  the  board’s  sincere  desire  to  see 
That  its  activities  are  so  shaped  that  the  greatest  amount  of  good  may  be  done 
for  those  needing  its  services,  and  yet  at  the  same  time  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact 
that  economy  in  expenditures  must  be  practical. 

During  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  a new  law  was  enacted  and  will 
be  known  as  the  Old  Age  Assistance  Act.  This  law  becomes  effective  July  1, 
1931.  The  underlying  principles  of  the  measure  are  adequate  assistance  at 
home,  individualized  treatment  of  each  case,  and  local  administration  with 
State  supervision.  This  new  law  opens  the  way  for  development  of  Social 
Service  for  the  aged.  Such  assistance,  shall,  whenever  practical,  be  given  to  the 
aged  person  in  his  own  home  or  in  lodgings  or  in  a boarding  home.  The  pro- 
visions and  administration  of  this  law  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  local 
Boards  of  Public  Welfare,  and  it  will  be  necessary  that  an  appropriation  be 
secured.  The  work  of  the  department  will  be  further  increased  with  the  advent 
of  this  law. 

During  the  past  year  more  and  more  demands  have  been  made  upon  this 
department  for  Social  Service  for  children.  We  have  been  greatly  handicapped 
because  of  the  lack  of  any  Child  W elfare  Clinic  or  Dental  Clinic,  Medical  Social 
Service  for  children  has  been  sadly  neglected  in  this  city.  W e believe  that  a 
program  should  be  developed  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  It  should  be  compara- 
tively easy  to  develop  a medical  clinic  at  the  local  hospital  where  children  could 
secure  a thorough  medical  examination, where  physicians  could  make  a diagnosis 
and  prescribe  treatment  and  diet  to  prevent  malnutrition  and  other  diseases  in 
children. 

The  district  nursing  system  has  been  of  far  reaching  importance  in  this 
city  in  the  work  with  children.  W’ith  the  handicap  of  no  medical  or  dental 
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clinic,  their  labor  of  love  in  this  work  has  not  been  as  generally  effective  as  has 
been  the  development,  such  as  the  diphtheria  and  tuberculosis  clinics.  It  is  our 
opinion  that  the  matter  of  the  care  of  children  is  becoming  a very  serious  prob- 
lem, and  if  some  system  is  not  soon  developed  the  expenditures  in  this  depart- 
ment will  continue  to  increase  each  year.

Report  of  City  Forester 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  Municipal  Council: 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1930. 

During  the  winter  months  the  roadsides,  shade  trees,  and  orchards  were 
scouted  for  gypsy  moths  and  their  eggs  were  destroyed  with  creosote. 

During  the  early  summer  where  the  gypsy  moth  catapillars  appeared  numer- 
ous I sprayed  with  arsenate  of  lead.  The  results  were  very  satisfactory. 

The  brush  was  cut  on  most  all  country  roadsides  and  the  low  branches  of 
the  trees. 

Dead  branches  were  removed  from  a large  number  of  shade  trees  and  some 
trees  taken  down,  including  the  tree  at  the  junction  of  Park  Street  and  Oak  Hill 
Avenue  at  Brigg’s  Corner,  also  the  trees  on  North  Main  Street  and  Common- 
wealth Avenue  in  preparation  for  the  widening  of  the  streets.

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Report  of  the  Park  Commissioners

Hon.  Stephen  H.  Foley, 

Attleboro  Mass. 

Dear  Mayor: 

We  herewith  enclose  our  report  for  1930  as  given  by  our  superintendent  as 
well  as  the  playground  supervisors.  The  activities  speak  for  themselves  and 
your  board  feels  that  the  money  was  carefully  expended  and  administered. 

We  ask  you  in  your  budget  to  consider  the  repair  for  both  the  Shelter  Build- 
ing and  the  Vi  ater  Extension,  as  these  are  necessary. 

For  new  work  we  recommend  the  building  of  an  Animal  House  at  the 
expense  of  about  Twenty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,000.00).  We  have  had 
drawings  made  and  estimates  obtained  for  this  house  and  the  Commissioners 
will  be  only  too  glad  to  go  over  the  entire  matter  with  you  at  your  request. 

We  also  recommend  a new  Memorial  Tablet  which  should  be  placed  on  the 
Common  at  an  expense  of  between  $2,500  and  $3,000.  We  are  of  the  opinion 
the  tablet  we  have  at  the  present  time  is  not  a suitable  memorial  to  our  World 
War  Veterans  and  should  be  replaced  by  a permanent  tablet. 

Trusting  you  will  give  both  of  these  matter  your  serious  attention,  we  are,

To  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners, 

Gentlemen : 

As  Superintendent  of  the  Park  Department  I herewith  submit  my  sixth 
annual  report  ending  December  31st,  1930. 

More  finished  work  of  permanent  nature  has  been  accomplished  in  1930  than 
any  year  previous.  Both  the  G.  A.  R.  and  the  Spanish  \\  ar  Veterans  Monument 
plots  were  finished  and  seeded.  The  new  lawns  on  the  Dennis  Street  side  of  the 
Park  improve  this  section  to  a great  extent.  The  stone  wall  work  around  the  pond 
and  island  were  finished  this  year  and  add  greatly  to  the  beauty  of  the  Park.  Part 
of  the  island,  a space  about  seven  feet  wide  has  been  allotted  to  the  planting  of 
tulip  bulbs  and  should  prove  to  be  a wonderful  sight  next  May.  The  Attleboro 
Steam  and  Electric  Company  has  cooperated  with  your  Superintendent  and 
installed  four  new  lighting  fixtures  in  place  of  the  two  old  ones  on  the  island. 

These  new  lights,  together  with  the  string  of  colored  lights  around  the  pond, 
make  good  illumination  for  skating  which  we  have  had  for  about  five  days  this 
winter. 

The  Zoo  as  usual  has  been  a big  drawing  card.  Citizens  and  children  surely 
take  a great  delight  in  watching  the  animals  do  their  stunts.  The  animals 
deserve  better  housing  facilities  than  they  have  at  present.  A new  Zoo  Build- 
ing, open  winter  and  summer,  would  be  greatly  appreciated  by  the  children  and 
people  of  Attleboro. 
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The  Band  Concerts  by  the  different  bands  and  leaders  were  never  any  better 
and  drew  large  crowds  every  concert.  Many  outisde  visitors  from  other  towns, 
cities,  and  states,  were  noticed  at  these  concerts. 

The  Playground  was  well  attended  all  summer  and  more  grown  people 
seemed  to  take  pleasure  and  delight  in  watching  the  children  at  play,  than  in  any 
previous  year.  New  slides  will  have  to  be  purchased  this  year  as  the  old  ones 
are  worn  out  and  not  safe  for  the  children  any  longer. 

The  children’s  wading  and  swimming-pool  was  well  patronized  by  the  children 
during  the  warm  weather.  Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Gertrude  Sweet, 
new  cement  pillars  were  erected  under  the  bathing  house  in  place  of  the  wooden 
posts  which  were  old  and  rotted.  New  skylights  put  on  the  bathing  house  gave 
the  much  needed  light  in  the  dressing  rooms.  The  whole  pool  was  given  a coat 
of  cement  paint,  making  the  pool  more  sanitary  and  easier  to  keep  clean.  All 
this  helps  to  promote  healthy  and  robust  youngsters  and  with  good  supervision 
Capron  Park  ranks  high  as  a playground. 

As  the  Park  personnel  has  been  busy  on  new  work  and  construction  the  last 
three  years,  repair  work  on  buildings  has  somewhat  been  neglected.  The  roof 
of  the  shelter  and  the  cement  construction  where  it  has  been  damaged  by  weather 
and  use,  needs  to  be  repaired,  and  the  whole  building  given  two  coats  of  paint. 
There  should  be  new  gutters  and  conductors,  and  a cement  walk  about  seven 
feet  wide  should  be  made  around  the  building,  thus  keeping  out  the  dirt  and  to  a 
large  extent  eliminating  wear  on  the  cement  floor  in  the  building. 

New  two-inch  water  pipes  from  the  six-inch  water  mains  in  the  Park  to  the 
shelter  building,  ball  field,  and  tennis  courts  should  be  installed.  The  old  one- 
inch  pipe,  after  eighteen  years  in  the  ground,  has  become  so  plugged  with  rust 
that  it  takes  four  times  as  long  to  water  the  ball  field  and  the  tennis  courts  as  it 
really  should. 

As  Superintendent,  I wish  to  thank  the  Park  Commissioners  for  their  co- 
operation and  support  at  all  times;  the  supervisors  for  their  interest  in  the  health 
and  welfare  of  the  children  using  the  park  playgrounds;  also  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, Chief  and  Officers,  for  the  careful  and  efficient  way  they  handled  the  big 
crowds  and  the  many  automobiles  on  different  occasions  without  any  mishaps, 
and  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  for  loam  carted  to  the  Park.

To  the  Commissioners  of  Capron  Park: 

A survey  of  the  work  carried  on  at  Capron  Park  Playground  during  the  past 
summer  of  1930,  shows  some  very  gratifying  results.  The  program  has  of  neces- 
sity been  a varied  one  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  different  children  attending  the 
sessions.  The  attendance  has  far  surpassed  that  of  any  previous  year,  the 
following  figures  including  only  those  who  have  been  active  participants  in 
some  planned  Playground  activity,  regardless  of  visitors  and  adults: 


Boys 11,765 

Boys  using  pool 5,561 

Girls 8,960 

Girls  using  pool 3,833 


As  the  above  figures  show,  the  Hunton  Pool  has  proved  to  be  one  of  the  main 
attractions.  Besides  the  regular  supervised  swimming  periods,  a Junion  Red 
Cross  course  in  swimming  for  beginners,  classes  being  held  twice  a week,  was 
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conducted.  Two  hundred  children  at  the  end  of  the  season  received  the  Red 
Cross  Swimmers  button  after  successfully  passing  the  regular  swiming  and  diving 
test.  The  improvements  to  the  bathing  house  added  materially  to  its  efficiency 
and  comfort.  No,  pool,  however,  regardless  of  equipment  would  be  worth  much 
unless  it  were  kept  in  a safe  and  sanitary  condition.  The  Park  Pool  has  at  all 
times  met  the  aliove  requirements,  thanks  to  the  constant  care  of  Mr.  John 
Anderson,  Park  Superintendent,  whose  tireless  efforts  have  been  much  appreciated 
by  the  children  and  Supervisors. 

The  sports  program  has  included  for  the  boys,  two  baseball  leagues,  com- 
prised of  eight  different  teams;  a tennis  tournament  lasting  for  six  weeks  with  the 
finals  played  off  on  the  closing  day;  basketball,  soccer;  hikes;  swimming;  a 
quoit  and  a horseshoe  tournament;  archery,  some  of  the  bows  and  arrows  used 
being  made  in  the  boy’s  handcraft  classes;  teaching  of  the  fundamentals  of  foot- 
ball; tag  football;  track  events;  and  low  organization  games  for  the  younger 
boys.  A Senior  tennis  team  was  formed  which  besides  conducting  a tournament 
among  themselves,  played  some  outside  matches  with  teams  from  Plainville, 
Woonsocket,  and  Providence.  In  the  girls  program  were  tennis;  swimming, 
simple  track  events;  Volley  ball;  Newcomb;  hikes;  organized  games  for  the 
younger  girls;  Folk  dancing;  and  some  interpretative  dancing.  Paddle  tennis 
proved  equally  popular  with  both  boys  and  girls,  several  short  tournaments  being 
run  off  during  the  summer.  The  many  fine  pieces  of  apparatus  in  the  grove 
were  an  added  source  of  pleasure,  the  younger  children  especially  enjoying 
the  swings  and  slides. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  sent  down  a number  of 
books  so  that  a branch  library  could  be  conducted  at  the  Playground.  These 
were  a help,  too,  in  working  out  simple  dramatizations.  Some  discarded  maga- 
zines also,  were  sent  so  that  the  children  could  cut  them  up  to  make  scrap  books. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Automobile  Coordinating  Bureau,  a Safety  Campaign 
was  conducted  during  the  season.  The  Playground  Safety  magazine  was  dis- 
tributed, song  contests,  and  a number  of  Safety  plays  were  given  by  the  children, 
the  girls  making  some  of  the  costumes  in  the  handwork  classes.  During  the  two 
months  no  serious  accidents  occurred,  there  being  only  a few  minor  cuts  and 
bruises  which  were  given  First  Aid  treatment  by  the  Supervisors. 

Every  Thursday  a Weenie  Roast  was  held  in  the  grove,  the  children  bringing 
their  lunches  and  staying  through  the  noon  hour.  These  were  always  well  attend- 
ed, it  sometimes  being  necessary  to  build  more  than  one  fire.  Generally  after 
the  roast  a special  feature  was  planned,  as  a candy  kiss  scramble,  a peanut  or  a 
treasure  hunt.  The  most  popular  one,  however,  was  the  one  held  at  5 P.  M. 
so  that  the  mothers  and  fathers  could  come  and  make  it  a picnic  event  with 
the  children,  and  which  the  adults  seemed  to  enjoy  as  much  as  the  youngsters. 

Handicraft  classes  were  held  for  both  boys  and  girls,  the  work  covering  a 
number  of  subjects  because  of  the  varying  ages  of  the  children.  For  the  smallest 
ones  there  was  sand  modelling,  with  occasional  contests;  paper  cutting;  simple 
weaving;  and  paper  dolls.  Some  easy  designs  were  also  worked  out  in  Ivory 
soap,  but  most  of  this  was  done  by  the  larger  children  using  more  intricate  designs 
and  having  a more  finished  product.  The  older  boys  and  girls  had  classes  in 
basketry,  working  with  both  the  reed,  and  the  reed  combined  with  raffia.  In 
the  latter  some  fine  baskets  were  made  in  imitation  of  the  Indian  woven  designs, 
to  be  used  for  sewing  baskets,  coaster  sets,  hot  plate  mats,  bags,  flower  bowls, 
fruit  and  hanging  baskets.  From  the  reed,  they  made  table,  boudoir,  and  floor 
lamps,  with  shades;  trays,  flower  baskets  of  many  shades  and  sizes;  waste  paper 
baskets;  glass  coasters;  window  boxes;  shopping  and  sewing  baskets. 

Many  very  attractive  articles  were  made  from  leather.  This  is  a particularly 
fine  medium  for  creative  work  as  it  gives  the  child  an  excellent  chance  to  develop 
his  own  ideas  in  original  designs.  Some  of  the  articles  made  were  pocket  books, 
from  the  large  underarm  bags  to  coin  purses,  bill  folds;  book  covers;  key-tainers; 
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hook  ends;  note-book  covers;  knife  sheaths;  belts;  table  mats;  manicure  sets; 
and  desk  sets. 

A little  work  was  done  in  the  Dennison  paper  and  sealing-wax  craft,  but  a 
great  deal  more  interest  was  shown  in  the  girls’  sewing.  Through  the  courtesy 
of  the  Art  Embroidery  Co.  a splendid  line  of  stamped  articles  was  sent  to  the 
Playground  and  was  enthusiastically  received.  Over  two  hundred  pieces  of  em- 
broidery were  finished  up  during  the  season,  one  piece  being  a quilt  top  made 
by  a number  of  the  girls,  the  finished  article  to  be  given  to  Charity. 

One  big  field  day  was  held  the  second  week  in  August,  with  a full  day’s 
program  beginning  with  the  flag  raising  at  8:45  A.  M.  to  8:00  P.  M.  Track 
events  for  both  boys  and  girls  with  age  classification  were  held  on  the  athletic 
field,  baseball  game,  bicycle  race,  archery  and  tennis  tournaments  for  older 
boys;  Volley  ball  game  for  older  girls;  Safety  play  given  by  girls;  swimming 
events  and  stunts  in  pool,  and  a freak  parade  for  all;  a doll  carriage  parade, 
tricycle  race,  sand  modelling  contest,  and  candy  scramble  for  younger  children; 
a peanut  hunt  for  older  ones;  a 5 o’clock  weenie  roast  in  the  grove;  and  winding 
up  with  more  stunts  in  the  Hunton  Pool.  During  the  afternoon,  a demonstra- 
tion was  held  on  how  the  different  handicraft  articles  are  made.  The  last  week 
in  August  the  final  exhibit  of  finished  articles  was  held. 

In  closing,  the  Supervisors  wish  to  thank  the  Park  Commissioners  and  Super- 
intendent for  their  splendid  support  and  cooperation.

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CRIME 

On  the  evening  of  February  25,  a young  man  named  Charles  R.  Hacking 
was  found  murdered  on  Newport  Avenue  in  South  Attleboro.  Whether  he 
was  killed  at  the  place  where  the  body  was  found,  or  shot  to  death  in  an  automo- 
bile and  the  body  thrown  along  the  road  side  we  have  never  been  able  to  determine. 
With  the  assistance  of  State  Detective  Clemmy  a considerable  amount  of  time 
was  spent  in  investigating  the  case,  but  the  murderer  has  not  yet  been  brought 
to  justice. 

On  September  5,  the  First  National  Store  near  the  corner  of  Pine  and  Maple 
Streets  was  held  up  by  a lone  bandit  and  the  Manager  robbed  of  approximately 
sixty  dollars.  The  man  responsible  for  this  act  was  arrested  later  in  the  day,  and 
is  now  serving  a sentence  of  from  nine  to  twelve  years  in  the  State  Prison  at 
Charlestown. 

With  the  exception  o f the  above  mentioned,  I am  gratified  to  report  that 
the  city  has  been  free  from  serious  crimes  or  disturbances. 


TRAFFIC 

The  establishment  of  a set  of  Traffic  Rules  has  filled  a long  felt  want  in 
the  city.  For  over  two  years  automobilists  parked  their  cars  anywhere  they 
felt  like,  and  let  them  stay  until  such  time  as  they  came  out  of  the  shop  or  the 
office,  many  times  automobiles  remained  parked  in  the  same  place  all  day . Thanks 
to  the  legislation  adopted  by  the  Municipal  Council  a set  of  Traffic  Rules  was 
put  into  effect,  and  two  additional  Patrolmen  appointed  to  enforce  them. 

Considerable  difficulty  was  at  first  experienced  when  the  Officers  began 
enforcing  the  new  rules,  but  after  a few  weeks  the  operators  of  automobiles 
began  to  see  the  light,  and  at  the  present  time  it  is  only  on  very  rare  occasions 
thay  they  are  violated. 

For  the  protection  of  the  school  children  a Police  Officer  is  stationed  at 
each  of  the  following  schools  when  the  children  are  dismissed  at  the  end  of  each 
session,  the  Village  School  in  South  Attleboro,  the  Lincoln  School,  the  Washington 
School,  the  Dodgeville  School,  the  Richardson  School,  and  Sanford  Street. 

The  necessity  of  having  to  place  a police  officer  to  stop  automobiles  while 
small  children  cross  the  street  after  being  dismissed  from  school  is  a fact  to  be 
deplored.  The  very  presence  of  a child  on  the  street  should  be  enough  in  itself 
to  make  a motorist  with  any  intelligence  whatever,  slow  down  or  come  to  a stop 
if  necessary,  until  the  little  one  has  got  across  in  safety.  This  is  not  so,  however, 
if  a police  officer  is  not  present,  the  majority  of  operators  will  proceed  without 
reducing  their  speed,  though  the  lives  of  several  little  ones  are  endangered. 

I have  instructed  the  officers  to  report  to  my  office  the  names  and  license 
numbers  of  any  persons  who  operate  at  a rapid  rate  of  speed  past  schools  while 
the  children  are  being  dismissed,  these  names  will  be  sent  to  the  Registrar  of 
Motor  Vehicles  with  a recommendation  that  both  licenses  and  registrations  be 
suspended  for  a time.  I trust  that  in  this  way  we  may  be  able  to  put  a stop  to 
this  reckless  operation  in  the  vicinity  of  the  schools. 


LIQUOR  ENFORCEMENT 

The  enforcement  of  the  liquor  laws  has  during  the  year  received  the  careful 
attention  of  the  members  of  the  department.  Each  officer  has  been  alert  to 
conditions  on  his  route,  with  the  result  that  the  illicit  traffic  in  liquor  is  at  a low 
ebb  in  the  city. 

The  repeal  of  the  “Baby  Volstead  Act”  will  make  little  or  no  difference  in 
the  enforcement  of  the  liquor  laws,  except  in  the  case  of  transportation. 
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WELFARE  WORK 

We  have  as  in  previous  years  done  considerable  welfare  work,  and  followed 
the  same  principal  of  endeavoring  to  correct  juvenile  delinquents  without  Court 
procedure.  W ith  the  kind  assistance  of  the  local  Social  Agencies,  School  Princi- 
pals, and  in  nearly  all  instances  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  parents,  the  number 
of  juvenile  delinquents  in  the  city  is  small. 


EQUIPMENT 

The  Motor  equipment  consists  of  a Cadillac  Patrol  Wagon,  a Studebaker 
touring  car,  three  Ford  Runabouts,  two  Indian  motorcycles,  and  one  Harley- 
Davidson  motorcycle. 

The  Ford  runabouts  have  given  good  satisfaction,  they  are  now  almost  one 
year  old,  and  will  soon  be  gone  past  their  usefulness  for  the  work  required  for 
them  to  perform.  It  will  be  necessary  to  trade  them  in  for  new  ones  in  the 
Spring. 

The  Studebaker  touring  car  is  a 1927  model,  it  has  been  in  use  four  years  by 
the  department  and  covered  more  than  fifty  thousand  miles.  A new  car  must  be 
purchased  this  year  as  the  cost  of  upkeep  would  be  exorbitant. 

The  Patrol  wagon  although  twelve  years  old  is  still  in  good  condition  and 
can  be  used  for  another  year.  It  received  a thorough  overhauling  last  Spring 
and  is  in  good  working  order. 

Two  of  the  motorcycles  have  been  in  use  two  years,  I believe  it  would  be 
sound  economy  to  trade  them  in  for  new  ones  in  the  Spring. 

The  equipment  carried  by  the  officers  is  of  the  most  modern  type,  and  in 
good  order.  We  also  have  three  riot  guns  ready  for  use  at  any  time  it  is  necessary 
to  use  them. 


THE  POLICE  FORCE 

The  police  force  now  consists  of  twenty-six  regular  men  including  the  Superior 
Officers.  One  vacancy  exists  in  the  ranks  of  the  Patrolmen,  which  I hope  will 
be  filled  as  soon  as  possible.  There  are  also  four  vacant  places  on  the  reserve 
list.  An  examination  was  held  about  the  first  of  November,  and  it  is  expected 
the  results  will  be  known  at  an  early  date. 

Patrolman  Louis  J.  Fournier  was  placed  on  the  pension  list  November 
8,  1930. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

Again,  1 recommend  the  erection  or  purchase  of  a suitable  building  for  a 
police  station,  with  suitable  accommodations  to  house  the  motor  apparatus. 
With  such  a building  should  be  installed  a Recall  Gamewell  system  with  the 
colored  lights  attached.  This  would  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  department  so 
much  that  it  would  more  than  pay  for  its  installation  and  upkeep. 

A system  such  as  I mention  is  maintained  in  many  cities  smaller  than  ours, 
and  even  in  some  of  the  larger  towns,  and  as  Attleboro  is  so  large  in  territory, 
the  wisdom  of  installing  a system  of  this  type  must  be  admitted  by  all. 

I recommend  the  creation  of  another  superior  office  in  the  department, 
either  Captain,  Lieutenant  or  Sergeant.  This  would  enable  the  Chief  of  Police 
to  designate  one  of  the  present  Sergeants  as  night  Sergeant,  whose  duties  would 
be  to  look  after  the  conduct  of  the  officers  on  patrol  at  night  and  report  daily  to 
Headquarters. 
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To  the  other  duties  of  the  Chief  of  Police  has  been  added  that  of  Traffic 
Authority.  A considerable  amount  of  time  and  work  must  be  put  in  by  that 
official  in  addition  to  the  many  other  duties  in  the  supervision  of  the  department. 
I trust  that  your  Honorable  Board  will  take  this  matter  into  consideration  when 
regulating  salaries  for  the  coming  year,  and  make  the  salary  of  the  Chief  at  least 
$3,000.00  which  is  then  a lower  amount  than  is  paid  in  other  cities  and  towns 
of  similar  size. 

APPRECIATION 

I take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Superior  Officers  and  members  of  the 
department  for  their  loyalty  and  cooperation  during  the  year.  The  measure 
of  success  we  have  achieved  is  due  in  a large  measure  to  the  faithful  attention 
of  the  Superior  Officers  and  members  of  the  rank  and  file  to  their  duties.  It 
would  be  a difficult  task  to  single  out  any  particular  one  for  especial  mention, 
each  rendered  splendid  service  and  I take  this  opportunity  to  commend  them 
for  it.

I desire  to  thank  the  Honorable  Fred  E.  Briggs  and  members  of  the  Municipal 
Council,  Judge  Ralph  C.  Estes  and  the  Associate  Justices  of  the  Fourth  District 
Court,  Clerk  Edwin  F.  Thayer  and  Probation  Officer  John  H.  Nerney;  also 
Court  employees,  newspaper  men  and  all  others  who  in  any  way  assisted  the 
department  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  ATTLEBORO 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Attleboro, 

Gentlemen : 

The  Trustees  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  respectfully  submit  their 
annual  report  of  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1930. 

It  has  been  a satisfactory  year  in  the  library.  The  total  circulation  for  the 
year  was  133,472  books,  larger  than  the  previous  year  by  3,027.  Volumes  in 
the  library  are  32,540. 

The  work  has  gone  along  smoothly  under  the  efficient  management  of  our 
Librarian.  The  demand  for  more  books  continues  and  there  is  need  of  more 
duplicates  of  the  popular  editions.  We  hope  to  be  in  a better  position  later  to 
take  care  of  these  requests. 

We  have  held  meetings  of  the  Trustees,  with  the  Librarian  present  each 
month,  excepting  during  Summer  vacation.  The  meetings  have  been  well 
attended,  and  every  effort  has  been  made  to  give  the  best  possible  library  service 
with  the  funds  at  our  disposal.  We  regret  that  our  President,  J.  L.  Sweet,  has 
been  unable  this  year  to  attend  on  account  of  ill  health. 

We  have  submitted  to  you  our  budget  for  expenses  for  the  year  1931,  amount" 
ing  to  $18,217.  Last  year  our  total  expenditures  were  $17,015.75.  The  library 
collected  in  fines  $931.00  during  the  year  which  has  been  turned  back  to  the 
City. 

Attached  is  our  Treasurer’s  annual  report  of  invested  funds,  also  amount 
received  and  expended  from  City  appropriation  and  the  report  of  the  Librarian 
will  give  you  an  idea  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  past  year. 

The  gifts  of  books  from  friends  of  the  library  received  during  the  year  have 
helped  to  a great  extent  and  we  wish  to  express  our  thanks,  and  also  to  others 
who  have  assisted  the  library  in  other  ways.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library: 

The  year  1930  has  been  a year  characterized  by  steady,  purposeful  activity 
on  the  part  of  the  Public  Library.  No  unusual  projects  for  expansion  have  been 
worked  out,  but  the  time  and  efforts  of  the  staff  have  been  spent  on  an  intensive 
use  of  available  resources. 

Considerable  weeding  of  out-of-date  material  has  been  done,  especially  in 
the  non-fiction  collection  but  the  lack  of  funds  for  replacements  in  the  fiction 
collection  has  made  it  necessary  to  retain  hundreds  of  volumes  of  shabby  and 
soiled  books  in  order  to  partially  meet  the  demand  for  various  types  of  story. 
As  a matter  of  future  salvaging,  the  special  recasing  work  done  in  1928  was 
undertaken  again,  and  some  800  books  in  both  the  adult  and  children’s  collections 
were  reinforced  to  give  longer  wear. 

When  it  is  understood  that  the  total  book  stock  to  date  represents  but 
32,549  volumes  (inclusive  of  bound  periodicals  and  purely  reference  material) 
and  that  the  year  1920-1930  have  shown  a circulation  of  1,400,753  volumes  the 
stock  turnover  is  seen  to  be  high  and  the  cost  to  the  city  of  $155,533,  modest. 
The  circulation  for  the  year  is  133,473?  a gain  of  3,027  over  192J.  Taking  the 
new  census  figures  of  21,276  (population)  as  a basis,  the  percapita  circulation 
is  6.6-f  volumes.  As  in  the  past  the  library  has  been  the  grateful  recipient  of 
gifts  of  books  and  periodicals.  This  year  the  number  of  gifts  represented  over 
one-third  of  the  new  titles  added.  By  means  of  these  gifts  and  through  the 
courtesy  of  other  Libraries  in  lending  special  books,  material  was  supplied  to 
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Attleboro  people,  that  otherwise  would  not  have  been  available.  The  library 
greatly  appreciates  this  generosity  on  the  part  of  individuals  and  organizations. 

Reports  of  previous  years  have  stressed  the  need  of  building  up  the  book 
collection  particularly  as  regards  up-to-date  reference  material  and  books  in 
foreign  languages.  Some  progress  was  made  in  this  respect  during  1930,  but 
much  remain  to  be  done,  with  special  attention  to  be  given  to  the  sections  on 
technology  and  history.  There  is  a most  urgent  need  for  a revision  of  the  fiction 
collection  with  more  duplication  of  standard  titles  and  the  addition  of  a greater 
number  of  current  titles. 

In  regard  to  the  building  proper,  very  few  repairs  were  necessary,  with  the 
exception  of  some  work  on  the  boiler,  the  cleaning  and  redecoration  of  the  walls 
in  the  Children’s  Room  and  the  placing  of  glass  doors  on  one  of  the  references 
cases  in  order  to  better  protect  valuable  and  rare  books. 

The  library  has  been  fortunate  in  having  but  few  staff  changes.  Miss 
Bowen  was  promoted  to  Children’s  Librarian,  after  full  time  attendance  at  the 
Summer  Session  at  Simmons  College.  Some  slight  changes  were  effected  in  the 
personnel  of  the  branches  and  the  part-time  staff.  The  library  has  profited 
by  serving  as  the  field  for  apprentice  work  of  two  students  from  Simmons  College, 
one  of  whom  was  doing  graduate  work.  Each  visitor  spent  two  weeks,  without 
pay,  at  the  library  in  observation  and  practice  work,  and  aside  from  aid  given  in 
the  accomplishment  of  definite  tasks,  brought  new  interests  and  ideals  to  local 
staff  members.  During  the  summer  the  Librarian  gave  a course  of  lectures  in 
reference  work,  at  the  Library  Summer  School  held  at  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire.  Various  members  of  the  staff  have,  largely  at  their  own  expense, 
attended  meetings  of  state  and  district  library  organizations.  The  loyalty  and 
intelligent  efforts  of  the  library  staff  are  to  be  commended. 

Staff  meetings  have  been  held  more  frequently  than  in  past  years,  and  aside 
from  special  discussions  and  reports,  considerable  attention  has  been  given  to 
the  matter  of  book  selection  for  the  teen  age.  Assistants  have  been  urged  to  give 
especial  help  to  boys  and  girls  who  have  just  been  transferred  from  the  juvenile 
to  the  adult  department.  These  boys  and  girls  are  somewhat  overwhelmed  by  the 
size  and  unfamiliar  appearance  of  the  adult  collection  and  they  need  help  in 
choosing  their  books — books  which  bear  no  taint  of  ‘ ‘required  reading”,  yet 
which  are  interesting  and  vital  instead  of  consisting  of  that  vapid  stuff  that  en- 
courages the  following  of  the  line  of  the  least  resistance.  One  means  of  suggesting 
interesting,  enjoyable  books  was  worked  out  with  the  cooperation  of  the  High 
School  librarian.  An  attractive  booklist,  entitled  Legacies,  printed  to  conform 
with  the  High  School  Annual,  was  presented  to  each  member  of  the  graduating 
class.  In  this  way  the  library  hoped  to  introduce  itself  to  the  graduates,  as  a 
place  where  one  might  find  personal  enjoyment,  now  that  book  reports  were  a 
thing  of  the  past. 

An  annual  report  is  much  in  the  nature  of  stock  taking;  it  gives  an  organiza- 
tion the  opportunity  of  making  an  inventory  of  accomplishments  and  failures. 
It  also  provides  a time  for  looking  into  the  future. 

Libraries  have  been  so  accustomed  to  a hand-to-mouth  existence  that  little 
thought  has  been  given  to  anything  beyond  the  minimum  needs  of  the  immediate 
present.  Some  far-seeing  libraries  are  realizing  that  it  might  be  possible  to 
reduce  the  number  of  short-comings  in  library  practice  is  more  attention  were 
given  to  more  far  reaching  plans.  In  place  of  a brief  one  year  program,  might 
it  not  be  wise  to  consider  the  library  from  a standpoint  of  a ten  or  even  a five 
year  plan  of  accomplishment?  With  reference  to  the  three  chief  components 
of  library  organization,  the  staff,  the  book-collection,  and  the  building,  such  a plan 
might  well  repay  the  thought  and  money  involved,  in  the  realization  of  the  vision 
of  greater  usefulness  to  the  community. 

For  the  time,  the  counsel  and  the  cooperation  given  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
toward  the  solving  of  library  problems,  I express  my  sincere  appreciation.

To  His  Honor  The  Mayor, 

Dear  Sir: 

In  submitting  the  Library  Budget  for  the  year  1931,  your  Trustees  have 
followed  out  the  suggestions  and  figures  submitted  and  talked  over  at  the  joint 
meeting  held  on  the  evening  of  December  11th. 

The  item  of  salaries  for  the  Librarian  and  Janitor  remain  the  same  as  last 
year.  The  amount  asked  for  Clerical  help  is  $6,677.00,  a matter  of  $21.00  less 
than  last  year. 

By  apportioning  this  amount,  we  are  enabled  to  increase  salaries  when 
necessary,  and  at  the  same  time  keep  the  present  staff  at  its  present  efficiency. 

In  the  other  divisions  of  the  budget  the  only  real  increase  is  the  item  for 
books,  which  is  increased  from  $2,250.00  to  $3,000.00. 

This  item  was  discussed  at  length  at  the  meeting,  and  we  think  you  under- 
stand fully  the  reason  for  this  increase. 

The  other  items  are  practically  the  same  as  for  1930,  with  the  exception 
of  an  increase  of  $100.00  for  lighting,  $30.00  for  insurance,  $300.00  for  supplies. 

In  regard  to  lighting,  your  Trustees  are  having  a survey  made  of  the  entire 
lighting  system,  with  the  intention  of  submitting  (at  some  future  date)  a plan 
that  will  materially  reduce  the  cost  (to  the  city)  of  lighting  the  building. 

Now,  as  in  the  past,  your  Trustees  have  prepared  this  budget  with  the 
sole  intention  of  supplying  your  citizens  with  the  best  possible  service  at  a mini- 
mum cost  to  the  city.  We  realize  fully  that  expenses  must  be  kept  at  the  lowest 
figure  possible  and  have  asked  for  an  increase  only  where  it  is  deemed  necessary 
in  order  to  keep  the  public  well  satisfied.

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council: 

Gentlemen: 

Respectfully  submitted  herewith  is  the  sixteenth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Public  \\  orks  Department  of  the  City  of  Attleboro  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1930.  Departmental  operations  during  the  past  year  have  continued  their 
expansion.  The  problems  presented  have  been  momentous  in  their  importance 
to  the  Community  and  the  decisions  made  governing  the  solutions  accepted 
have  been  based  upon  the  conditions  present,  the  results  desired,  and  the  actual 
facts  as  presented  when  uncovered.  A comparison  of  departmental  activities 
over  the  last  decade  with  what  has  gone  before  covering  any  similar  period  in 
our  history,  bearing  in  mind  completely  the  facts,  is  indeed  worth  while. 

The  drought  for  this  current  year  following  closely  that  of  other  years  was 
directly  responsible  for  emergency  conditions  which  were  overcome  in  such 
manner  as  to  make  it  unnecessary  to  restrict  our  water  takers.  Many  other  com- 
munities in  the  Commonwealth  were  not  so  fortunate.  In  recording  our  emergen- 
cy hookup  in  use  in  the  Wading  River  Wells,  it  may  be  noted  that  there  is  a 
late  winter  as  well  as  a warm  weather  use  mentioned.  After  passing  through  an 
extremely  tense  summer  we  were  able  on  September  30,  1930  to  receive  water 
from  our  new  Pumping  Station  in  West  Mansfield. 

The  County  Commissioners  of  Bristol  took  over  Newport  Avenue  in  South 
Attleboro  between  the  State  Line  and  Highland  Avenue.  After  covering  the 
legal  phases  of  the  location  they  turned  this  road  over  to  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  whose  Department  of  Public  Works  awarded  a contract 
for  its  construction,  the  road  location  to  be  80  feet  wide  and  the  construction 
to  be  of  concrete  with  four  lanes  each  10  feet  wide,  between  Washington  Street 
Route  No.  1 and  the  Rhode  Island  State  Line.  A new  modern  bridge  structure 
over  the  railroad  was  authorized  and  work  started  in  conjunction  with  this 
project.  The  land  damage  as  made  by  the  County  covering  the  relocation  under 
the  law  must  be  paid  for  by  the  City.  The  County  awards  total  $19,669.00. 
Two  distinct  efforts  have  been  made  by  this  Department  to  have  included  in 
this  project  Highland  Avenue  between  Newport  Avenue  and  Washington  Street. 
It  is  sincerely  hoped  success  will  crown  the  latest  effort  put  forward  by  Mayor 
Stephen  H.  Foley. 

As  the  year  progressed  it  became  noticeable  to  a marked  degree  that  finally 
this  community  was  suffering  greatly  from  the  general  business  and  economic 
depression.  This  Department  acting  on  instructions  from  his  Honor,  the  Mayor, 
was  glad  indeed  to  cooperate  to  an  extensive  degree  in  helping  to  reduce  unem- 
ployment. This  was  done  without  any  call  from  the  tax  payers  for  money  to  be 
specifically  appropriated  to  serve  as  a temporary  expedient.  W ork  was  planned 
by  the  Department  and  funds  were  appropriated  by  the  Government  so  that 
instead  of  the  usual  fall  lay-off  our  forces  were  maintained  and  expanded  right 
up  to  and  through  the  end  of  the  year.  Without  doubt  from  the  signs  at  hand  our 
unemployment  problem  will  grow  worse  with  the  coming  year  as  the  industries 
peculiar  to  this  community  while  being  hit  hard  at  a later  time  in  the  cycle  of 
depression  than  we  find  in  other  places  will,  probably,  by  the  very  same  precepts 
recover  last  as  the  business  wheel  turns  upward. 

Direct  evidence  of  progress  in  bridging  our  streams  can  be  noted  by  the 
new  structure  at  h olden  Street  over  Bungay  River.  Essential  improvement 
in  drainage  was  taken  care  of  in  the  locality  of  Pine,  Maple,  and  Lafayette 
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Streets.  Progress  in  sewerage  improvements  was  made  by  sewer  extensions  on 
Park  Street  and  Lincoln  Avenue.  , , 


PUBLIC  WORKS  OFFICE 

To  appreciate  the  extensive  range  of  work  covered  by  our  office  force  con- 
sisting of  Mrs.  M.  I.  Sharkey  aided  by  the  Misses  M.  M.  Masse  and  B.  H.  Carney, 
one  would  have  to  understand  completely  the  system  and  routine  of  accounting 
and  bookkeeping  which  is  covered  by  a multi-varied  expenditure  in  our  Highway 
Division  and.  again  in  our  Water  Division.  These  two  divisions  are,  of  course, 
responsible  for  the  bulk  of  the  work,  particularly  with  conditions  as  they  have 
been  during  the  past  year.  In  addition  we  have  maintenance,  care,  operation, 
and  extensions  of  the  sewer  system  as  authorized  by  the  City  Government  to 
be  responsible  for.  . 

After  considering  our  detail  covering  expenditures,  the  work  and  forms 
utilized  in  obtaining  revenue,  more  particularly  from  the  Water  Division,  would 
have  to  be  understood  to  appreciate  the  accuracy  and  detail  required  from  these 
young  ladies.  A complete  record  and  examination  of  the  Department  work 
will  allow  any  or  all  of  our  interested  citizens  to  honestly  and  sincerely  appreciate 
the  efforts  given  by  our  office  personnel. 


ENGINEERING  DIVISION  AND  CITY  SURVEY 

In  keeping  with  the  times  calling  for  diversified  application  of  engineering 
experience,  this  Department  was  aided  by  such  adjustments  of  the  personnel 
as  was  fopnd  to  be  reasonable  and  possible.  In  the  summer  we  were  fortunate  in 
being  able  to  carry  out  a policy  of  employing  some  of  our  own  Attleboro  boys 
undergoing  engineering  training  to  aid  us  in  keeping  up  our  survey  and  engineer- 
ing work.  The  four  young  men  of  college  training  who  worked  with  us  during 
the  summer  exhibited  a fine  willingness  and  an  excellent  cooperative  spirit  as 
well  as  considerable  ability  in  carrying  out  the  tasks  assigned  to  them. 

In  the  Fall  of  the  year  after  these  men  returned  to  school  and  the  unem- 
ployment problem  locally  became  pressing,  your  Superintendent  was  able  to 
place  with  the  engineering  personnel  three  men  who  were  worth  while  and  had 
dependents.  These  were  men  of  some,  training  and  education  and  the  idea  has 
worked  out  excellently,  bothffor  the  City  and  those  men  directly  concerned. 

About  the  middle  of  the  year  in  order  to  co-ordinate  the  expansion  as  out- 
lined above  Ernest  W.  Doyle  was  moved  up  from  a rodman’s  rating  to  that  of 
draftsman.  Our  instrumentman,  Russell  Tennant,  has  been  working  hard 
and  has  sacrificed  along  with  the  writer  and  our  Engineer,  Mr.  Mawney,  for  the 
present,  vacation  time.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Department  as  soon  as  it  is 
reasonably  possible  and  the  pressure  because  of  present  conditions  relaxes  to 
see  that  these  men  get  time  off  to  make  up  for  that  which  has  been  due  them. 

Our  Engineer  in  charge,  Robert  W.  Mawney,  has  been  busy  keeping  pace 
with  an  extensive  routine,  construction,  and  City  Survey,  and  in  arranging  proper 
inspection  to  the  construction  contract  work  which  is  outlined  in  this  report, 
more  specifically,  granolithic  sidewalks,  sewer  extensions,  and  a river  bridge  at 
Holden  Street.  For  a few  weeks  in  addition  to  the  personnel  outlined  above 
we  had  the  services  of  a student  rodman  who  was  highly  competent. 

The  City  Survey  work  which  has  been  done  by  this  Department  was  ex- 
tended considerably  during  this  year.  Seventeen  new  Assessors’  plats  were  turned 
over  to  that  Department  completed  for  use.  The  basic  platting  on  the  large 
plan  of  extensive  survey  was  carried  a considerable  distance  ahead  of  the  sub- 
division records  for  the  Assessors.  Our  field  parties  in  addition  to  obtaining 
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data  for  plans  listed  above  have  delivered  for  office  verification  further  extensive 
surveys,  lines,  and  grades.  Betterment  plans,  street  layouts,,  and  a multitude 
of  other  details  covering  contracts,  specifications,  etc.,  were  also  taken  care  of. 

The  required  expansion  recorded  herein  to  adequately  handle  departmental 
duties  forces  the  matter  of  adequate  quarters  for  our  administrative  and  engineer- 
ing personnel  to  the  front  for  consideration  by  the  City  Government.  Un- 
questionably it  would  be  desirable  to  have  these  administrative  quarters  closer 
to  our  base  of  operations  in  rooms  well  lighted,  readily  heated,  and  having  ad- 
jacent thereto  an  absolutely  fire-proof  and  sufficiently  large,  vault  to  properly 
care  for  all  of  the  records  for  which  this  Department  is  responcible.  I urge  and 
recommend  that  the  City  Government  give  this  problem  the  intelligent  study  and 
decision  which  its  importance  warrants  in  the  welfare  of  our  municipality. 


HIGHWAY  MAINTENANCE  AND  OPERATION 
Resurfacing 

The  Resurfacing  subdivision  under  Highway  Maintenance -and  Operation 
was  primarily  set  at  .$15,000.00  in  our  budget.  On  August  5th  $8:800.00  ad- 
ditional was  authorized  under  Highway  Maintenance  and  Operation,  a pro- 
portion of  which  was  used  to  extend  the  resurfacing  program  originally  planned 
for  execution.  The  unemployment  situation  forced  the  decision  to  carry  this 
kind  of  work  along  a great  deal  later  than  is  usual  in  a normal  season.  While 
conditions,  with  the  handicap  of  cold  weather,  made  some  drawbacks  inefficiency, 
the  ultimate  result  proved  conclusively  that  the  normal  advantages  more  than 
overcame  them. 

On  South  Alain  Street  between  Thacher  Brook  and  the  Dodgeville  Cemetery 
there  were  four  pieces  of  work  completed  chargeable  to  Resurfacing.  The  first 
extended  from  the  railroad  bridge  at  Dodgeville  to  the  cemetery.  Between  the 
railroad  bridge  and  the  northerly  side  of  Tiffany  Street  the  new  road  was  not 
full  width  but  was  fitted  to  a small  piece  of  stone  road  already  built.  From  the 
northerly  line  of  Tiffany  Street  to  a pair  of  existing  catch  basins  near  the  cemetery, 
a road  width  averaging  32.5  feet  was  carried  and  from  there  the  switch  and  rails 
being  taken  out  the  new  work  was  fitted  to  an  existing  stone  road  built  several 
years  ago.  A total  of  4,800  square  yards  of  Massachusetts  specifications  penetra- 
tion highway  was  placed  in  this  job  and  in  addition  a neat  return  into  Tiffany 
Street  completed  the  improvement.  This  work  as  can  be  seen  from  our  statistical 
table  was  obtained,  considering  location,  conditions,  and  position,  at  a low  unit 
cost.  All  of  the  work  was  done  with  City  labor  after  the  granite  circles  had  been 
placed  at  Tiffany  Street  and  the  drain  extension  authorized  by  the  Council  had 
been  carried  out.  It  must  be  realized  all  of  the  work  here  was  done  under  traffic 
and  the  inconvenience  of  a detour  with  its  maintenance  was  avoided.  Public 
convenience  was  taken  care  of  and  no  complaints  were  received  either  from  the 
highway  users  or  the  merchants  doing  business  thereon. 

Completing  this  work  our  men  and  equipment  were  moved  up  to  South 
Main  Street  at  the  Dodgeville  switch.  A small  piece  of  road,  958  square  yards 
in  area  was  constructed  to  replace  the  railroad  main  line  and  switch  which  was 
removed  on  request.  Widening  the  paved  highway  surface  in  this  sag  which  has 
always  been  a mean  place,  particularly  in  the  winter  time,  met  with  a general 
approval  from  a number  of  the  travelling  public  using  this  route  to  Providence. 

A third  piece  on  South  Alain  Street,  also  in  a drainage  sag  and  the  cause 
of  trouble  in  the  winter,  measuring  240  square  yards  was  built  opposite  the  mill 
yard  gate. 

A fourth  piece  on  South  Alain  Street  including  the  paving  of  the  area  here- 
tofore occupied  by  the  car  tracks  between  Locust  Street  and  Thacher  Brook  was 
next  constructed.  The  major  portion  of  the  new  work  is  between  Thacher 
Street  and  Thacher  Brook.  With  the  rails  removed,  the  Department  wished  to 
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utilize  as  much  as  possible  of  all  of  the  existing  improved  foundation.  The 
road  section  was,  therefore,  adjusted  and  the  profile  raised  slightly,  distributing 
properly  the  advantages  available  for  the  use  of  traffic.  Most  of  the  excavation 
in  this  work  came  from  within  the  tie  limits.  Excavation  from  the  existing 
roadway  which  was  of  good  material  was  utilized  to  make  a supporting  foundation 
where  the  material  under  the  railway  location  had  been  taken  out.  Thacher 
Street  and  Lamb  Street  were  used  to  detour  traffic  in  order  that  the  work  could  be 
facilitated  to  keep  the  cost  within  the  limit  set.  A low  unit  was  obtained  for 
the  3,825  square  yards  constructed  after  the  culvert  and  basin  improvement 
and  the  bridge  slab  widening  over  the  brook  had  been  completed. 

It  is  reasonable  to  believe  that  a study  by  interested  parties  in  our  City 
Government  would  sell  the  idea  of  curbing  on  all  of  these  outlying  main  routes 
before  construction  takes  place.  The  work  mentioned  above  including  the  first 
and  last  pieces  of  South  Main  Street  improvement  definitely  falls  within  this 
class  where  a curb  improvement  would  have  resulted  in  a major  benefit  for  the 
pedestrians. 

The  preliminary  drainage  work  having  been  taken  care  of  and  the  established 
water  line  improvement  completed,  the  work  of  co-ordinating  a surface  improve- 
ment on  Maple  Street  between  South  Main  and  Pine  Streets  went  forward  even 
though  the  season  was  late.  Considerable  excavation  had  to  be  handled  ad- 
vantageously in  this  work  to  compensate  for  the  use  of  our  own  labor  against 
machines.  A great  deal  of  this  material  was  utilized  in  co-ordination  with  the 
improvement  of  James  Street  between  Maple  and  Carpenter  Streets.  The 
area  included  in  the  work  running  from  South  Main  Street  with  a return  into 
Lafayette  and  across  Fine  Street  into  Maple  Street  is  1,455  square  yards.  While 
the  season  was  late,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  this  Massachusetts  penetration 
work  will  carry  through  the  first  winter  with  a little  attention  perhaps  and  then 
with  very  light  expense  can  be  used  over  a long  period  of  years.  The  large 
force  engaged  assisted  materially  in  maintaining  our  weekly  payroll  figure, 
thus  helping  to  overcome  unemployment. 

On  Dean  Street  between  Bank  and  North  Main  Streets  every  year  in  the 
Spring  for  several  weeks  we  have  had  road  failure.  W ith  the  traffic  regulations 
in  force,  this  block  is  being  hammered  a great  deal  more  than  formerly.  In 
the  fore  part  of  the  season  681  square  yards  of  standard  penetration  was  placed 
after  the  foundation  was  properly  treated.  This  is  an  improvement  reasonably 
priced  which  eliminates  an  ever  recurring  nuisance. 

W'ater  lines  having  been  extended  to  clear  the  block  beyond  Fal  mouth 
Street,  a stone  road  was  extended  on  Forest  Street  between  Maynard  and  Fal- 
mouth Streets  approximating  980  square  yards  to  take  care  of  what  has  been  a 
very  heavily  travelled  commercial  highway  section.  The  clay  and  swamp 
foundation  here  called  for  a special  treatment  but  I believe,  bearing  in  mind 
the  conditions  to  be  overcome  and  the  result  obtained,  an  excellent  purchase 
has  been  made  by  this  road  improvement.  The  importance  of  Forest  Street, 
bearing  in  mind  its  commercial  use  by  the  City,  cannot  be  over-estimated.  It 
will  be  a pleasure  to  further  extend,  both  easterly  and  westerly  when  drainage 
conditions  are  taken  care  of,  the  improved  road  surface  on  this  busy  street. 

As  has  been  customary  in  recent  years  rock  outcrop  within  the  used  limits 
of  the  highway  and  rock  cuts,  particularly  at  bad  curves,  on  the  following  streets 
were  improved  by  drilling  and  blasting:  County  Street,  Pike  Avenue,  West 
Street,  Richardson  Avenue,  Tiffany  Street,  and  Lindsey  Street. 

On  Highland  Avenue  between  Robinson  Avenue  and  Adamsdale  Road 
a Iv.  P.  mixed  experiment  was  placed  under  this  account. 

On  Thacher  Street  prior  to  using  same  for  a detour  for  the  South  Main 
Street  job,  particularly  on  the  railroad  bridge  southerly  approach,  parts  of  the 
street  were  scarified  and  surfaced  to  safely  take  care  of  the  increase  in  traffic. 
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Besides  the  work  outlined  which  covers  practically  the  entire  amount  ex- 
pended except  for  the  general  expenses  which  usually  are  lumped,  we  proportion 
in  our  subdivisions  these  charges  so  that  our  Highway  Maintenance  and  Operation 
thus  carries  practically  all  of  the  actual  expenses  which  legitimately  belong 
therein. 


DRAINS  MAINTENANCE 

Early  in  the  year  at  the  northwesterly  corner  of  East  and  Pine  Streets  we 
had  a catch  basin  failure.  This  catch  basin  was  not,  to  my  mind,  at  all  a proper 
structure  for  the  work  it  had  to  do  and  therefore  we  rebuilt  a basin  and  adjusted 
with  circle  curb  that  side  of  the  return  into  East  Street  from  Pine  Street. 

Late  in  the  year  on  Olive  Street  in  a dangerous  place  at  the  foot  of  the 
overpass  bridge  slope  we  had  a trunk  drain  failure  which  by  its  very  nature 
caused  considerable  hazard  and  inconvenience  to  the  public.  Immediate  steps 
were  taken  to  replace  that  section  of  the  drain  which  had  failed.  The  old  drain 
was  of  the  horse  collar  natural  cement  pipe  type  similar  in  construction  and 
design  to  pipe  which  in  recent  years  has  failed  consistently  on  Olive  Street, 
South  Main  Street,  East  Street,  and  Union  Street.  An  additional  manhole 
was  constructed  after  our  new  double  strength  pipe  replacement  had  been  com- 
pleted. To  summarize,  the  work  started  at  a new  catch  basin  at  the  end  of  the  curve 
on  Olive  Street,  a new  manhole  was  constructed  in  the  Manchester  lot  and 
approximately  100  feet  of  24-inch  pipe  as  described  above  with  the  10-inch 
connections  required  was  replaced.  At  this  time  I believe  that  it  is  only  fair 
to  our  citizens  to  urge  and  recommend  that  the  City  Government  act  as  promptly 
as  is  possible  to  replace  all  of  this  old  horse  collar  pipe  which,  it  is  evident  from 
the  record  of  failure,  has  outlived  its  usefulness. 

On  August  5,  1930,  the  City  Government  made  arrangements  and  supplied 
money  to  improve  with  a new  drainage  system  Maple  Street  between  South 
Main  and  Pine  Streets  and  Lafayette  Street  between  Mulberry  and  Maple 
Streets  prior  to  the  improvement  of  the  road  surface.  The  statistical  record  as 
submitted  by  our  Engineer  indicates  that  starting  from  a manhole  on  the  westerly 
side  of  South  Main  Street  at  Olive  Street  this  new  pipe  line  came  across  South 
Main  and  down  Maple  Street  to  Lafayette  Street  where  it  forked,  one  end  going 
to  the  junction  of  Mulberry  and  Lafayette  Streets  while  the  other  end  went  to 
Pine  and  Maple  Streets.  He  further  indicates  that  on  the  Maple  Street  leg, 
so-called,  we  constructed  about  327  feet  of  15-inch  Akron  pipe,  283  feet  of  12-inch 
Akron,  and  used  110  feet  of  10-inch  Akron  connections  from  manholes  to  basins. 
This  line  included  three  manholes  and  three  catch  basins  at  Pine  Street.  On 
Lafayette  Street  we  built  402  feet  of  12-inch  .Akron  with  85  feet  of  10-inch  con- 
nections, two  manholes  and  five  catch  basins.  59.76  ft.  of  new  circle  curb  was 
set  at  5 of  the  basin  corners. 

On  Bank  Street  southerly  from  the  river  under  the  Leroy  Street  Improvement 
the  essential  features  of  a drainage  project  were  undertaken  as  part  of  the  im- 
provement. Where  combination  structures  were  utilized,  the  labor  and  some 
of  the  material  were  charged  against  our  maintenance  account.  Some  of  the 
charges  for  basins  and  accessories  to  the  main  line  were  absorbed  by  this  account 
particularly  for  the  basin  structure  on  Bicknell  Street  and  those  basins  just 
southerly  from  the  bridge.  This  includes  brick,  throat  stones,  etc.,  as  well  as 
labor  charges  which  should  be  properly  distributed  here.  Besides  this,  material 
was  purchased  and  work  started  under  this  account  for  a drain  line  running 
from  the  Bungay  River  northerly  in  Bank  Street  toward  Holden  Street,  the  plan 
under  this  account  calling  for  drainage  from  the  profile  sag  of  the  Bank  Street 
grade  line  near  the  northerly  end  of  the  Woodlawn  Cemetery.  This  is  the  first 
step  in  a comprehensive  plan  which  will  ultimately  include  the  surface  water 
drainage  for  plats  either  side  of  Bank  Street  going  north  from  the  Bungay  River. 
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•This  work  was  planned  and  executed  to  absorb  extra  labor  late  in  the  year  with 
funds  available  for  a real,  definite,  and  essential  improvement  much  needed  . far 
years;  The  turn  of  the  year  found  the  work  in  process  and  it  will  unquestionably 
be  completed  early  in  the  coming  year.  . . . J;~- 

Besides  the  projects  outlined  above  under  this  account,  $1,586.03  was 
expended  in  our  regular  seasonal  catch  basin  cleaning.  As  has  been  explained 
before,  some  of  our  structures  require  cleaning  oftener  than  others.  In  addition 
to  this  cleaning  our  inspection  indicated  the  need  for  minor  repairs  in  brick  and 
iron  work  and  $113.87  was  thus  expended.  While  the  number  of  basins  to  be 
taken  care  of  increases  annually,  there  is  no  increase  in  our  primary  allocation 
under  the  budget  to  cover  the  extra  work. 

Our  general  account  includes  rail  cutting  for  repairs,  pick  sharpening  and 
other  tool  repairs  and  maintenance  which  cannot  be  definitely  distributed,  and 
amounts,  to  $67.70. 


STREET  SWEEPING  AND  STREET  CLEANING 

Within  the  usual  limits  in  the  center  of  the  City  two  street  sweepers  were 
busy  daily  throughout  the  year.  Each  of  these  men  have  been  in  the  employ 
of  the  City  for  some  time  and  without  question  arrange  and  complete  their  work 
so  that  general  satisfaction  has  been  expressed  at  the  results  obtained  for  the 
money  expended.  As  progress  is  warranted  in  expanding  the  area  covered  by 
street  sweeping  arrangements,  the  importance  of  mechanical  assistance  should 
not  be  overlooked. 

The  usual  Street  Cleaning  subdivision  covered  Spring  and  Fall  cleaning 
of  gutters  up  to  the  amount  of  money  available.  With  the  necessity  for  widening 
our  outside  roads  and  the  use  of  tractor-drawn  scrapers  to  cover  the  Spring  and 
Fall  gutter  work  thereon,  arrangements  should  be  made  either  to  complete 
grading  on  the  roads  in  question  or  else  increase  the  allowance  under  this  account 
so  that  the  best  advantage  can  be  taken  of  the  material  available  in  scraping 
time. 

The  value  of  Spring  and  Fall  inspection  in  cleaning  out  of  culverts  and 
opening  of  gutters  should  not  be  undervalued  as  it  is  of  essential  importance 
in  highway  maintenance,  particularly  in  a community  like  ours  where  existing 
roads  ante-date  modern  design.  The  struggle  for  improvements  on  these  high- 
ways is  a constant  one  and  when  success  crowns  our  efforts,  it  seems  to  be  ap- 
preciated by  our  outside  residents. 


STREET  PATCHING 

In  maintaining  our  road  mileage  against  what  are  now  normal  inroads 
from  current  traffic,  the  importance  of  proper  patching  of  various  kinds  must 
not  be  overlooked.  Seasons,  particularly  late  fall,  winter  and  early  spring, 
by  their  variations,  sensibly  affect  the  amount  of  money  that  is  necessary  for 
patching  operations.  As  our  highway  mileage  is  practically  all  black  and  pro- 
gress is  being  made  in  the  problem  of  improving  our  main  routes  it  may  be  under- 
stood that  the  current  period  is  bound  to  be  expensive  in  writing  up  patching 
charges.  F eavy  trucks  and  bus  lines  have  developed  the  need  for  skillful  and 
constant  attention  in  this  work.  The  charges  as  listed  cover  practically  the 
costs  of  the  work  done  in  this  t}rpe  of  maintenance.  Proper  control  has  to  be 
made  in  preparing  under  this  account  for  the  winter  season,  which  includes 
the  turn  of  the  year.  Analysis  of  our  figures  on  this  basis  truly  presents  the 
problem  as  solved  for  the  year  1930. 

Outside  influences  not  within  the  control  of  this  Department  oftentimes 
materially  affect  expenditures  hereunder.  I wish  to  cite  at  this  time  the  detour 
over  our  highways  made  necessary  by  State  highway  construction  on  , ashington 
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Street  in  South  Attleboro  and  again  on  the  opposite  end  of  the  City  while  the 
main  artery  bet  ween  Taunton  and  Providence  was  being  completed. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  paid  to  the  City  of  Attleboro  -$694 . 56 
for  Washington  Street  detour  over  the  Old  Post  Road,  which,  in  the  natural 
sequence,  should  be  in  my  opinion  applied  directly  to  our  highway  account. 
In  this  case,  payment  coming  at  the  turn  of  the.yeaf,  this  Department  did  not 
receive  any  benefit  from  the  money  which  was  turned  in  to  the  City  Treasurer 
in  accordance  with  instructions  received  from  the  City  Auditor. 

SIDEWALK  MAINTENANCE 

During  the  course  of  the  year  a great  deal  is  said  covering  the  need  for 
improving  and  extending  aidewalks.  The  sensible  expansion  of  work  on  side- 
walks is  not  debatable,  bearing  in  mind  the  interests  of  public  safety.  The  real 
cramping  influence,  however,  which  interferes  materially  with  progress  in  planning 
sidewalk  maintenance  and  extension  work  is  lack  of  co-ordination  in  the  initial 
laying  out  of  improved  sidewalks  so  that  in  later  years  the  maintenance  problem 
is  not  the  connected  one  which  it  should  be.  An  observer  in  looking  over  our 
City  can  verify  this  viewpoint  by  finding  in  any  of  its  wards  block  after  block 
in  which  sidewalk  improvements  are  present  in.  part  but  which  have  never  been 
completed. 

The  subdivision  figure  available  in  the  budget  weighed  against  the  mileage 
upon  which  work  could  be  done  is  truly  indicative  of  the  difference  between 
conversation  and  fact  as  applied  to  the  problem  in  hand.  I urge  and  recommend 
as  a fundamental  necessity  in  the  interests  of  public  safety  a co-ordinated  plan 
by  the  City  Government  for  the  improvement  of  our  sidewalk  conditions.  Ac- 
companying this  report  is  a statistical  sheet  covering  work  on  the  several  kinds 
of  sidewalks  which  we  have  taken  care  of. 

Circle  curb  replacing  large  returns  was  purchased  for  four  corners  on  Bank 
Street  at  Bicknell  and  Leroy  Streets  and  also  for  corners  on  Washington  Street 
at  Edgewood  Avenue,  Benner  Place,  and  Quintin  Avenue.  In  addition  to  this, 
straight  curbing  was  bought  for  use  in  replacing  short  or  broken  pieces  removed 
while  doing  work  in  different  parts  of  the  City  with  a quantity  necessary  to  re- 
place a depleted  stock  to  be  available  for  use  from  the  highway  yard. 

At  this  time  it  should  be  noted  a modern,  improved  galvanized  iron  chain 
link  fence  with  gates  was  bought  for  the  Forest  Street  side  of  our  highway  yard 
replacing  an  old  wooden  fence  which  had  rotted  out.  The  open  mesh  of  the 
improved  type  of  fence  bought  is  essentially  important  in  keeping  safe  our  truck- 
drivers  using  the  yard  at  Forest  Street.  The  cost  of  this  fence  was  distributed 
through  six  of  our  highway  maintenance  subdivision  accounts. 

EQUIPMENT,  MAINTENANCE  AND  REPAIR 

Charges  under  this  account  include  repair  parts  and  labor  for  taking  care 
of  other  than  usual  maintenance  covering  mixers,  tractor  fittings,  road  scrapers, 
carts,  loaders,  and  small  gear,  all  of  which  had  been  kept  in  constant  use  and  are 
important  in  performing  our  maintenance  work  on  highways.  Ordinary  charges 
which  accumulate  during  the  life  of  regular  jobs  have  not  been  included  here- 
under as  the  work  in  question  had  to  sustain  its  proper  burden.  It  can  be  under- 
stood, therefore,  how  this  account  is  maintained  at  such  a low  figure  bearing 
in  mind  the  range  of  equipment  which  is  included. 


ROAD  ROLLERS 

The  two-stall  roller  shed  building  which  required  essential  repairs  was 
taken  care  of.  These  repairs  included  labor  and  material  for  a new  standard 
paper  roof  and  electrical  fixture  replacements.  A new  set  of  tubes  with  incidential 
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minor  repairs  were  put  in  our  old  steam  maintenance  roller  by  the  Wholey  Boiler 
Works  at  a reasonable  price.  Besides  these  large  items  there  was  an  improved 
scarifier  frame  welding  job  to  be  taken  care  of  and  several  worn  parts  had  to  be 
replaced,  material,  of  course,  coming  from  the  Buffalo-Springfield  Roller  Service. 
The  charges  for  the  year  against  our  Huber  gas  roller  were  only  a few  dollars. 
The  operation  and  running  of  our  roller  units  is  carried  elsewhere  as  the  work 
in  which  they  were  engaged  dictated. 


CRUSHERS 

Our  crushing  plants  at  North  Avenue  and  on  West  Street  in  South  Attle- 
boro were  kept  fit  for  operation.  The  principal  charges  for  material  were  two 
sets  of  Manganese  hardened  jaws  which  with  other  small  items  listed  under  this 
account  and  essential  maintenance  labor  total  a figure  of  $303.63  which  is  in- 
deed small  for  the  year.  Without  question  these  plants  will  require  considerable 
repair,  not  only  to  the  crushers  but  to  the  elevators  and  bins  within  the  coming 
year,  should  their  use  warrant  it. 


HIGHWAY  AUTO  MAINTENANCE 

A major  part  of  the  actual  charges  for  carrying  the  many  motor  units  used 
by  the  Highway  Department  in  its  normal  operation  has  been  taken  care  of  by 
the  several  accounts,  special  and  otherwise,  which  have  had  the  advantage  of 
service  from  these  units.  The  three  large  items  which  of  necessity  were  taken 
care  of  by  this  account  including  a general  overhaul  for  No.  3 Mack  truck  with 
cab,  motor,  and  transmission  repairs  which  have  been  itemized  on  the  approved 
bill.  The  motor  block  on  this  truck  was  rebored  and  a similar  overhaul  was 
given  to  Mack  truck  No.  4 with  a multitude  of  other  items  included  in  the  bill. 
Mack  truck  No.  2,  purchased  early  in  1921,  was  in  a severe  accident  and  through 
the  splendid  cooperation  of  the  Mack  Motor  Company,  was  put  into  service  at  a 
cost  of  $286.16.  This  included  a second-hand  chassis  of  similar  model  which 
was  purchased  and  from  which  were  obtained  replacement  parts  for  repair  at  a 
great  saving  to  the  City.  Besides  these  major  items  there  were  a multitude  of 
regular  charges  for  truck  covers  and  going  repairs  during  the  year  which  did  not 
properly  belong  elsewhere.  The  motor  units  in  service  by  our  Highway  Depart- 
ment, bearing  in  mind  their  age  and  use,  certainly  have  been  an  investment 
for  the  City. 


ROAD  OIL  AND  TAR 

The  general  policy  of  carrying  out  highway  treatments  with  bituminous 
road  oil  and  binder  as  well  as  tar  products  was  continued  in  accordance  with 
our  program.  A total  of  106,360  gallons  of  the  several  different  kinds  of  material 
was  purchased  and  distributed  in  all  parts  of  the  City  as  required.  The  material 
used  included  45%-65%-85%  Asphalt  Road  Oil,  Standard  Binder  B,  and  Barber 
Liquid  C with  a special  cut  back  Barber  product  utilized  where  needed.  Also 
cold  tar  application  and  K.  P.  properly  classified  under  this  account  were  used 
as  required. 

The  cover  material  was  an  excellent  grade  of  sand  obtained  from  Morse 
Sand  & Gravel  plant  on  Tiffany  Street  in  Dodgeville  and  from  the  Courtois 
bank  in  South  Attleboro.  The  service  obtained  at  these  plants  was  excellent 
and  we  may  feel  justifiably  proud  of  the  mileage  covered  and  the  results  obtained. 

Traffic,  particularly  on  our  side  and  back  roads  for  the  full  twelve  months 
of  the  year,  continues  to  increase.  It  is  to  be  expected  with  the  large  gasoline, 
fuel  oil,  ice  cream,  and  other  sorts  of  trucks  covering  daily  our  several  miles  of 
highway  no  slackening  in  building  up  our  secondary  highways  can  be  expected 
if  the  conditions  we  face  are  to  be  properly  met. 
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Early  in  the  season  when  the  winter  wear  may  have  affected  some  few  of 
our  streets,  the  Department  as  has  been  usual  made  special  efforts  to  save  these 
highways  by  early  treatments.  Following  this,  of  course,  after  prices  had  been 
obtained  by  advertising,  our  usual  seasonal  treatments  were  taken  care  of. 
Again  in  the  Fall  our  policy  called  for  strengthening  for  winter  wear  such  places 
as  indicated  the  need  for  treatment  by  the  condition  of  surface  surroundings, 
and  traffic  local  thereto. 

Besides  our  regular  charges  we  have  in  this  instance  a miscellaneous  ac- 
count which  carries  labor  used  in  making  and  repairing  special  tailboards,  tip 
carts,  and  a proportionate  share  of  garage,  barn,  and  yard  charges  properly 
assessable  against  this  sub-division.  A share  of  the  cost  of  the  new  B.  G.  Mack 
purchased  to  replace  the  light  International  bought  in  February  1926  has  been 
placed  here  insofar  as  the  bulk  of  the  moving  of  men  and  tools  having  to  do  with 
this  account  was  for  years  taken  care  of  by  the  old  International  spoken  of  above, 
also  gasoline  and  oil  and  a multitude  of  other  charges  which  accrue  with  work  of 
this  kind  have  been  distributed. 

It  may  reasonably  be  expected  that  our  policy  here  has  been  one  of  the 
fundamental  reasons  which  have  allowed  us  to  keep  highway  expenditures  in  a 
constantly  descending  proportion  of  the  tax  dollar  in  spite  of  the  consistently 
increasing  traffic  conditions  to  be  met. 


BRIDGES,  FENCES  AND  CULVERTS 

In  the  accompanying  statistics  there  is  a detailed  list  showing  the  extensive 
range  of  work  carried  on  under  the  Bridges,  Fences,  and  Culverts  account. 

On  the  Deantown  bridge  over  the  Ten  Mile  River  new  nailing  strips  and  a 
deck  were  placed  and  a few  temporary  repairs  made  on  a guard  fence. 

Late  in  the  year  at  Mendon  Road  overpass  the  Railroad  replaced  the 
stringers.  The  City  put  on  a new  3”  deck  and  a 2”  wearing  surface. 

This  work  with  the  constant  fence  repair  required  due  to  local  conditions 
accounts  for  a sizable  portion  of  our  gross  expenditures.  Here  as  well  as  under 
other  sub-divisions  a portion  of  the  Anchor  Post  Fence  contract  was  absorbed 
covering  the  fence  on  Forest  Street. 

At  South  Main  Street  over  Thacher  Brook  with  the  removal  of  the  railway 
tracks  our  cement  slab  was  extended  easterly  to  the  street  line  including  an 
additional  sidewalk.  Besides  this  an  old  stone  culvert  just  southerly  from  the 
brook  under  South  Main  Street  draining  the  Wendell  and  Gaffney  meadows  was 
replaced.  This  was  positively  necessary  as  the  willow  roots  had  filled  the  old 
culvert  solidly. 

A treated  galvanized  corrugated  pipe  of  twenty-inch  diameter  was  set  in 
a six  inch  concrete  shell.  This  work  was  done  late  in  the  year  in  conjunction 
with  the  highway  improvements  in  that  locality.  Special  quick  setting  cement 
was  used  to  avoid  delaying  the  work  under  way  in  accordance  with  our  plan  to 
complete  a good  job  before  winter  set  in. 

Considerable  fence  painting  in  several  different  places  listed  was  taken  care 
of  by  men  utilized  in  our  program  to  relieve  unemployment. 

On  Tiffany  Street  from  the  brook  at  County  Street  to  South  Avenue  several 
culverts  were  placed.  The  material  for  these  culverts  had  been  bought  late  in 
the  year  1929  and  work  had  been  started.  The  work  was  carried  along  through 
the  turn  of  the  year  into  1930  on  our  record  of  expenditures  for  this  year  as  shown. 
The  positive  likelihood  of  heavy  trucking  over  this  route  to  feed  a road  contractor 
on  Newport  Avenue  or  for  potential  work  to  be  done  on  South  Avenue  made 
necessary  in  the  interest  of  public  safety  this  work. 
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On  our  river  bridges  as  well  as  on  our  guard  fences  the  iron  work  was  painted. 
Our  iron  guard  fences  were  repaired  and  a constant  stream  of  small  expenditures 
was  required  to  properly  protect  our  public  from  failure  due  to  accidents  damaging 
the  structures  for  which  the  City  is  responsible.  We  have  a general  account 
carrying  our  overhead  cost  and  general  distribution. 


TEN  MILE  RIVER  AND  THACHER  BROOK 

The  cleaning  efforts  required  in  the  Thacher  Brook  and  Ten  Mile  River 
were  taken  care  of  as  the  demands  governing  each  stream  arose.  In  cleaning 
the  Thacher  Brook  work  is  considered  essential  to  keep  open  this  natural  drainage 
channel  in  the  interest  not  only  of  public  health  but  of  public  necessity.  The 
City  owns,  of  course,  within  essential  limits  the  right-of-way.  Responsibility, 
therefore,  must  be  measured  by  the  facts  and  the  conditions.  The  problem 
of  the  Ten  Mile  River  cleaning  is  entirely  different.  Care  must  be  exercised 
in  expending  City  funds  under  the  law  in  taking  care  of  a stream  whose  ownership 
is  placed  in  a large  degree  among  private  industries  and  citizens. 

Public  co-operation  and  proper  police  protection  would  be  of  great  service 
in  maintaining  at  a minimum  of  expense  to  the  City  the  Thacher  Brook  channel, 
and  I recommend  that  the  City  Government  take  all  of  the  steps  necessary  to 
obtain  this  co-operation.  Figured  on  the  basis  of  the  public  interests  I believe 
that  the  abut  tors  doing  business  adjacent  to  the  Ten  Mile  River  could  in  a 
co-oprative  effort  overcome  the  conditions  which  the  public  recognize  as  ob- 
jectionable by  eliminating  the  causes. 

Definite  progress  for  improvement  and  cleanliness  in  maintaining  the  Ten 
Mile  River  seems  to  have  failed  because  no  single  directing  force  with  adequate 
authority  and  available  funds  is  present  to  sustain  a twelve  months  effort  which 
is  in  the  interest  of  all  parties  concerned,  hive  different  visits  were  made  at 
intervals  during  the  year  by  the  writer  to  the  brook  for  inspection,  and  major 
cleaning  took  place  on  both  streams  in  July,  August,  and  September,  during 
low  water. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The  traffic  painting  item  in  our  budget  is  no  longer  necessary  owing  to  the 
taking  over  of  this  painting  by  the  Police  Department. 

The  usual  rent  was  paid  for  the  use  of  Maynard  Street  land,  a profitable 
investment  for  the  use  given  it. 

Our  vacation  item  was  taken  care  of  as  far  as  was  reasonably  possible  without 
interfering  with  the  effectiveness  of  the  working  force.  Some  of  our  men  have 
not  had  their  usual  time  off  owing  to  circumstances  and  conditions  which  are 
traceable  directly  to  the  depression  and  the  need  for  keeping  inexperienced  men 
employed  profitably.  It  is  expected  all  of  this  time  will  be  made  up  to  these 
men  as  the  opportunity  arises. 

Under  Incidentals  it  may  be  noted  that  $137.50  was  received  from  our 
insurance  companies  covering  a slight  fire  loss  at  the  Highway  Barn  on  August 
5th.  The  highway  account  was  credited  for  this  amount  and  the  expenditures 
for  these  repairs  was  charged  off  under  Incidentals  to  properly  restore  conditions 
as  they  existed  prior  to  the  fire.  In  addition  a few  small  items,  not  properly 
chargeable  were  included  such  as  highway  distribution  ledger,  kit  bag  for  the 
Engineers  on  highway  work,  etc. 

Funds  were  made  available  but  the  conditions  did  not  warrant  the  using 
of  money  for  travelling  in  Massachusetts.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  writer 
attended  the  American  Road  Builders  Convention  at  Atlantic  City  and  by  the 
contacts  obtained  and  the  information  gleaned  was  materially  aided  in  carrying 
out  his  duties  for  the  year. 
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Mr.  Josselyn  continued  to  maintain  with  the  regular  expenditures  the  City 
clock  as  is  authorized  by  the  Ordinances.  Repeatedly  and  as  recently  as  last 
year  this  Department  has  recommended  a definite  and  improved  policy  to  ade- 
quately and  properly  inform  our  public  as  to  the  whereabouts  of  our  street 
locations  with  improved  street  signs.  I am  taking  this  opportunity  to  emphasize 
once  more  these  needs  outlined  in  our  previous  reports  concerning  street  signs. 


INSURANCE 

The  item  under  Insurance  in  the  highway  division  is  a sizeable  one,  all  of 
which  is  necessary  and  the  amount  of  which  is  controlled  to  a large  degree  by 
our  employment  figure.  In  addition  to  our  regular  public  liability  and  compensa- 
tion policies  this  account  pays  for  fire  insurance  on  our  highway  equipment  and 
buildings,  except  the  truck  units  which  are  included  in  a fleet  fire  policy.  The 
charge  for  this  is  not  carried  by  this  Department. 


SIDEWALKS  AND  CURBING 

In  the  budget  there  was  an  item  to  cover  our  sidewalk  and  curbing  work 
which  normal^  included  some  corner  rounding  as  well  as  straight  work  on  granite 
curbing  and  granolithic  sidewalks  under  the  Betterment  Act  amounting  to  Si  5,000. 
On  July  15th  the  Municipal  Council  voted  on  recommendation  an  additional 
$1,700.00.  A refund  of  $25.00  was  received  on  this  account  for  two  pairs  of 
second  hand  three  foot  returns  and  a new  pair  of  two  foot  returns  used  by  con- 
tractors with  their  work  on  gasoline  station  driveways. 

There  were  4,309.14  linear  feet  of  straight  curb  set  and  in  addition  to  this 
work  the  necessary  two  foot  returns  for  driveways  were  placed.  The  contract 
for  granolithic  sidewalks  included  2,544.25  square  yards.  In  addition  to  this 
yardage  our  Engineer  allowed  a small  extra  payment  to  cover  special  reinforce- 
ments on  driveways  and  the  northerly  sidewalk  under  the  South  Main  Street 
arch,  all  of  which  is  paid  for  by  the  City. 

The  Lull  Estate  of  Pawtucket,  R.  I.,  received  and  executed  the  granolithic 
contract.  Their  contract  finished  December  15,  1930  and  under  its  terms  their 
final  statement  was  not  due  until  February  1931.  Our  engineering  estimate 
covering  the  Lull  contract  for  1930  shows  a preliminary  figure  submitted  to  the 
Auditor  of  $5,219.27,  to  cover  a final  payment  on  the  Lull  contract  due  in  February 
and  made  to  avoid  having  the  funds  available  for  this  payment  turned  into  other 
channels  when  the  year  turned.  Before  the  payment  was  made,  but  after  the 
check  was  drawn,  an  engineering  discrepancy  amounting  to  $115.31  was  noted, 
and  when  the  final  payment  was  due,  this  Department  acting  on  instructions 
from  the  Auditor  turned  over  to  the  City  Treasurer  the  contractors’  check  for  a 
refund  of  $115.31  after  which  was  delivered  his  final  check  for  $782.89  leaving 
the  net  payment  made  to  the  Lull  Estate  at  $5,103.96.  A record  of  the  work 
done  can  be  found  at  our  Engineer’s  office  and  the  authority  for  that  portion 
under  the  Betterment  Act  is  in  the  City  record. 

There  were  placed  in  conjunction  with  our  curbing  work  32  circle  curb 
corners.  Besides  the  regular  sidewalks  and  curbing  account  a special  account 
was  voted  late  in  1929  amounting  to  $2,650.00  to  cover  granite  curbing  and  gutter 
on  Kendall  Avenue  to  retain  sidewalk  adjacent  to  Horton  Field  between  Angell 
Street  and  Starkey  Avenue.  Two  other  items  under  the  same  account  included 
granite  curb  retaining  a walk  at  Capron  Park  on  Dennis  Street  between  County 
Street  and  Elmwood  Avenue  including  the  circle  curb  at  Elmwood  Avenue  and 
curbing  for  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  village  schoolhouse  in  South  Attleboro. 

This  Department  has  recommended  to  the  City  Government  before  now 
that  this  sidewalk  on  Newport  Avenue  from  the  schoolhouse  be  extended  to 
the  existing  walk  by  the  Tannery.  I understand  a Council  Committee  is  work- 
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ing  on  the  matter  as  I was  present  at  an  interview  between  the  chairman  and 
Dr.  \\  ightman  concerning  same.  As  soon  as  this  matter  is  settled,  I believe 
it  would  be  in  order  to  complete  a sidewalk  along  Newport  Avenue  to  the  North 
Attleboro  Line  and  I so  recommend.  It  is  only  proper  in  calling  this  matter  to 
your  attention  to  note  that  there  may  be  objections  to  this  work  from  unsatisfied 
abuttors. 


1928  SIDEWALKS  AND  CURBING 

A tree  used  to  guy  the  heavily  laden  corner  pole  at  Union  and  Capron 
Streets  having  been  removed  and  arrangements  having  been  made  for  a different 
wire  hook-up  at  this  corner,  the  granolithic  sidewalk  which  was  authorized  on 
September  4,  1928,  adjacent  to  the  Hayward  property  on  Union  Street  was 
constructed  by  Olof  Pearson  who  had  the  contract  covering  that  work.  This 
work  being  completed  and  a few  minor  charges  against  the  account  having  been 
taken  care  of,  the  balance  of  $47.76  was  closed  out  by  the  Auditor. 


1929  SIDEWALKS  AND  CURBING 

In  addition  to  the  thirty-two  corners  of  1930,  two  corners  already  allotted 
for  1929,  one  the  southwest  corner  of  Mechanics  and  Hodges  Streets  and  the  other 
the  northwest  corner  of  Tiffany  and  South  Main  Streets  were  placed.  Our 
charges  to  cover  trucking  and  handling  curbing  were  proportioned  and  taken 
care  of. 

A balance  of  $200.00  was  available  to  complete  granolithic  sidewalk 
authorized  by  a vote  of  the  Municipal  Council  on  June  4,  1929.  This  work 
has  been  held  up  because  of  the  proposed  Bicknell  Street  changes  under  the 
Leroy  Street  Improvement.  It  was  our  expectation  that  the  work  would  be 
completed  as  soon  as  the  Bicknell  Street  grade  line  had  been  revamped.  These 
circumstances  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  our  Auditor,  who,  however,  saw 
fit  to  close  out  the  account  at  the  expiration  of  the  year  so  that  the  task  mentioned 
will  have  to  await  further  action  by  the  City  Government  to  supply  funds  to 
complete  it. 


NEW  EQUIPMENT 

In  the  budget  for  the  year  we  were  first  allotted  $4,000.00  for  new  equip- 
ment. $2,500  was  transferred  from  Pleasant  Street  Improvement  to  New 
Equipment  by  a vote  of  the  Council  on  November  4th  on  a recommendation 
transmitted  by  the  Mayor  to  allow  the  purchase  of  a new  large  pneumatic- 
tired  dump  truck.  The  special  transmission  which  was  being  studied  was  not 
ncluded  in  the  specifications  of  truck  purchased  so  that  after  advertising  the 
price  paid  for  the  unit  received  was  $5,878.50.  The  remaining  item  was  for 
advertising  and  expenses  incidental  at  the  time  of  purchase.  A pneumatic- 
tired  heavy  duty  A.  C.  Mack  dump  truck  with  Heil  hoist  and  a five  yard  body 
was  purchased. 


SNOW  AND  ICE 

From  January  1st  to  April  1st,  1930,  we  had  14.75  inches  of  snow.  In 
the  last  half  of  the  year  we  had  6.00  inches  of  snow,  giving  us  a total  of  20.75 
inches,  making  a comparatively  easy  season  from  the  standpoint  of  plowing. 

About  1,400  feet  additional  of  snow  fence  was  purchased  to  aid  in  winter 
maintenance.  We  also  included  a modern  snow  plow  unit  for  the  new  large 
pneumatic-tired  Mack  truck  obtained  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  Expenses 
incidental  to  preparing  and  dismantling  equipment  for  the  winter  season  with 
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relief  from  snow  burden  is  included  under  this  item.  All  of  our  gear,  sidewalk 
plows,  truck  plows,  snow  fence  and  snow  tools  must  be  examined,  overhauled 
and  maintained.  As  this  detail  expands  and  our  equipment  wears  out  without 
proper  replacements  being  covered,  it  is  to  be  expected  this  account,  charted 
over  a period  of  years,  will  show  bulges  to  include  replacements  when  noted, 
particularly  if  the  winter  season  is  harsh. 

The  City  Government  has  not  seen  fit  to  change  our  ordinance  covering 
the  use  of  snow  plows  so  that  Departmental  efforts  have  far  outstripped  the 
ground  covered  by  the  City  ordinance.  The  obligation  of  abutting  owners  to 
overcome  conditions  local  to  ice  storms  and  repeated  thawing  and  freezing  does 
not  seem  to  be  understood  in  this  community. 

The  expense  of  sanding  does  not  stop  when  the  icy  condition  ends  as  disposal 
of  the  material  which  is  desposited  on  sidewalks  and  streets  must  be  taken  care 
of.  The  law  of  the  Commonwealth  covering  conditions  which  winter  forces 
upon  us  should  be  practically  understood  by  our  people  so  that  they  would  not 
be  misled. 


NORTH  MAIN  STREET  AND  COMMONWEALTH  AVENUE  WIDENING 

For  some  time  back  the  problem  of  properly  taking  care  of  North  Main 
Street  and  Commonwealth  Avenue  so  that  the  ordinary  users  of  the  highway 
might  travel  without  undue  hazard  has  been  before  this  Department  and  the 
City  Government.  As  has  been  noted  the  Municipal  Council  alone  has  the 
authority  to  locate,  relocate,  etc.,  highways  within  the  limits  of  the  City. 

A relocation  for  North  Main  Street  55  feet  wide  was  proposed,  planned, 
estimated,  and  defeated  some  time  ago.  This  project  had  with  it  a proper  re- 
location for  Commonwealth  Avenue  to  be  50  feet  wide  and  to  connect  properly 
for  line  and  grade  with  the  North  Attleboro  improvement. 

This  year  after  a record  involving  considerable  detail  the  Municipa 
Council  voted  for  a construction,  relocation,  and  widening  of  North  Main  Street 
50  feet  wide  to  extend  from  Holden  Street  to  the  North  Attleboro  line.  They 
also  voted  a construction,  relocation,  and  widening  of  Commonwealth  Avenue 
from  North  Main  Street  to  the  North  Attleboro  line.  $12,000.00  in  free  cash 
from  the  treasury  was  appropriated  for  the  work  and  a bond  issue  of  $75,000.00 
was  authorized.  It  is  to  be  noted  here  that  this  Department  has  not  been  able 
to  obtain  a list  from  the  street  laving-out  body  of  awards  or  releases  on  the  North 
Main  Street  project.  It  is  the  understanding  in  the  Department  that  Mr.  Henry 
Richardson  has  released  on  Commonwealth  Avenue  and  a portion  of  North 
Main  Street  which  he  abuts.  With  this  is  mind,  therefore,  the  free  cash  available 
for  this  work  was  planned  to  be  used  by  employing  our  people  here  in  Attleboro  to 
do  such  work  as  was  profitably  available  in  the  late  part  of  the  year  after  the 
votes  mentioned  above  had  been  passed  and  approved  on  October  16,  1930.  The 
Department  expected  there  would  be  some  work  which  could  be  carried  on  through 
the  winter  season  and  thus  avoid  the  usual  seasonal  reduction  in  personnel.  This 
project,  of  course,  was  only  one  of  those  used  in  obtaining  a justifiable  unemploy- 
ment relief. 

Pipe  and  material  for  side-drains  were  ordered  and  delivered,  a concret 
culvert  was  extended  and  the  discharge  trench  excavated  to  properly  take  care 
of  the  planned  improvement.  This  work  met  with  the  approval  of  Mr.  Richard- 
son. An  easement  was  obtained  from  Mrs.  Sheffield  by  this  Department  through 
Mr.  Frank  I.  Babcock  allowing  a drain  pipe  which  would  properly  handle  the 
basin  area  on  North  Main  and  adjacent  streets  between  Holden  Street  and 
Hazelwood  Avenue.  On  receipt  of  the  easement  a contract  for  what  was  properly 
machine  trench  and  the  laying  of  a drain  and  appurtenances  complete  was  let 
to  Jose  Morrell  & Sons  of  North  Attleboro.  His  portion  of  the  work  went 
from  North  Main  Street  from  a manhole  through  the  Sheffield  lot  to  the  outlet. 
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The  remainder  of  the  work  in  this  system  was  reserved  for  and  taken  up  by  hand 
labor  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department.  It  was  of  material  aid  in  main- 
taining our  winter  payroll.  While  it  is  true  considerable  portion  of  this  work 
was  done  during  the  current  year  the  unfinished  part  of  course  is  carried  over  into 
1931.  Arrangements  were  made  for  the  City  Forester  to  supervise  some  tree 
removal  with  this  Department  handling  the  payroll  for  his  part  of  the  work. 
All  of  the  wood  available  from  limbs  and  logs  was  corded  and  delivered  by  this 
Department  to  the  City  Home  where  the  \\  elfare  Department  took  charge  of  it. 
This  policy  of  aiding  our  people  through  the  Public  Welfare  Department  from 
work  in  hand  is  to  be  pursued  wherever  possible. 

As  the  occasion  arose  and  the  weather  prohibited  other  kinds  of  work, 
stone  wall  removal  was  taken  up,  the  excavated  material  being  carried  to  our 
crusher  at  North  Avenue  where  it  was  utilized  for  crushed  stone. 

Under  our  accounting  record  for  the  improvement  noted,  there  is  a general 
item  including  labor  and  material.  The  bulk  of  the  labor  proportioned  thus  is 
for  engineering  details  in  preparing  and  getting  ready  for  work  the  project  at 
hand.  Under  material  the  bulk  of  this  includes  plans  and  records  and  a multitude 
of  other  details  which  go  into  work  of  this  kind. 

As  the  year  closed,  this  project  expanded  rapidly  to  take  care  of  a number 
of  our  men,  particularly  for  the  winter  season  ahead.  The  new  Mayor,  Honorable 
Stephen  H.  Foley,  immediately  after  his  election,  spent  a great  deal  of  time  in 
securing  from  the  Commonwealth  and  the  County  promises  of  aid  under  Chapter 
90  for  this  work  on  North  Main  Street  in  1931. 

EMORY  AND  PINE  STREET  IMPROVEMENT 

On  October  24th  the  Mayor  approved  a vote  of  the  Municipal  Council 
covering  a prior  recommendation  of  his  appropriating  850,000.00  to  meet  the 
cost  of  reconstructing  Emory  and  Pine  Streets.  $10,000.00  is  made  available 
from  free  cash  and  $40,000.00  is  to  be  raised  by  bonds.  Our  engineers  have 
been  engaged  in  studying  the  problem  and  in  working  out  water  main  replacements 
essential  to  fire  protection  for  the  localities  covered.  We  also  bought  twelve 
circle  corners  for  Pine  Street  and  five  for  Emory  Street,  expecting,  should  the 
winter  season  be  open,  to  take  care  of  setting  this  work. 

There  is  a great  deal  of  preliminary  work  not  only  in  reconstructing  larger 
water  line  section  but  in  replacing  gas  services,  checking  up  on  sewer  connections, 
placing  gates  for  hydrants,  public  service  pole  changes,  removals  and  relocations, 
and  tree  eliminations,  etc.  Altogether  this  amounts  to  considerable  detail  to  be 
handled  before  the  actual  surface  of  the  streets  will  really  be  laid.  The  bulk  of 
this  work  will  be  taken  care  of  in  the  coming  year. 

EDGEWOOD  AVENUE,  HOWARD  AVENUE,  FISHER  AVENUE 
AND  BENNER  PLACE  CONSTRUCTION 

On  July  7th  we  received  from  the  City  Clerk  notice  of  an  appropriation 
for  $4,900.00  to  cover  work  outlined  in  the  relocation  of  Fisher  Avenue  and  the 
location  and  layout  of  Edgewood  Avenue,  Howard  Avenue  and  Benner  Place. 
Howard  Avenue  was  later  changed  by  the  Municipal  Council  to  Quintin  Avenue, 
running  from  Benner  Place  across  Edgewood  Avenue  to  Washington  Street. 

On  Fisher  Avenue,  with  work  starting  August  5th,  our  forces  removed 
six  fair-sized  trees.  These  trees  were  logged  and  the  wood  carried  to  the  City 
Farm  to  be  utilized  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Hardy,  being  cut  up  for  needy 
people.  After  excavation  started  a considerable  amount  of  loam  was  removed  to 
Capron  Park  where  it  could  be  used  for  the  public  benefit.  The  work  then  was 
carried  on  with  hand  labor  where  possible  to  the  point  where  the  new  layout  was 
graded,  gravelled  and  tar-treated.  The  expenditures  thereon  are  listed  on  our 
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statistical  sheet.  This  account  was  of  great  benefit  in  maintaining  employment 
and  the  gift  of  the  land  by  Air.  Calef  making  possible  the  new  width  is  appreciated. 

On  October  18th  work  was  started  with  hand  labor,  in  response  to  a call 
to  alleviate  unemployment  with  funds  available,  on  Edgewood  Avenue  excavation. 
This  work  in  conjunction  with  some  on  Benner  Place  and  Howard  Avenue  was 
estimated  conservatively  with  the  idea  in  mind  that  it  would  make  a proper, 
speedy  shovel  job  and  only  the  serious  conditions  faced  by  the  administration 
permitted  a change  in  the  execution  of  the  work.  No  immediate  relief  is  in  sight 
so  that  work  on  the  three  streets  mentioned  was  carried  along  even  after  the 
frost  set.  An  effort  to  accommodate  the  unit  price  was  made  in  profitably 
caring  for  disposition  of  excavated  material. 

The  embankments  at  Alendon  Road  overpass  and  at  Bacon  Street  between 
the  two  ponds  were  widened  extensively  with  this  material.  A number  of  loads 
of  subsoil  and  loam  were  placed  at  the  Lincoln  School  lot  to  aid  in  grading  same 
and  on  the  last  trip  to  the  garage  our  big  trucks  carried  loam  to  ('apron  Park. 
Our  preliminary  effort  was  to  excavate  for  an  eighteen  or  twenty  foot  width, 
poor  material  to  be  removed  and  then  to  place  our  gravel  course  to  insure  elimina- 
tion of  conditions  complained  about  for  years  by  residents.  On  the  fundamental 
principles  as  laid  down  work  was  carried  to  and  through  the  beginning  of  the 
new  year  with  considerable  success.  In  the  coming  year  advantage  will  be  taken 
of  the  South  Attleboro  location  to  utilize  people  living  in  the  vicinity  for  laborers. 


LAYOUT  OF  JAMES  STREET 

A petition  without  date  for  the  layout  of  James  Street  between  Alaple 
and  Carpenter  Streets  was  reported  to  the  Street  Committee  on  February  4, 
1930,  they  in  turn  referring  it  to  this  Department  for  report.  At  a meeting 
of  February  18th  the  departmental  report  was  delivered  to  the  Council  and  then 
to  the  Committee  on  Streets.  A hearing  was  held  on  this  project  on  March 
4th.  On  May  12th  instructions  were  received  requesting  an  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  carrying  out  the  work  on  James  Street.  Before  making  up  this  estimate 
we  were  advised  slope  easements  had  been  obtained  from  abuttors.  On  the  16th 
of  Alay  a memorandum  of  estimate  was  transmitted  to  the  Mayor.  This  esti- 
mate was  made  to  cover  the  project  in  hand  independent  of  any  other.  The 
Superintendent  co-ordinated  work  on  this  project  with  other  matters  at  hand  so 
that  a sizeable  saving  on  the  estimate  was  made  available.  The  Alayor  was 
advised  to  this  effect  and  at  the  meeting  of  August  5th  recommended  that  $1800.00 
be  appropriated  for  the  layout  of  James  Street  whereupon  this  amount  was  made 
available  for  the  layout  of  James  Street  within  limits  mentioned  and  notice  was 
given  this  Department  on  August  11,  1930. 

The  sewer  manholes  were  raised  to  grade  and  the  work  was  started  on  the 
sizeable  fill  carrying  the  work  on  in  such  a way  that  traffic  using  the  street  aided 
substantially  in  compressing  same.  The  excavated  material  was  utilized  from 
our  different  trench  work,  from  the  contractor  on  the  Park  Street  Sewer,  our 
surface  work  on  South  Alain  Street,  and  from  our  drainage  and  surface  work 
on  Alaple  Street. 

The  top  gravel  course  for  the  roadway  section  was  material  from  the  Park 
Street  bank.  This  was  rolled  and  set  but  not  treated.  The  roadway  was  open, 
to  use  with  the  expectation  that  the  job  would  be  completed  in  the  Spring  after 
the  grade  had  an  opportunity  during  the  AYinter  and  Spring  to  take  a final  posi- 
tion. Construction  in  this  block  is  a great  convenience  to  folks  on  the  East 
Side. 

Circle  curb  was  set  at  Carpenter  Street  and  at  Alaple  Street.  Gravel, 
brick,  cement,  and  a small  portion  of  our  truck  and  horse  charges  were  taken 
care  of  along  with  labor  under  this  account  this  year. 
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HOLDEN  STREET  RIVER  BRIDGE 

For  years  the  timber  bridge  crossing  the  Bungay  River  at  Holden  Street 
has  been  a control  point  on  vehicular  loads  using  this  very  convenient  cross 
town  thoroughfare  to  get  from  the  North  Main  Street  section  to  the  Pleasant 
Street  section  in  the  City.  Several  years  ago  the  old  structure  was  replaced 
with  a military  type  bridge  which  has  given  very  excellent  service  up  to  the  limit 
of  its  type.  Several  recommendations  in  the  past  for  a permanent  concrete 
structure  were  not  adopted. 

This  year  on  August  5,  1930,  the  City  Government  saw  fit  to  appropriate 
$8,500.00  on  a recommendation  of  the  Mayor  for  an  adequate  concrete  structure 
on  Holden  Street  across  the  Bungay  River.  Plans  and  specifications  were  drawn 
by  this  Department  and  the  jot>  was  advertised.  The  Engineering  Service  and 
Construction  Company  was  a low  bidder  on  a unit  basis  as  outlined  in  our  con- 
tract. This  Company  was  investigated  and  found  to  have  performed  work 
highly  satisfactory  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  the  State  of  Rhode 
Island,  and  several  communities  in  Vermont.  It  is  well  to  bear  in  mind,  also, 
that,  they  had  previously  done  bridge  work  satisfactory  to  our  own  Engineer 
here  in  Attleboro. 

Promptly  upon  receiving  the  contract  for  this  work  the  Engineering  Ser- 
vice & Construction  Company  started  work  on  September  12,  1930,  and  diligently 
carried  it  out  so  that  on  October  21,  1930,  the  concrete  structure  had  been  com- 
pleted. The  hold-back  clause  for  the  final  payment  was  in  force  until  our  Engi- 
neer with  the  contractor’s  representative  had  examined  the  structure  in  detail 
and  accepted  same. 

In  the  meantime  the  public  was  using  the  structure  and  the  City  was  con- 
structing a set  of  drainage  basins  and  curb  approaches  to  make  the  same  effective. 
There  were  four  catch  basins  with  connections  and  outfall  pipes  emptying  into 
the  river  on  the  down  stream  side  of  the  bridge.  Practically  77.17  linear  feet 
of  curb  and  gutter  were  placed  in  conjunction  with  the  drainage  mentioned. 
While  it  is  true  at  present  only  a six-inch  water  line  exists  on  Holden  Street, 
the  plans  on  this  bridge  structure  included  a twelve-inch  pipe  crossing  wrhich  was 
placed  allowing  for  purposed  future  development. 

It  is  expected  the  bridge  drainage  scheme  will  be  extended  to  adequately 
care  for  that  portion  of  Holden  Street  as  far  as  Bank  Street.  Some  filling  and 
grading  essential  to  quick  use  of  the  structure  was  taken  care  of  by  the  Depart- 
ment in  conjunction  with  other  work.  In  the  coming  year  it  is  expected  the 
road  profile  can  be  corrected  so  that  fast  moving  traffic  will  have  completely 
available  the  essential  advantages  required  at  a stream  crossing  such  as  this. 


LEROY  STREET  IMPROVEMENT 

After  the  Municipal  Council  had  voted  $8,500.00  on  August  16,  1929,  toward 
the  Leroy  Street  Improvement,  the  City  Government  moved  along  lines  ex- 
plained in  our  1929  report.  I believe  the  Street  Committee  of  the  Municipal 
Council  spent  the  fore  part  of  the  current  year  negotiating  with  the  different 
abutting  owners  in  order  that  they  might  come  to  an  amicable  agreement  before 
passing  the  necessary  orders  for  the  street  line  and  grade  changes.  This  Depart- 
ment co-operated  by  supplying  the  engineering  data  as  requested  by  the  Com- 
mittee members. 

Our  understanding  is  that  the  City  Solicitor  and  the  Street  Committee 
Chairman  had  plans  ironing  out  difficulties  in  this  locality  and  I understand 
these  were  agreed  to  officially  by  the  Municipal  Council  except  that  the  damages 
recommended  J.  L.  Kelley  were  cut  from  $2,200.00  to  $1,500.00  by  this  Body. 

On  the  27th  of  August  we  received  from  the  City  Clerk  the  following  order: 
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You  are  hereby  notified  that  at  a meeting  of  the  Municipal  Council  holden 
August  5,  1930,  the  following  votes  were  passed  :- 

10.  Voted  to  adopt  the  order,  as  amended,  as  follows :- 

After  a public  hearing  held  upon  due  notice  to  all  persons  interested,  it  is 
adjudged  that  public  necessity  and  convenience  require  the  relocation,  widening 
and  re-grading  of  a portion  of  Bank  Street,  Leroy  Street  and  Bicknell  Street  as 
shown  on  a plan  and  profile  entitled  “City  of  Attleboro,  Mass.,  plan  and  profile 
of  Bank  Street  Improvement,  October  15,  1929”,  which  plan  is  on  file  in  the  office 
oi  the  City  Engineer  of  said  Attleboro,  and 

It  is  ordered  that  Bank  Street,  Leroy  Street  and  Eicknell  Street  be  relocated, 
widened  and  re-graded  in  accordance  with  said  plan  and  profile  thereof,  entitled 
“City  of  Attleboro,  Mass.,  plan  and  profile  of  Bank  Street  improvement,  October 
15,  1929”,  which  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Engineer  of  said  Attleboro, 
which  plan  and  profile  is  made  a part  of  this  order  and  in  accordance  with  the 
boundaries  and  measurements  of  the  way  as  follows:  “ — (For  complete  description, 
see  Road  Book.) 

“It  is  further  ordered  that  the  parcel  of  land  lying  between  the  old  location 
of  Bank  Street  and  the  new  location  thereof  as  shown  on  said  plan  in  accordance 
with  the  aforesaid  description  be  taken  as  follows : 

1.  A parcel  of  land  belonging  to  the  Interstate  Street  Railway  Company  lying 
on  the  easterly  side  of  Bank  Street  between  land  of  Helen  Gibbs  and  land  of 
Albert  S.  Ingraham  as  shown  on  said  plan. 

2.  A parcel  of  land  belonging  to  Albert  S.  Ingraham  lying  on  the  easterly  side 
of  Bank  Street  between  land  of  the  Interstate  Street  Railway  Company  and 
Leroy  Street  as  shown  on  said  plan. 

3.  A parcel  of  land  belonging  to  Lester  P.  and  Elsie  A.  Brown  lying  on  the 
easterly  side  of  said  Bank  Street  between  Leroy  Street  and  Bicknell  Street  as 
shown  on  said  plan. 

4.  A parcel  of  land  belonging  to  the  Interstate  Street  Railway  Company  lying 
on  the  westerly  side  of  said  Bank  Street  between  land  of  J.  L.  Sweet  and  land  of 
Joseph  L.  Kelley. 

5.  A parcel  of  land  belonging  to  Joseph  L.  Kelley  lying  on  the  westerly  side 
of  said  Bank  Street  between  land  of  the  Interstate  Street  Railway  Company  and 
land  of  Clifford  E.  and  Mary  E.  Pierce. 

6.  A parcel  of  land  belonging  to  Clifford  E.  and  Mary  E.  Pierce  lying  on  the 
Westerly  side  of  said  Bank  Street,  between  land  of  Joseph  L.  Kelley  and  land 
of  Albert  S.  Ingraham. 

7.  A parcel  of  land  belonging  to  Albert  S.  Ingraham  lying  on  the  Westerly 
side  of  said  Bank  Street  between  land  of  Clifford  E.  and  Mary  E.  Pierce  and  other 
land  of  said  Albert  S.  Ingraham. 

The  trees  on  said  parcels  of  land  and  the  structures  affixed  thereto  are  not 
included  in  this  taking  and  a period  of  ten  days  from  the  date  of  this  order  is 
allowed  the  owners  to  remove  the  same. 

The  interest  taken  in  said  parcels  of  land  is  all  the  interest  that  is  required 
for  a Town  way. 

The  purpose  for  which  said  parcels  of  land  are  taken  is  for  the  relocation 
widening  and  re-grading  of  said  Bank  Street. 

No  betterments  are  assessed. 

Damages  are  awarded  as  follows 

To  Joseph  L.  Kelley  in  the  sum  of  Fifteen  Hundred  Dollars. 

To  Lester  P.  and  Elsie  A.  Brown  in  the  sum  of  Six  Hundred  Dollars. 
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To  Clifford  E.  and  Mary  E.  Pierce  in  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Dollars. 

No  other  damages  are  awarded. 

Said  street  is  hereby  relocated  and  altered  and  the  grade  thereof  established 
in  accordance  with  said  plan  and  profile. 

Following  this  order  directing  the  street  layout  and  making  the  takings 
listed,  we  were  informed  from  the  City  Clerk’s  Office  on  the  17th  of  October 
as  follows: 

You  are  hereby  notified  that  at  a meeting  of  the  Municipal  Council  holden 
October  7,  1930,  the  following  votes  were  passed :- 

2.  Voted  that  the  following  work  be  done  for  the  abuttors  in  connection  with 
the  relocation,  widening  and  re-grading  of  a portion  of  Bank,  Leroy  and  Bicknell 
Streets  :- 

Alice  B.  Crook — Construction  of  a retaining  wall  along  the  front  of  her  property. 

Charles  F.  and  Ella  P.  Bennett — Construction  of  a retaining  wall,  and  lawn 
graded  to  the  base  of  the  trees  now  standing.  Driveway  put  in  and  graded 
to  the  level  of  the  lawn. 

Lester  Brown — Construction  of  a retaining  wall,  and  driveway  to  the  garage. 

Horton-Angell  Co.- — Grading  of  the  lawn  back  from  street  about  35  feet,  sloping 
towards  catch  basin  to  be  put  in  lower  part  of  the  lawn.  Any  other  grading 
necessary  to  put  place  in  as  good  condition  as  at  present. 

Clifford  E.  and  Mary  E.  Pierce — Construction  of  a retaining  wall  on  the  front, 
and  two  walks  from  street  to  house;  and  the  construction  of  a driveway. 
Also,  a stone  retaining  wall  between  the  land  owned  by  Mr.  Pierce  and  that 
owned  by  Mr.  Joseph  L.  Kelley. 

Joseph  L.  Kelley— Grading  of  that  lot  to  the  street  level. 

A.  S.  Ingraham — On  the  lot  at  the  corner  of  Bank  and  Leroy  Streets,  construction 
of  a retaining  wall  on  both  sides  with  driveways  into  each  of  the  three  lots, 
and  the  replacement  of  three  trees.  Also,  replacement  of  fence  on  new  line. 
On  other  lot  on  Bank  Street,  retaining  wall  of  Pierce  continued  to  within 
fifteen  feet  South  of  first  building,  leaving  a driveway.  Graded  to  next 
driveway  south  of  next  building. 

Driveway  with  wings  at  that  point,  and  retaining  wall  from  point  opposite 
Bicknell  Street  to  twelve  feet  north  side  of  that  building  and  graded  from 
this  point  to  the  river.  Move  granite  blocks  back  on  to  lot  beside  small 
building  and  grade  so  that  this  building  can  be  used. 

It  may  be  noted  that  no  appropriations  were  voted  with  the  above  orders. 
This  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  Mayor  who  advised  the  utilization  of  the 
funds  available  and  future  appropriations  sufficient  to  cover  the  work  proposed 
which  we  were  ordered  to  do. 

With  this  in  mind  power  shovel  work  was  advertised  on  November  6,  1930, 
and  bids  were  opened  on  closing  date,  November  12th,  when  the  proposal  of 
J.  J.  McHale  & Sons  was  accepted  at  a unit  price  of  35c  covering  excavation 
and  disposal  of  same  within  limits  set  by  our  Engineer. 

Our  men  removed  and  salvaged  cobble  stones  and  removed  and  stored 
most  of  the  curb  in  place.  On  November  28th  McHale  placed  a shovel  and  on 
December  4th  completed  excavation  totalling  2747.2  yards.  Immediately 
the  shovel  was  through  it  was  planned  to  utilize  this  project  in  maintaining  em- 
ployment as  far  as  the  available  funds  would  allow  it  with  the  expectation  of 
obtaining  means  to  complete  all  of  the  work  laid  out  by  the  City  Government. 

In  addition  to  the  work  outlined  eleven  trees  were  removed  and  a 24-inch 
drain  was  started,  the  first  part  of  which  was  corrugated  pipe  reinforced 
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with  cement.  After  carrying  this  line  to  the  sidewalk  from  the  river  the  founda- 
tion was  found  to  be  correct  and  vitrified  pipe  was  laid  to  the  corner  of  Bicknell 
Street.  From  here  the  section  changed  to  20-inch  drain  and  was  carried  to  Leroy 
Street,  all  of  this  with  the  necessary  basins  and  manholes.  An  18-inch  line  stub 
was  headed  into  Leroy  Street  with  the  ultimate  expectation  of  having  the  line 
built  through  as  planned. 

While  this  work  was  being  carried  out  the  first  retaining  wall  was  set  on 
the  westerly  side  of  Bank  Street  as  per  instructions.  Completing  this,  walls 
were  constructed  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  street  beginning  with  the  property 
nearest  to  the  railroad  owned  by  Mr.  Ingraham  and  progress  was  made  in  chang- 
ing over  the  water  services  and  sewer  connections. 

A multitude  of  details  which  go  with  a job  of  this  kind  were  taken  care  of 
and  our  primary  objective  was  always  to  keep  as  many  of  our  local  help  employed 
as  could  be  conveniently  handled  on  the  work  as  laid  out  .bearing  in  mind  the 
need  for  keeping  within  reasonable  limits  our  unit  costs  .This  was  accomplished 
and  the  work  was  in  full  swing  in  spite  of  the  winter  season  as  the  year  turned. 
Further  work  will  be  reported  later. 

PLEASANT  STREET  IMPROVEMENT 

On  the  tenth  day  of  June,  1930,  work  was  started  on  Pleasant  Street  just 
northerly  from  the  City  Coal  Company  where  the  N.  T.  A.  tracks  started  into 
the  middle  of  the  street,  with  the  idea  of  completing  street  railway  elimination. 
It  was  necessary  to  construct  Pleasant  Street  its  full  width  from  curb  to  curb 
up  to  the  railroad  overpass  bridge  where  an  excellent  piece  of  road  tailoring  was 
carried  out  as  far  as  the  angle  point  at  Monument  Square  by  the  common.  This 
work  was  done  under  traffic  and  considering  the  facts  that  no  material  was  wasted 
and  the  low  unit  costs  it  can  be  definitely  proved  that  the  City  has  indeed  obtained 
an  investment  in  its  organized  scheme  of  eliminating  the  N.  T.  A.  railroad  tracks. 
This  Massachusetts  standard  penetration  type  of  surface  has  blended  well  with 
our  other  pavement  and  is  giving  definite  satisfaction  to  our  highway  users. 

Some  curb  correction  was  required  on  this  work,  the  job  in  total  running 
into  approximately  9,600  square  yards  of  pavement,  covering  the  work  from 
Monument  Square  to  the  State  Road. 

On  November  .4,  1930,  the  sum  of  $2,500  was  transferred  to  the  account 
of  New  Equipment  to  aid  in  paying  for  a new  A C Mack  truck.  Upon  completion 
of  the  work  as  outlined  general  charges  were  picked  up  and  properly  cared  for. 


LAYOUT  AND  CONSTRUCTION  OF  PAYSON  STREET, 
CLARENCE,  BALTIC,  AND  FOURTEENTH  STREETS 

Acting  on  petitions  received  for  acceptance  of  the  streets  named  above  in 
1929,  the  Municipal  Council  after  a hearing,  voted  layouts  November  12th  and 
appropriated  $4,000.00  for  construction  purposes.  Of  this  amount  on  the 
improvement  noted,  the  1929  report  records  $593.92  as  being  expended  on  Payson 
and  Clarence  Streets. 

Early  in  the  current  year,  Fourteenth,  Clarence,  Baltic  and  Payson  Streets 
were  graded,  rolled  and  given  a coat  of  tar.  On  Baltic  Street  it  was  found 
necessary  to  construct  a catch  basin  to  properly  handle  drainage  conditions 
which  were  giving  annoyance  to  a number  of  people  in  that  locality.  On  Payson 
Street  two  connecting  large  seepage  basins  were  built  and  set  so  as  to  ultimately 
become  part  of  a drainage  scheme  which  will  care  for  that  entire  locality,  on 
the  Fuller  & Barrowman  plat. 

On  Fourteenth  Street  the  foundation  was  corrected  by  excavating  material 
of  poor  character  and  a first-class  gravel  road,  treated  with  tar,  was  constructed 
with  gravel  walks. 
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On  Clarence  Street  the  grading  was  carried  out  the  full  width  where  the 
houses  were  after  the  dead-end  water  blow-off  had  been  shifted  slightly.  The 
entire  length  of  the  street  was  put  in  excellent  condition,  tar  treated  with  gravel 
walks. 

In  the  coming  year  and  after  the  gravel  sidewalks  have  packed  to  some 
extent  we  hope  to  place  a stone-dust  top  on  all  of  these  walks  unless  improvements 
are  authorized  under  the  Betterment  Act. 


SOUTH  MAIN  STREET  DRAIN  ADDITION 

On  South  Main  Street  between  the  cemetery  and  Tiffany  Street  arrange- 
ments were  made  to  have  the  car  tracks  removed  and  the  existing  gravel  surface 
replaced  with  a proper  stone  road.  Before  this  wrork  could  proceed  essential 
drainage  was  recommended  and  funds  were  authorized  by  the  City  Government 
for  this  work  to  go  on.  509  ft.  of  -12inch  vitrified  pipe  was  laid  with  the  necessary 
10-inch  connections. 

Included  in  this  work  were  the  essential  manholes  and  a pair  of  catch  basins 
to  handle  a grade  line  sag  taking  care  of  considerable  quick  run-off.  The  work 
started  from  an  existing  drain  which  discharges  into  the  swamp  back  of  the 
cemetery  and  upon  completion  the  surfacing  was  carried  on,  drainage  for  which 
was  adequately  handled  by  this  work. 


SPECIAL  BRIDGE  CHARGES 

Retaining  wall  work  and  material  used  in  drainage  facilities  as  well  as  truck 
rental  were  taken  care  of  under  the  Thacher  Brook  Bridge  Account  which  is  for 
the  structure  at  the  brook  crossing  at  Maple  Street. 

A small  amount  of  gravel  was  hauled  and  paid  for  at  the  Bank  Street  bridge 
structure  to  care  for  approach  settlement.  Throat  stones  to  retain  sidewalk 
approaches  at  the  sag  where  new  basins  on  an  additional  drainage  system  were 
located  were  bought. 


1928  HIGHWAY  MAINTENANCE  AND  OPERATION 

The  balance  available  to  complete  this  work  was  utilized  as  wras  designed 
under  the  sub-division  statistically  reported  herein. 

The  gravel  surfacing  on  Mendon  Road  previously  mentioned  was  shaped 
and  received  a tar  treatment.  On  Robinson  Avenue  where  shovel  cutting 
had  been  completed  last  year,  and  gravel  placed  roughing  out  the  road  section, 
the  work  of  surfacing  was  completed  in  the  forepart  of  the  year.  The  full  section 
was  scarified  and  shaped;  additional  gravel  was  hauled  in  and  after  a proper 
section  was  obtained,  tar  treatments  were  used  to  complete  the  portion  of  the 
road  which  had  already  been  roughed  out  as  previously  noted. 

At  the  special  catch  basin  already  built  at  Hebron  Avenue  the  granite  was 
set  and  paving  completed  at  a small  charge.  At  the  intersection  of  Knight 
Avenue,  Webber  Avenue  and  Bridge  Street  there  were,  in  addition  to  work 
already  reported  on  the  drainage  project,  new  basins  constructed  with  essential 
connections.  Elimination  of  cross  gutters  at  this  location  has  been  particularly 
satisfactory. 

This  improvement  has  been  appreciated  particularly  by  local  people.  Paving 
was  completed  around  the  new  basins  at  the  intersection  of  Brown  Street  and 
Mendon  Road.  At  Pearl  Street,  corner  of  Union  Street,  a new  catch  basin  with 
connection  was  constructed  as  soon  as  the  public  service  companies  changed 
over  their  pole  structures  to  allow  this  work  to  proceed.  At  the  northwest 
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corner  of  Union  and  Capron  Streets  a similar  improvement  was  constructed 
and  circle  curb  previously  purchased  was  placed,  agreeably  easing  this  corner 
on  the  north  side.  These  last  two  catch  basins  mentioned  were  allocated  quite 
some  time  since  but  their  construction  was  delayed  owing  to  the  inability  of 
public  service  corporations  to  make  the  essential  changes  required  to  alow  the 
work  to  proceed. 

On  the  easterly  side  of  Robinson  Avenue  near  Highland  Avenue  a wire 
boundary  fence  used  to  enclose  a grazing  field  owned  by  Mr.  Monast  was  replaced 
in  as  good  condition  as  it  was  found  prior  to  our  excavation. 

Gravel  walks  were  placed  on  Robinson  Avenue  along  the  new  work  and  in 
some  places  where  the  roadway  had  been  previously  cut  out  to  the  full  section. 
Some  low  places  were  backed  up  on  the  sidewalks  on  Mendon  Road  to  protect 
work  already  performed.  At  the  corner  of  Pearl  and  Union  Streets  a quadrant 
of  granolithic  was  taken  care  of  and  similar  work  of  greater  yardage  was  done  to 
accommodate  the  new  basin  built  on  Union  Street. 

Covering  the  substance  of  work,  proportionate  truck  and  general  charges 
have  been  set  off  to  complete  this  account. 


CLOSED  ACCOUNTS 

Cambridge  Street  Drain — The  Cambridge  Street  balance  of  57c  was  closed  out 
on  repair  for  one  of  our  1921  Mack  trucks. 

Oak  Street  Drain — A balance  of  $9.79  on  the  Oak  Street  drain  was  closed 
out  in  a similar  manner. 

1924  Sewers  and  Drains — Under  1924  Sewers  and  Drains  some  ten-inch 
pipe  was  purchased  replacing  stock  used  on  this  account.  This  material  in  the 
amount  of  $23.29  was  used  to  connect  the  new  basin  on  Baltic  Street  with  the 
drainage  system  already  in  use  and  connected  to  the  State  trunk  line  on  Washing- 
ton Street  southerly  from  Mendon  Road. 

Removing  N.  T.  A.  Rails — The  balance  of  $96.59  brought  forward  for  removal 
of  the  N.  T.  A.  rails  was  absorbed  by  equipment  and  truck  charges  covering 
this  work. 

Biltmore  Street  Construction — The  Biltmore  Street  account  was  carried 
into  this  year  to  the  extent  of  $99.06.  Completing  the  sidewalk  gravelling, 
general  repair  charges  at  the  highway  yard  and  a distribution  covering  the  use 
of  trucks  on  this  work  absorbed  the  balance. 

South  Main  Street  Drain — On  the  South  Main  Street  Drain  which  was 
authorized  a couple  of  years  ago  opportunity  was  lacking  in  absorbing  truck 
rentals.  The  small  balance  available  was  thus  utilized  this  year  in  closing  the 
account. 

1927  Sewer  Extensions — While  this  extensive  trench  work  was  being  carried 
on  by  the  Department  forces,  truck  charges  and  rentals  accrued  which  could 
not  be  absorbed  until  a replacement  was  in  order.  Upon  the  exchange  of  a 
worn  out  Ford  in  trade  for  a Chevolet  No.  3 this  account  was  fairly  cleared  and 
the  account  closed. 


WATER  AND  PUMPING  STATION  DIVISION 

The  successful  carrying  out  of  the  water  supply  service,  both  domestic 
and  fire,  for  the  past  year  has  indeed  been  a serious  problem  particularly  bearing 
in  mind  the  essential  details  which  imposed  during  drought  periods,  a super- 
burden  upon  our  facilities.  Our  severest  tax  upon  the  plant,  of  course,  came 
before  the  \\  ading  River  was  available  on  anything  except  an  emergencv  pump- 
ing unit  basis. 
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Our  gross  receipts  as  will  he  noted  have  maintained  a healthy  growth. 
This  can  he  attributed  in  a great  measure  to  the  close  attention  to  detail  which 
is  being  obtained  from  our  personnel.  Undoubtedly  the  local  garden  needs 
during  the  dry  spell  have  added  considerably  to  this  revenue.  The  two  large 
ice  plants  also  contribute  greatly  to  our  gross.  I believe,  however,  an  industry 
of  this  kind  depending  entirely  for  supply  upon  a utility  financed  by  the  public 
should  never  obtain  any  water  at  a rate  less  than  cost.  Dyeing  plants  used 
considerable  water.  Jewelry  manufacturing  depression  reduced  their  proportion 
of  water  revenue. 

The  number  of  new  services  was  reduced  very  considerably,  and  without 
question  is  a fair  index  to  one  scoring  point  of  the  current  depression  locally. 
Our  maintenance  payroll,  bearing  in  mind  our  burdens,  was  kept  at  a normal 
figure,  despite  additional  responsibility  and  enlarged  duties. 

Conditions  along  the  channel  of  the  Seven  Mile  River  above  the  Pumping 
Station  were  such  as  to  cause  considerable  annoyance.  A group  of  persons 
not  all  of  whom  were  young  insisted  upon  trying  to  utilize  the  Attleboro  Water 
supply  for  a swimming  pool  by  damming  the  stream.  Repeatedly  our  men  on 
patrol  were  called  upon  to  clear  away  this  channel  blockade. 

The  State  Road  Contractor  working  on  Washington  Street,  North  Attleboro, 
observed  the  clean  flowing  brook  passing  under  Washington  Street  from  our 
Reservoir  to  the  Station  and  immediately  hooked  on  to  utilize  it  for  construction 
supply.  He  was  unaware  of  the  history  of  the  stream  until  our  patrolman  re- 
leased the  water  surrounding  his  pumping  unit  and  advised  him  concerning 
the  uses  and  destination  of  the  brook. 

During  the  summer  cleaning  of  beds  the  thread  of  the  stream  was  absolutely 
dry  with  the  Reservoir  shut  off,  thus  allowing  a very  thorough  cleaning.  This 
stream  condition,  however,  necessitated  a careful  timing  of  our  cleaning  operations. 
Once  our  forces  started  to  work  there  was  no  stopping  until  completion  owing 
to  the  very  limited  supply  of  filtered  water  underground  available  for  our  South 
Attleboro  pumping  unit. 

Very  early  in  the  year  a plan  of  operations  was  decided  upon  by  the  writer 
after  consulting  with  the  Chief  Engineer  at  the  Station  and  our  working  of  the 
emergency  pumping  unit  as  well  as  all  of  our  cleaning  operations  was  controlled 
by  this  definite  plan  which  took  into  consideration  all  the  circumstances  a drought 
would  present  to  us  and  all  of  the  resources  at  our  command,  limited  as  they 
were,  which  could  be  utilized  to  overcome  each  handicap  as  presented. 

The  gravity  of  such  a situation  as  we  faced  during  the  summer  season  can- 
not be  appreciated  by  one  whose  experience  does  not  include  a similar  situation 
with  a responsibility  corresponding  to  that  which  was  thrust  upon  this  Depart- 
ment. By  measuring  the  increased  peak  demands  for  water,  both  for  domestic 
purposes  and  industry,  and  considering  the  maximum  shrinkage  of  water  supply 
overhead  and  underground  due  to  drought  conditions  which  have  extended 
for  several  seasons,  some  idea  of  the  problem  can  be  obtained. 

Our  emergency  pumping  unit  was  first  brought  into  use  on  February  9th 
and  kept  working  until  May  3rd.  This  scheme  relieved  our  immediate  necessity 
and  allowed  us  to  push  forward,  closer  to  the  dry  period  of  summer,  our  first 
filter  bed  cleaning.  Thus  we  were  enabled  in  the  fore  part  of  the  summer  to 
obtain  maximum  Alteration  from  our  antiquated  plant  as  a result  of  having 
clean  beds.  The  continuous  overload  on  these  beds  slowed  up,  of  course,  the 
quantity  of  water  available  after  Alteration  within  a twenty-four  hour  period. 
W ith  the  filtration  slowing  up  and  the  heavy  draft  maintained,  a serious  burden 
was  placed  upon  our  emergency  unit  by  increasing  its  responsibility  for  positive 
supply  until  such  a time  as  the  new  unit  at  Wading  River  could  be  made  available. 
On  August  6th  our  emergency  pumping  unit  was  put  to  work  and  kept  pumping 
until  September  29th  when  the  new  Wading  River  pumping  station  was  utilized 
to  overcome  conditions  of  supply  which  faced  us.  When  this  point  was  reached 
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and  the  drafting  showed  signs  of  slackening,  a splendid  late  summer  cleaning 
was  obtained  and  the  Community  passed  safely  through  a gravely  critical  period 
without  being  subjected  to  the  restrictions  that  were  so  common  all  about  us 
here  in  Massachusetts  and  New  England. 

After  our  emergency  pumping  unit  stopped  the  Mazzur  Company  supplied 
a man  to  operate  the  Wading  River  station  until  October  4th  when  our  own 
Chief  Engineer  took  over  the  burden  of  operating  the  pumps  for  City  supply. 
The  plant  and  pumping  machinery,  however,  were  not  turned  over  to  the  Depart- 
ment by  the  Engineer,  Mr.  Van  Valkenburgh. 

It  is  only  fair  to  record  the  fact  that  in  addition  to  New  England  the  country 
at  large  suffered  serious  damage  directly  traceable  to  drought  conditions  similar 
to  those  outlined  above.  The  advantages  of  an  adequate  water  supply  can  be 
truly  measured  during  such  times  as  these. 

There  is  appended  in  our  tabluation  a list  detaining  types,  kinds  and  numbers 
of  services,  which  includes  not  only  new  services  but  other  charges  for  replace- 
ments, either  in  whole  or  in  part  . 

The  reasonable  charges  for  shop  and  barn  including  coal  for  the  yard,  a 
matter  of  $51.68  for  lighting,  the  annual  charges  for  telephone  service,  not  only 
at  the  barn  but  to  cover  our  employees  who  respond  to  emergencies,  and  the 
usual  general  charges  all  of  which  amounted  to  $411.81,  are  to  my  mind  very 
reasonable  considering  the  plant  and  the  duty  expected  of  it. 

Under  our  Maintenance  of  Buildings  sub-division  the  largest  proportion 
of  money  expended  was  utilized  in  sheathing  and  some  outside  carpenter  work 
which  was  done  at  the  Chief  Engineer’s  cottage  at  the  South  Attleboro  plant. 
This  work  was  positively  necessary  and  could  not  be  delayed.  Some  of  our 
paper  roofs  at  the  County  Street  yard  were  treated  and  painting  and  glazier 
work  were  taken  up,  all  being  badly  needed.  Inside  painting  to  brighten  the 
garage  was  also  carried  out.  It  was  necessary  to  re-enforce  for  safety’s  sake  the 
main  floor  used  by  the  automobiles.  The  total  expense  recorded  was  $403.31. 

This  division  was  operating  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  a Reo  truck  with 
a covered  body  bought  in  1928,  a Dodge  truck  purchased  in  1929,  and  also  two 
Ford  runabout  pick-up  trucks  used  very  advantageously  by  meter  readers  and 
for  jobbing.  Authorized  in  our  budget  was  the  price  of  a third  Ford  pick-up 
car  which  was  purchased  and  put  into  service  later  in  the  year  after  the  Mansfield 
Pumping  unit  went  into  use.  It  was  found  that  any  repairs  on  the  force  main, 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  new  work  had  not  been  turned  over  to  us,  would  have 
to  be  taken  care  of  by  this  Department.  Credit  is  due  all  of  the  active  workers 
handling  trucks  in  the  Water  Department  for  the  low  figure  chargeable  to  the 
machines  usedi  n their  work,  bearing  in  mind  the  exceedingly  great  number  of 
tasks  they  are  called  upon  to  perform. 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  under  our  item  of  taxes  in  this  division 
we  pay  bills  in  the  towns  of  North  Attleboro,  Mansfield,  and  Foxboro  as  well 
as  in  the  City  of  Attleboro. 

Under  our  incidentals  record  the  charges  as  usual  are  small. 

The  Emergency  Water  Supply  above  noted  called  for  an  expenditure  of 
$3,166.73  which  is  properly  included  under  the  maintenance  figure  in  this  divi- 
sion. 

Under  our  Pumping  Station  division  the  items  listed  statistically  include 
charges  for  power  for  a period  covered  by  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  and  a few 
days  in  September. 


NEWPORT  AVENUE  WATER  MAINS 

On  November  18,  1930,  the  City  Government  voted  $2,600.00  to  make 
arrangements  for  protecting  any  projected  water  line  extensions  in  Newport 
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Avenue  from  Highland  Avenue  southerly,  properly  clearing  the  proposed  new 
40  feet  of  cement  pavement.  Pipe  crossings  were  laid  with  the  idea  in  mind  of 
ultimately  being  part  of  a projected  plan  of  expansion  of  water  service  in  and 
about  this  locality  which  would  amply  take  care  of  any  future  developments. 
This  matter  had  been  studied  to  a considerable  degree  by  the  Council  Committee 
on  water  supply  and  the  decision  finally  arrived  at  was  made  by  them  in  conference 
with  the  Mayor  and  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  the  plan  settled  upon 
being  forced  to  some  degree  by  the  action  of  the  Commonwealth  in  immediately 
constructing  the  layout  turned  over  to  them  by  the  County.  This,  in  my  opinion, 
eliminated  the  time  essential  for  an  adequate  study  including  important  financing 
which  the  City  Government  without  question  would  like  to  have  gone  into. 

WATER  MAIN  EXTENSIONS  AND  REPLACEMENTS  IN 
PINE  AND  EMORY  STREETS 

The  special  account  of  $5,000.00  for  extensions  and  replacements  of  water 
mains  in  Pine  and  Emory  Streets  was  appropriated  on  October  24,  1930,  to  take 
care  of  replacing  a 4”  pipe  line  in  Pine  Street  between  Carpenter  and  Maple 
Streets.  This  work  was  completed. 

In  addition,  on  Emory  Street  the  8”  line  was  brought  throught  Forest 
Street  as  far  as  Holman  Street  and  was  to  be  extended  to  Emory  Street,  thence 
along  Emory  to  Park  Street.  The  greater  portion  of  this  distance  had  no  water 
service  whatever  and  this  line,  of  course,  strengthened  considerably  several 
city  blocks  carrying  wooden  buildings,  from  the  standpoint  of  fire  protection. 
A beginning  was  made  on  this  work  late  in  the  year  and  circumstances  over 
which  we  had  no  control  forced  the  finishing  of  this  work  over  into  1931.  Un- 
questionably early  in  1931  we  will  see  this  work  completed  and  the  same  may  be 
said  of  the  water  crossings  as  outlined  on  Newport  Avenue. 


MAIN  LINE  EXTENSIONS,  REPLACEMENTS,  ETC., 

We  had  appropriated  in  the  budget  for  Main  Line  Extensions  $10,000.00, 
to  which  was  added  $6,575 . 00  during  the  year.  This  account  carries  the  working 
charges  for  main  line  extensions,  replacements,  etc.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
all  of  our  work  as  authorized  under  this  account  had  been  completed  except 
Rounds  Court.  Here  the  Department  set  a tapping  sleeve  and  gate  and  carried 
the  pipe  to  clear  the  northerly  West  Street  boundary  line.  No  arrangements 
were  made  by  the  interested  parties  to  take  care  of  grading  and  properly  covering 
the  pipe  as  projected  on  the  profile  submitted.  Under  the  conditions  as  they 
exist  serious  trouble  for  the  water  takers  and  constant  expense  to  the  City  would 
result.  The  City  Government  was  so  advised  concerning  the  details  and  the 
Department  awaits  the  pleasure  of  those  parties  directly  concerned.  Money 
which  was  available  to  complete  this  work  was  converted,  as  I understand,  to 
the  Excess  and  Deficiency  account  in  spite  of  the  recommendation  from  this 
Department  concerning  the  need  for  money  to  cover  construction  on  Rounds 
Court  until  a final  decision  was  reached. 

Two  major  improvements  to  be  noted  under  this  account  are  those  on  a 
proposed  street  back  of  the  Post  Office  where  a 10”  connection  line  with  a large 
hydrant  was  placed,  allowing  the  supply  on  Pine  Street  between  Dunham  and 
Park  Streets  to  be  built  up  properly. 

In  addition  the  immediate  benefit  of  a large  hydrant  is  available  for  the 
Post  Office,  the  Elk’s  Building,  the  Watson  Block,  and  other  wooden  structures 
adjacent  thereto.  This  work  was  authorized  by  the  City  Government  and  was 
placed  as  soon  as  convenient  under  the  conditions  controlling  the  work. 

On  Maple  Street  before  surfacing  the  highway  a 12”  water  line  was  placed 
feeding  from  South  Main  Street,  by  Lafayette  Street,  and  across  Pine  Street 
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where  a hydrant  was  cut  in  and  the  line  was  plugged.  This  was  placed  not  only 
to  immediately  re-enforce  the  fire  protection  locally  but  as  a beginning  of  a 
sizeable  supply  line  to  make  a main  feeder  for  the  side  streets  coming  into  Maple 
Street  in  \\  ard  5.  Ultimately  the  plan  for  improving  fire  protection  in  this 
Ward  closely  built  up  of  wooden  construction  calls  for  extending  the  12”  line 
to  and  by  the  Speedway  to  Park  Street.  The  history  of  fire  fighting  in  this 
locality  warrants  without  question  this  improvement  and  the  project  as  started 
has  had  the  support  of  other  City  Departments  as  well  as  the  City  Government. 
A list  is  attached  hereto  which  indicates  in  detail  the  work  accomplished  in 
addition  to  that  mentioned  above  covered  by  main  line  extensions  and  authorized 
replacements  and  other  main  line  work. 

On  Carpenter  Street  work  already  started  was  extended  and  bad  conditions 
uncovered  during  the  progress  of  the  work  were  properly  overcome.  As  a result 
the  8”  line  coming  through  Carpenter  Street  from  South  Main  Street  and  across 
Pine  Street  now  has  been  carried  by  Parker  Street  to  Hazel  Street  filling  a blank 
block  between  Parker  and  Pine  Streets  and  allowing  us  to  put  out  of  commission 
an  old  4”  water  main  which  was  under  the  sanitary  sewer  line  between  Parker 
and  Hazel  Streets.  A 4”  line  uncovered  on  Parker  Street  northerly  from  Carpen- 
ter Street  was  removed  and  replaced  with  a 6”  line  to  bring  conditions  up  to  the 
Underwriter’s  record  and  to  give  the  people  proper  service  and  fire  protection. 
On  the  southerly  side  the  6”  work  was  carried  outside  of  the  street  line.  In 
conjunction  with  this  work  the  domestic  services  were  replaced  from  the  new 
main,  at  least  to  the  curb  gate  and  if  required,  in  to  the  meter.  Detailed  tabula- 
tions covering  the  service  work  are  included. 

On  Linden  Street  a small  line  was  replaced  and  then  extended  to  accommodate 
a new  house  as  voted. 

A dead  end  was  eliminated  on  Lincoln  Avenue  by  connecting  an  existing 
line  to  the  force  main  on  North  Main  Street. 

Prior  to  the  taking  over  of  James  Street  between  Carpenter  and  Maple 
Streets  a'  dead  end  was  eliminated  to  complete  a grid-iron  leg  by  connecting 
with  the  new  main  on  Carpenter  Street. 

On  Edgewood  Avenue  prior  to  street  acceptance  a water  line  was  recom- 
mended to  carry  through  from  Washington  Street  filling  the  block  to  Quintin 
Avenue  (formerly  called  Howard  Avenue)  and  then  replacing  a very  small  line 
serving  a few  domestic  takers.  This  is  of  material  value  in  giving  adequate 
fire  protection  to  the  settlement  at  this  location. 

A peculiar  condition  not  ordinary  in  the  sense  of  water  service  was  overcome 
in  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  City  Government  by  laying  a water 
line  in  Alfred  Street,  a private  way,  graded  and  controlled  by  Mr.  T.  Sadler. 
This  line  served  houses  on  the  hill  whose  existing  water  service  was  indeed  woe- 
fully handicapped  and  intermittent  due  to  age.  This  was  to  be  expected  from 
the  kind  of  installation  which  was  originally  placed  many  years  ago. 

On  Clarence  Street  a small  job  was  done  to  clear  our  dead  end  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  allow  the  street  work  as  ordered  to  proceed. 

On  Blackburn  Road  and  Bacon  Street  extensions  were  ordered  to  accommo- 
date new  houses. 

On  Payson  Street  a short  extension  was  made  to  clear  the  newly  accepted 
part  of  the  street  prior  to  constructing  same. 

On  South  Main  Street  between  Goff  Street  and  Webber  Avenue  a beginning 
was  made  on  the  water  circuit  as  recommended  by  the  Department  so  that 
service,  both  fire  and  domestic,  could  be  given  to  the  new  school  house. 

On  Forest  Street  the  8”  work  was  carried  ahead  of  street  improvements 
as  far  as  Holman  Street,  building  up  fire  protection  in  the  locality  and  connecting 
into  Holman  and  Falmouth  Streets.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


Where  old  and  new  Park  Streets  connect  there  was  a small  addition  placed 
in  new  Park  Street  to  couple  up  with  the  existing  line  in  old  Park  Street  and  thus 
eliminate  a dead  end. 

On  Park  Street  at  Bishop  Street  it  was  necessary  to  replace  some  water 
pipes  found  to  be  practically  gone  from  electrolysis. 

Under  the  Leroy  Street  Improvement  after  the  rough  shovel  grading  was 
taken  care  of,  arrangements  were  made  to  lower  the  existing  line  in  Leroy  Street 
and  connect  up  with  a new  8”  line  in  Bank  Street.  At  the  intersection  of  Bicknell 
and  Bank  Streets  where  the  grading  was  fill  instead  of  cut,  work  was  done  on 
Bank  Street  on  the  new  8”  line  connections.  The  existing  water  line  on  Bicknell 
Street  was  also  changed  to  meet  the  new  conditions. 

A large  hydrant  on  Fourth  Street  broken  and  ungated  was  replaced  with 
a new  hydrant  and  gate. 

A small  pipe  was  extended  in  High  Street  under  a special  vote  to  eliminate 
unsatisfactory  -conditions  of  service  for  existing  structures  due  to  a change  in 
ownership. 

An  8”  gate  was  cut  in  on  Pine  Street  to  complete  the  10”  line  put  in  on  the 
new  proposed  way  to  give  proper  future  control. 

In  addition  to  this  work  the  cement  road  widening  on  Washington  Street 
called  for  a water  pipe  crossing  near  Cumberland  Avenue.  This  was  taken  care 
of  so  that  we  can  extend  the  water  line  on  Washington  Street  from  the  North 
Attleboro  Line  when  desired. 

In  several  instances  broken  hydrants  were  taken  care  of  and  where  it  was 
possible  control  gates  were  cut  in  so  that  the  hydrant  units  can  be  isolated  without 
bothering  the  street  main. 


SEWERS— MAINTENANCE,  OPERATION  AND  EXTENSION 

As  was  necessary,  a man  to  control  properly  the  beds  and  ground  at  the 
sewer  filtration  plant  was  employed  full  time  for  the  year.  The  regular  spring 
and  fall  cleaning  of  the  beds  was  handled  by  grouping  men  and  equipment  advan- 
tageously. Without  question  the  drought  affected  favorably  our  sewer  bed 
maintenance  by  lightening  the  burden  which  had  to  be  taken  care  of. 

In  1915,  practically  a year  after  the  sewer  system  went  into  service  and 
prior  to  the  raise  in  prices  for  material  and  labor,  due  to  the  war,  the  gross  amount 
expended  for  sewer  maintenance  was  $2,852.01.  In  1920,  the  year  prior  to  the 
arrival  of  the  writer  and  marked  with  higher  unit  costs  due  to  the  war,  this 
amount  became  $3,214.62.  I believe,  therefore,  that  it  is  only  fair  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  call  to  your  attention  comparative  features  for  our  year  1930, 
when  the  maintenance  expenditure  was  $2,616.79.  The  1915  report  indicates 
that  on  December  31st  there  were  844  connections  serving  1,004  buildings. 
On  December  31,  1920,  our  records  indicate  there  were  1,152  connections  serving 
1,340  buildings.  On  December  31,  1930,  we  had  a total  of  1,756  connections 
serving  1,968  buildings.  Isn’t  this  truly  a remarkable  tribute  to  the  Department 
bearing  in  mind  there  were  no  major  maintenance  improvements  undertaken 
in  the  entire  period  spoken  of? 

The  1915  figure  with  its  relatively  low  units  amounts  to  $2,852.01.  The 
1920  figure  of  $3,214.62  follows  a growth  in  the  number  of  connections  and 
buildings  served.  The  growth  in  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation  is 
worth  studying.  Ten  years  pass,  until  in  1930,  we  find  the  figures  recording 
connections  and  buildings  served  have  continued  to  grow,  prices  of  material  and 
labor  have  not  changed  to  any  great  extent  while  on  the  other  hand  the  mainte- 
nance and  operation  charges  have  been  reduced  to  a point  below  that  recorded 
for  a new  sewer  and  beds  in  1915.  This  result  or  that  for  any  previous  year  of 
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the  decade  indicates  truly,  bearing  in  mind  all  the  facts,  a record  of  efficiency 
challenging  comparison.  By  and  large,  therefore,  it  can  be  seen  at  once  that 
the  limit  is  practically  reached  and  steps  should  be  taken  to  expand  and  improve  in 
a major  way  not  only  the  sewer  system  but  the  filtration  plant.  The  sewage 
conditions  our  City  faces  today  warrant  major  operations  to  include  service 
for  areas  already  recommended,  particularly  in  South  Attleboro,  and  to  extend 
properly  and  promptly  our  existing  filtration  plant. 

I believe  the  usual  spring  and  fall  cleaning  and  flushing  of  the  sewer  system 
should  be  enlarged  upon  in  places,  due  to  the  extensive  elapsed  interval  existing 
since  the  placing  of  the  system  into  service.  To  lighten  in  any  way  the  care  of 
this  Department  is  not  in  my  opinion  good  business. 

On  Park  Street,  between  Emory  and  Bishop  Streets,  a rather  difficult  sewer 
extension  was  made  during  the  current  year.  The  contract  was  let  to  W.  W. 
Staples  of  North  Attleboro,  Mass.  1,353.75  linear  feet  of  10’’  sewer,  most  of  it 
in  deep  cut  and  difficult  digging,  a considerable  portion  of  which  was  done  by 
machine  under  the  inspection  of  our  Engineer,  Mr  R.  W.  Mawney  was  built. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  all  of  the  connections  will  be  carried  outside  the  street  limits  so 
that  the  improvement  begun  in  this  locality  can  be  expanded  to  include  the 
highway  surface  and  drainage. 

On  Lincoln  Avenue,  a private  way,  the  City  Government  made  arrangements 
to  place  a sewer  extension  to  accommodate  an  extensive  property  value  increase 
between  North  Main  and  Prince  Streets.  Conditions  were  such  that  I believe 
this  step  was  taken  prior  to  street  acceptance  and  with  the  idea  in  mind  of  handling 
the  underground  structures  for  as  well  as  giving  service  to  expensive  new  build- 
ings. This  work  was  contracted  to  Jose  Morrell  & Son  of  North  Attleboro  and 
was  done  with  a mechanical  excavator  under  the  inspection  of  our  Engineer. 

As  was  noted  in  the  report  for  1929  the  sewer  extension  on  Fontneau 
Avenue  having  been  started  late  in  that  year,  was  finished  early  in  1930.  The 
expenditures  covering  same  are  noted  in  the  accompanying  report. 


1928  SEWER  EXTENSIONS 

Surface  and  trench  repair  charges  were  handled  under  this  account.  Accrued 
truck  charges  were  written  off  as  the  account  handled  a proportionate  share 
of  a light  truck  replacement. 


RIFLE  RANGE 

In  the  budget  for  1930  the  sum  of  $125.00  was  appropriated  for  this  account 
and  on  July  1,  1930,  $75.00  additional  was  provided  for  maintenance  and  opera- 
tion of  same.  The  usual  disbursements  were  taken  care  of  and  proportioned 
under  taxes  in  the  Town  of  North  Attleboro,  in  the  amount  of  $12.28,  and  the 
W akefield  Range  charges  amounted  to  $38.50  for  the  use  of  local  company  mem- 
bers. Some  minor  work  was  done  by  Frank  Davis  on  the  masonary  at  the  Range 
in  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  company  officers.  Further  labor 
was  taken  care  of  by  company  members  under  the  supervision  of  company 
officers.  Pavroll  was  carried  under  this  account  by  this  Department  and  amounted 
to  $112.19/ 


REFUNDS 

One  hundred  and  ninety-two  dollars  and  eighty-eight  cents  was  received 
under  the  different  heading  noted  as  refunds.  From  the  Camden  Fire  Insurance 
Company  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  was  received  to 
cover  a fire  loss  at  the  highway  barn  at  Forest  Street.  From  Olof  Pearson  who 
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utilized  second-hand  return  on  driveway  work  twenty-five  dollars  was  received 
for  the  Sidewalks  and  Curbing  account.  A five  dollar  item  from  the  Puritan 
Iron  Works  to  cover  a coat  of  shop  paint  omitted  by  the  shippers  and  chargeable 
against  the  Holden  Street  River  Bridge  and  Leroy  Street  Improvement  accounts 
was  taken  care  of  and  a credit  against  the  accounts  noted,  amounting  to  $5.00, 
was  received.  From  the  Donaldson  Iron  Company  crediting  the  Main  Line 
Extension  account  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  and  thirty-eight  cents  was 
received  to  cover  an  error. 

It  would  be  only  fair  to  record  as  desirable  the  opportunity  to  have  as  a refund 
the  sum  of  six  hundred  ninety-four  dollars  and  fifty-six  cents  to  cover  the  bills 
rendered  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  work  done  on  a detour. 
I believe  and  recommend  that  the  City  Government  should  insure  items  of  this 
kind  being  returned  to  the  accounts  in  which  the  expenditure  originated. 

* * * 

Because  during  the  past  year  an  excessive  proportion  of  our  street  railway 
mileage  within  the  City  limits  has  been  abandoned  by  the  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany and  bus  service  substituted,  the  financial  aspect  of  this  move  directly  affect- 
ng  the  City  purse  should  be  studied.  The  abandonment  of  the  rails  invites  a 
larger  highway  area  being  used  by  the  public.  It  is  the  duty,  of  course,  of  the 
Street  Railway  Company  to  remove  track,  ties,  and  appurtenances.  It  is  also 
their  duty  upon  completing  this  removal  to  insure  that  the  portion  of  the  high- 
way included  in  their  railway  operations  shall  be  placed  in  a reasonably  good 
condition  which  under  present  circumstances  means  sufficient  to  adequately 
care  for  such  traffic  as  uses  the  highway  affected.  I believe  the  local  company 
has  been  adversely  affected  by  the  depression.  I further  believe  that  with  this 
background  the  problem  presented  should  be  reasonably  spaced  so  that  there 
would  be  no  serious  suffering,  financial  or  otherwise,  on  the  part  of  the  City  and 
its  inhabitants  on  the  one  hand  and  on  the  part  of  the  Railroad  Company  on 
the  other.  The  public  convenience  or  necessity,  however,  being  paramount 
warrants  due  diligence  on  the  part  of  those  concerned  in  completing  promptly 
the  task  of  rail  elimination  from  our  highways. 

The  extension  and  development  of  our  existing  sanitary  sewer  system 
should  begin  as  soon  as  the  City  is  financially  able  to  carry  the  burden. 

The  effectiveness  and  efficiency  of  the  new  water  plant  at  the  Wading 
River  should  be  thoroughly  tested  and  accurately  recorded  so  that  evidence 
of  the  completeness  of  the  work  as  already  finished  will  be  made  available  for 
the  proper  City  authorities  before  final  acceptance  of  this  plant  takes  place. 
I further  believe  that  all  of  the  exact  history,  construction  records,  with  the 
necessary  plans,  specifications,  and  contracts  should  be  checked  and  filed  when 
this  work  is  wound  up. 

I believe  that  with  the  conditions  facing  us  a definite  and  proper  rate  structure 
study  should  be  completed  at  once  to  insure  the  Water  Department  standing 
upon  its  own  feet  by  having  improper  charges  discarded  and  thus  insure  the 
\\  ater  Department  against  being  a burden  upon  the  general  tax  payer.  Definite 
progress  should  be  made  annually  in  eliminating  dead  ends.  To  neglect  com- 
pleting a dual  water  supply  for  South  Attleboro  in  the  immediate  future  is  to 
penalize  the  entire  community.  This  principle  also  applies  to  Hebronville 
and  Dodgeville  and  Briggs  Corner. 

The  entire  economic  and  political  strength  of  the  community  should  be  co- 
ordinated to  make  felt  the  plea  of  this  city  for  aid  on  highway  routes  from  the 
County  and  the  Commonwealth.  Unselfish  co-operation  is  expected  and  re- 
ceived from  the  City’s  employees  in  this  Department  and  I believe  it  is  only 
fair  that  the  treatment  accorded  working  administrations  from  all  of  our  local 
groups,  labor  as  well  as  business,  should  spring  from  motives  as  well  based. 
Thus  the  security  of  our  City  during  these  trying  times  through  which  we  are 
passing  will  rest  on  solid  foundation. 
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Much  has  been  heard  during  these  times  concerning  the  rising  cost  of  govern- 
ment. The  record  of  this  Department  in  its  expenditures  of  the  allotted  pro- 
portion annually  of  the  tax  payers  dollar  for  the  last  decade  is  a direct  challenge 
to  the  general  trend  as  outlined  by  statisticians  when  they  draw  conclusions 
for  Municipal  Departments  of  this  kind.  No  citizen  interested  in  the  City 
Government  should  overlook  the  highly  favored  Municipal  credit  position  of 
our  City  or  the  vital  part  this  Department  has  in  making  and  maintaining  it. 

To  the  entire  personnel  of  the  Department  I extend  my  sincere  thanks  for 
their  combined  efforts  which  have  contributed  so  much  to  the  successful  depart- 
mental year.

The  following  improvements  have  been  made  during  the  past  year  of  1930 
in  the  way  of  removing  a large  number  of  poles  along  the  highways  of  the  city. 
All  poles  and  overhead  wires  on  Sanford  Street  have  been  abandoned  and  taken 
down  thereby  making  a vast  improvement  to  the  appearance  of  that  street. 
All  poles  and  wires  on  County  Street  from  the  Bronson  building  to  Mall  Street 
have  been  removed.  Two  poles  on  Y\  all  Street,  two  on  South  Main  (near  R.R. 
arch)  and  one  on  Bank  Street  have  also  been  removed. 

Because  the  Interstate  Street  Railway  Company  abandoned  its  trolley 
lines  many  poles  and  overhead  wires  have  been  removed  in  various  parts  of  the 
city. 

If  money  can  be  appropriated  this  year  for  the  cost  of  illuminating  the  white 
way  standards  on  Wall  Street,  every  existing  pole  and  wires  may  be  removed  on 
the  above  mentioned  street. 

The  work  of  this  office  has  increased  to  the  point  where  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  that  it  should  have  separate  transportation  and  not  have  to  depend 
on  the  Fire  Alarm  truck.  Time  and  time  again  we  are  having  to  stop  operations 
on  one  job  or  the  other  for  lack  of  transportation  facilities  for  this  department. 
I think  you  will  agree  with  me  that  it  is  very  unwise  from  an  economical  stand- 
point to  further  allow  this  condition  to  continue  to  exist.  Trusting  that  some 
consideration  can  be  given  during  the  coming  year  to  relieve  this  condition.

FIRE  PREVENTION 

It  has  been  our  endeavor  in  the  past  to  inspect  buildings  in  our  City  as  fre- 
quently as  our  limited  force  of  permanent  men  would  allow,  and  we  are  in  hopes 
that  some  future  day  our  department  will  be  large  enough  to  establish  a regular 
system  of  inspections  without  crippling  the  regular  fire  fighting  force.  There 
has  been  five  hundred  inspections  this  year. 

Fire  prevention  is  recognized  as  a most  important  function  of  a paid  Fire 
Department,  but  until  the  time  arrives  when  we  can  have  more  men  so  as  to 
make  frequent  inspections,  it  will  be  necessary  for  us  to  depend  upon  the  co- 
operation of  our  Citizens  to  help  in  every  way  they  can  and,  if  possible,  to  observe 
the  following  suggestions  which  we  have  to  make.  If  these  suggestions  are  carried 
out  a great  many  fire  hazards  will  be  eliminated. 

1.  — Don’t  fill  kerosene  lamps  or  oil  heaters  while  lighted.  Fire  and  explosion 

will  inevitably  follow  by  kerosene  vapors  becoming  ignited. 

2 . Don’t  look  for  gas  leaks  with  a lighted  candle,  match  or  open  flame.  Notify 
the  Gas  Co.,  let  them  find  the  leak. 

3 . Don’t  go  into  dark  closets  or  storage  closets  with  a lighted  match  or  candle 
to  find  you  way.  FTse  a flash  light. 

4.  Don’t  have  lace  curtains  in  close  proximity  to  gas  jets.  An  open  window, 
a slight  breeze,  the  curtain  and  gas  jet  come  together,  and  a fire  results. 

5.  Don’t  put  hot  ashes  in  wooden  receptacles,  or  against  wooden  partitions 
or  dumb  waiters.  Hot  ashes  will  set  fire. 
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6.  Don’t  leave  lighted  cigarettes  or  cigars  around  on  tables  or  in  receptacles 
as  these  two  are  a great  menace  and  have  been  the  cause  of  many  fires. 

7.  Don’t  have  open  fireplace  unprotected.  Put  wire  screen  in  front  of  fire- 
place, as  sparks  are  likely  to  fly  out  and  set  fire  to  carpet  or  clothing. 

8.  Don’t  do  any  electric  wiring  that  is  connected  to  your  light  service  as  this 
is  against  the  law,  it  violates  a State  Law. 

9.  If  you  blow  a fuse  in  your  light  system  be  safe  and  call  an  electrician  as  the 
fuse  serves  as  a safety  valve  and  indicates  that  something  is  wrong  with 
your  wiring  or  that  the  load  on  some  circuit  is  too  heavy. 

10.  Don’t  leave  the  current  switched  on  in  an  electric  flat  iron,  or  gas  turned 
on  in  a gas  iron  when  not  in  use.  These  conditions  have  caused  disastrous 
fires  in  households. 

11.  Don’t  use  gasoline,  naptha  or  benzine  in  a room  with  open  fire  or  flame. 
Their  use  under  such  conditions  will  cause  explosion  and  fire.  If  they  must 
be  used,  use  them  in  open  air,  and  then  there  is  danger.  Use  Carbon 
Tetrochloride  in  place  of  gasoline,  and  use  it  out  of  doors. 

12.  Don’t  have  storage  closets  under  stairways.  A fire  in  such  a closet  would 
prevent  your  using  the  stairway  as  a means  of  escape. 

13.  Don’t  neglect  to  have  chimney  flue  cleaned  out  once  a year.  Soot  ac- 
cumulations cause  fires  in  chimneys.  A chimney  fire  causes  sparks  to 
fly  over  the  neighborhood. 

14.  Don’t  depend  on  the  landlord  to  keep  your  home  free  from  combustible 
rubbish  or  other  fire  hazards.  You  live  there  and  should  inspect  it  and 
see  that  a preventable  fire  cannot  occur. 

15.  Don’t  block  the  fire  escapes  or  hallways  with  utensils  or  articles  that  should 
not  be  allowed  there.  This  is  a violation  of  the  Law,  and  besides  you 
might  need  free  passage  tonight  if  fire  occurs  in  your  home. 

16.  Don’t  keep  matches  loosely  about  your  home  and  within  easy  reach  of 
children.  They  should  be  kept,  in  a metal  box  out  of  their  reach. 

17.  Don’t  allow  rubbish  to  collect  in  your  cellar.  A spark  from  the  furnace 
or  a match  might  ignite  it.  The  danger  of  fire  from  spontaneous  combustion 
is  always  present  where  this  condition  exists.  Rubbish  heads  the  list 
for  causes  of  fire. 

18.  Don’t  hang  clothes  near  a fire  to  dry.  They  might  catch  fire. 

19.  Don’t  let  a furnace  or  stove  become  overheated.  A little  care  and  attention 
will  prevent  a bad  fire. 

20.  If  you  should  discover  a fire  in  your  home,  shut  the  door  to  the  room  or 
rooms  if  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  thus  stopping  the  spread  of  the  fire.  RING 
IN  A FIRE  ALARM  AS  SOON  AS  YOU  POSSIBLY  CAN.  DON’T 
DELAY. 

21.  Co-operate  with  your  fire  department.  You  can  do  so,  especially  in  the 
winter  time,  by  keeping  the  hydrant  in  front  of  or  near  your  premise 
clear  of  snow.  The  fire  department  may  need  to  use  it. 

WARNING!  When  in  a place  of  public  assembly,  such  as  a theatre,  dance 
hall,  boxing  club,  etc.,  note  the  nearest  exit  and  passageway  from  your 
seat.  In  case  of  fire  you  should  know  its  location,  you  should  walk,  not 
run,  and  prevail  upon  people  near  you  to  keep  cool  and  follow  you  in  a 
quiet  manner  to  the  nearest  exit. 

In  event  you  are  trapped  in  your  own  home  or  building  by  smoke,  remember 
that  smoke  always  rises,  and  that  there  is  usually  a layer  of  fresh  air  just  above 
the  floor.  In  many  cases  people  have  saved  their  lives  by  this  knowledge,  and 
anyone  can  take  advantage  of  this  if  he  does  not  get  excited  and  lose  his  head 
at  a fire. 

LEARN  THE  LOCATION  OF  YOUR  NEAREST  FIRE  ALARM  BOX 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 

We  recommend  that  six  permanent  men  he  added  to  the  department. 

We  again  recommend  that  three  Lieutenants  be  raised  to  Captains,  making 
six  Captains  and  two  Lieutenants.  This  recommendation  does  not  increase  the 
number  of  officers. 

We  again  recommend  that  a drill  tower  be  erected  in  the  yard  of  the  Urnion 
Street  property,  so  that  the  men  can  be  trained  properly  in  handling  equipment. 
One  of  our  officers  is  a graduate  of  the  Boston  lire  Department  Drill  school  but 
has  no  facilities  for  training  the  men  properly. 

We  recommend  for  your  consideration  the  purchase  of  a triple  combination 
to  replace  the  Kelly  truck  now  located  at  Union  Street  station.  This  piece 
of  apparatus  was  built  for  commercial  purposes  and  not  for  fire  department 
apparatus  and  has  never  been  satisfactory  for  fire  department  work. 

We  recommend  one  thousand  dollars  for  necessary  repairs  on  the  South 
Attleboro  ladder  truck.  New  wheels  and  tires,  painting  and  engine  repairs. 

We  wish  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  a number  of  pieces  of  appara- 
tus in  the  department  have  about  outlived  their  usefulness;  one  piece  in  Union 
Street  station  has  been  in  service  19  years;  Hebronville  piece  17  years;  Hose  4, 
South  Attleboro,  16  years  and  should  be  replaced  as  soon  as  possible. 


LOSE 

The  total  amount  of  two  and  one -half  inch  hose  in  the  department  is  13,450 
feet.  Of  one  and  one-half  inch  hose  1,500  feet.  Chemical  hose  2,000  feet. 


HEBRONVILLE  HOSE  COMPANY 

The  resignation  of  Peter  Gagner  as  driver  of  Hose  5 has  been  received  and 
accepted.  His  position  as  janitor  of  the  new  Hebronville  school  prevents  him 
from  continuing  as  a driver. 

During  the  years  that  we  have  had  a semi-permanent,  man  at  Hebronville 
we  have  paid  him  $828 . 12  per  year. 

Because  of  the  shortage  of  men  in  the  village  during  the  days  it  has  been 
impossible  to  maintain  this  company  with  a full  crew  of  call-men.  Further  we 
find  only  one  logical  man,  now  a call-man  in  this  company,  who  could  fulfill 
the  duties  of  a driver  for  this  company. 

The  only  possible  way  we  can  obtain  his  services  is  to  increase  the  pay  to 
$1,200  per  year  to  insure  his  being  in  the  village  at  all  times. 

There  is  an  insurance  ruling  that  any  property  more  than  two  miles  from  a 
fire  station  is  taxed  higher  premium  and  the  maintenance  of  this  company  cer- 
tainly would  save  more  than  its  cost. 

We  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  salary  of  a semi-permanent  man 
at  Hebronville  be  $1,200  per  year.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


During  the  past  year  we  have  made  a good  start  on  extending  our  under- 
ground system.  Cable  has  been  run  down  County  Street  to  East  Fourth  Street 
thereby  eliminating  all  overhead  Eire  Alarm  wires  on  W all  Street.  Two  poles 
on  South  Main  Street  and  one  on  Wall  Street  being  abandoned  and  taken  down 
together  with  a large  number  on  County  Street.  The  system  has  also  been 
extended  along  North  Main  Street  from  Park  Street  to  the  Interstate  Street 
Railway  Crossing  and  all  of  the  poles  and  overhead  wires  on  Sanford  Street  have 
been  taken  down.  Cable  was  also  run  on  Pank  Street  from  Sanford  Street  to 
Dean  Street  eliminating  the  use  of  one  pole  on  Bank  Street. 

There  is  at  present  about  100  miles  of  line  wire  in  the  system.  A large 
amount  of  the  old  overhead  wire  on  Pleasant  and  all  on  Lindsey  Streets  has  been 
renewed  and  the  line  placed  in  excellent  condition  at  this  point. 

Owing  to  the  Interstate  Street  Railway  Company  discontinuing  their 
direct  current  service  to  this  office,  a gasoline  driven  generator  had  to  be  purchased. 
This  machine  is  connected  to  the  battery  system  and  is  furnishing  excellent 
service,  safeguarding  the  system  from  any  serious  break  downs  that  the  local 
power  company  may  have  to  their  transmission  lines. 

I would  recommend  the  following  for  the  coming  year  of  1631  for  your 
consideration,  eight  additional  fire  alarm  boxes  to  be  located  as  follows:  Fifth 
and  Jefferson  Streets,  Bushee  and  Globe  Streets,  County  and  Read  Streets, 
Pavson  Street,  Commonwealth  Avenue  and  North  Alain  Street,  Oak  Hill  Avenue 
and  Locust  Street,  Oak  Hill  Avenue  and  Thurber  Avenue  and  West  and  Clifton 
Streets.  These  boxes  were  also  recommended  by  the  Council  but  the  money 


has  never  been  appropriated  for  same.

A BUILDING  PROGRAM 

The  new  school  building  for  Hebronville  recommended  in  my  report  two 
years  ago  has  now  been  completed  and  the  building  was  occupied  November  24, 
1930.  The  building  has  been  named  the  Joseph  Finberg  School  for  Mr.  Joseph 
Finberg  who  gave  the  lot  on  which  the  school  stands  and  who  has  always  been 
deeply  interested  in  the  welfare  of  all  the  children  of  Attleboro.  The  new 
building  replaces  the  old  five-room  building  erected  in  1884  and  the  two  portables 
bought  in  1920  and  1923.  Although  there  are  no  extra  rooms  in  the  building — 
all  rooms  being  occupied — it  is  expected  that  the  new  building  will  meet  the  needs 
of  the  community  for  a long  time  to  come.  The  fine  assembly  hall  seating  400 
people,  the  large  play  room  with  its  opportunity  for  basketball  and  indoor  games, 
and  the  excellent  equipment,  make  this  school  one  of  the  best  in  Attleboro  and 
gives  to  the  pupils  in  Hebronville  educational  advantages  which  they  have  lacked 
for  many  years.  The  school  is  an  educational  institution  but  its  most  important 
obligation  is  to  build  character  and  to  set  before  the  pupils  high  and  worthy 
ideals  of  right  living.  This  can  hardly  be  done  under  the  conditions  existing 
in  some  school  buildings  where  everything  surrounding  the  pupils  is  contrary 
to  the  ideals  we  wish  to  set  before  them.  I am  sure  that  in  a very  few  years 
the  up-lifting  influence  of  this  new  building  will  be  apparent  in  the  higher  standards 
of  living  in  the  community. 

At  the  same  time  that  a new  building  was  recommended  for  Hebronville, 
attention  was  called  to  the  pressing  needs  of  the  Washington  School  in  South 
Attleboro.  This  school  has  had  a steady  growth  and  although  pupils  have  been 
transferred  to  the  Lincoln  School  a number  of  times,  the  school  rapidly  fills 
up  again  each  time  it  is  relieved.  There  are  two  portables  connected  with  this 
school,  and  the  present  enrollment  averages  37  per  room  with  two  rooms  having 
an  enrollment  of  40  and  45  respectively. 

The  needs  of  South  Attleboro,  the  development  in  the  neighborhood  of 
the  Farmers  School,  and  the  petition  presented  to  the  Committee  by  residents 
in  the  center  of  the  city  asking  for  a new  building  to  replace  the  Sanford  Street 
buildings  combined  to  induce  the  Committee  to  have  made  a survey  of  the  schools 
by  one  familiar  with  such  work  so  that  the  whole  city  might  be  considered  and  a 
future  building  policy  determined.  To  carry  out  this  idea  an  appropriation  of 
$600  was  secured  and  Mr.  W.  R.  Greeley  of  Kilham,  Hopkins  and  Greeley,  archi- 
tects, Boston,  was  secured  to  make  the  survey.  Mr.  Greeley  began  his  work 
early  in  July  and  presented  his  report  to  the  Committee  September  15,  1930. 

Accompanying  Mr.  Greeley’s  report  were  plans  to  scale  of  every  school 
building  and  lot  in  Attleboro  and  a large  map  of  the  city  showing  the  present 
school  buildings  and  the  proposed  new  sites  recommended  by  him.  His  report 
will  be  printed  as  soon  as  funds  are  available  for  that  purpose. 


EDUCATIONAL  PROGRESS 

For  the  school  year  1929-1930  two  subjects  were  emphasized  in  all  the 
elementary  grades — reading  and  penmanship.  This  was  mentioned  in  my 
report  last  year.  In  reading,  tests  were  given  in  October  and  corresponding 
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tests  given  in  May.  The  scores  were  compared  and  the  gain  in  reading  ability 
measured.  The  results  were  very  satisfactory  and  showed  that  great  progress 
had  been  made  in  all  grades  during  the  year.  Thi*  was  seen  especially  in  the 
number  of  pupils  at  or  above  grade  in  October  compared  with  the  number  at 
or  above  grade  in  June.  A few  figures  show  the  surprising  gains  made.

These  tests  serve  the  purpose  of  setting  a definite  standard  for  each  school, 
and  enable  the  teacher  to  compare  her  work  with  all  others  of  the  same  grade  in 
the  city. 
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In  penmanship,  also,  the  results  secured  were  wonderful.  We  set  up  as 
the  standard  of  achievement  in  each  grade  the  attaining  of  the  Palmer  Penmanship 
award  by  50%  of  the  pupils  in  the  grade.  Each  time  any  awards  were  made 
all  schools  were  notified,  with  a summary  of  all  awards  to  date.  Teachers  who 
hesitated  to  send  in  papers  found  that  other  teachers  in  their  grade  were  getting 
awards,  so  they  were  encouraged  to  have  their  pupils  try  for  them.  As  a result, 
better  work  in  penmanship  was  done  last  year  than  ever  before.  Twenty-five 
pupils  in  Grade  VIII  secured  the  High  School  certificate,  and  many  pupils  secured 
the  award  for  the  next  higher  grade.  In  the  grades  below  the  High  School  there 
were  3,279  pupils  and  4,245  awards — 996  more  awards  than  pupils.

MEETING  INDIVIDUAL  NEEDS 

In  trying  to  meet  the  individual  needs  of  each  pupil  last  year  in  reading, 
each  class  was  divided  into  two,  three  or  four  groups  according  to  their  ability, 
and  each  group  was  given  the  kind  of  reading  suited  to  its  abilit}u  I am  sure 
this  plan  of  teaching  accounts  largely  for  the  progress  made.  If  this  same  plan 
could  be  put  into  effect  in  teaching  all  subjects,  the  results  would  surely  be 
surprising.  V ith  the  limitations  surrounding  each  teacher,  however  it  is  practi- 
cally impossible  to  use  this  procedure  in  more  than  one  subject  at  a time,  without 
having  a great  deal  of  confusion  in  class  work. 

Carrying  the  same  idea  over  into  the  High  School,  to  save  pupils  from 
failing  and  leaving  school  during  their  freshman  year  an  attempt  was  made  to 
choose  subjects  in  which  they  were  interested  and  which  they  had  ability  to 
complete. 
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la  March,  the  following  letter  was  sent  to  every  pupil  in  grade  eight:

To  Pupils  of  Grade  Eight: 

The  school  year  is  rapidly  passing  and  you  will  soon  be  asked  to  decide 
upon  your  next  year’s  work.  I take  it  for  granted  that  you  intend  to  enter 
High  School.  Much  of  your  success  in  High  School  will  depend  on  the  subjects 
you  select  and  your  preparation  for  them. 

If  you  are  planning  to  go  to  college  or  a technical  school  or  normal  school 
you  will  want  to  take  the  college  or  technical  curriculum.  This  means  you  will 
study  in  the  I igh  School  next  year  English,  Latin  or  French,  algebra,  and  ancient 
history.  The  marks  you  have  received  on  your  report  cards  in  language,  arith- 
metic, history  and  geography  will  be  good  indications  as  to  how  well  you  are 
prepared  to  continue  these  subjects  in  the  FI  igh  School.  If  your  marks  are 
“E”  or  “G”  you  should  not  have  any  trouble  next  year.  If  your  mark  is  “F” 
in  any  of  these  subjects  you  should  consider  very  carefully  before  making  your 
choice  of  subjects  and  should  consult  your  principal  before  making  your  decision. 

If  you  do  not  plan  to  go  to  college  or  normal  school,  you  may  be  interested 
in  the  commercial  or  domestic  arts  curriculums,  if  you  are  a girl;  or  in  the  manual 
arts  curriculum,  if  you  are  a boy.  The  commercial  curriculum  will  fit  you  for 
clerical  work,  and  includes  the  subjects  of  commercial  arithmetic,  penmanship, 
bookkeeping,  typewriting  and  stenography.  To  take  this  curriculum,  you 
should  be  good  in  language,  arithmetic  and  penmanship.  The  domestic  arts 
curriculum  and  the  manual  arts  curriculum  are  suited  to  girls  and  boys  who 
prefer  to  do  things  rather  than  study  books.  Cooking,  sewing,  elementary 
science,  community  civics,  manual  training  and  mechanical  drawing  are  some 
of  the  subjects  taken  the  first  year. 

I urge  you  very  strongly  to  go  to  High  School;  but  I also  urge  you  to  consider 
the  subjects  you  choose,  and  your  ability  to  master  them.  Pefore  making  any 
choice  at  all,  after  you  have  talked  with  your  parents,  consult  your  principal . 
You  will  be  asked  to  make  your  decision  some  time  in  April.

At  the  same  time  the  subjects  open  to  freshmen  were  arranged  in  courses 
and  these  courses  used  in  the  period  for  vocational  guidance  as  a basis  for  study. 
Teachers  explained  the  courses  and  pupils  were  encouraged  to  ask  questions 
about  any  subject  not  understood.  This  study  continued,  an  hour  a week, 
for  several  weeks,  thus  giving  pupils  plenty  of  time  to  become  acquainted  with 
each  subject  and  to  be  ready  when  the  time  came  in  May  to  choose  their  subjects 
wisely.  The  approval  of  the  grammar  school  principal  was  necessary,  and  he  and 
his  teachers  tried  to  save  pupils  from  choosing  subjects  they  could  not  master 
in  the  High  School.  The  subjects  were  arranged  in  suggestive  courses  as  follows:

As  a help  to  pupils,  parents  and  teachers  to  gauge  the  ability  of  pupils  to 
accomplish  successfully  the  work  of  the  High  School,  an  elective  blank  was  used 
on  which  was  placed  the  pupils’  marks  for  three  ranking  periods — six  months — 
in  the  four  important  subjects  on  which  high  school  depends,  language,  arithmetic, 
history,  and  geography,  and  side  of  these  the  subjects  desired  next  year  in  the 
High  School.  A pupil  who  had  difficulty  passing  arithmetic  could  hardly  hope 
to  solve  algebra;  a pupil  poor  in  language  might  expect  trouble  with  English. 
By  thus  showing  the  pupils  and  their  parents  somewhat  of  their  ability,  the  pupils 
chose  subjects  in  which  they  were  more  likely  to  succeed.  These  elective  cards 
also  help  the  teachers  in  the  High  School  to  understand  better  the  cause  of  pupil 
failures  there.  The  following  was  the  form  used:

As  a further  means  of  helping  freshmen,  a letter  was  sent  to  parents  in 
September,  offering  any  assistance  possible  on  the  part  of  the  High  School  to 
help  pupils  adjust  themselves  to  the  school.  Many  pupils  get  behind  and  fail 
during  the  first  month  or  two,  although  their  failure  may  not  be  apparent  till 
later  in  the  year.  If  pupils  can  be  helped  at  the  right  time  during  the  first  two 
months,  fewer  failures  would  result.  I am  sure  the  letter  was  appreciated : 

September  22,  1930 

To  Parents  of  High  School  Freshmen, 

Your  son  or  daughter  entered  High  School  as  a new  pupil  this  month.  He 
took  up  the  study  of  new  subjects,  with  new  teachers,  in  a building  with  which 
he  was  not  familiar,  and  in  a school  organization  to  which  he  was  not  accustomed. 
He  assumed  new  responsibilities  as  to  his  studies,  his  conduct,  and  his  school, 
and  began  one  of  the  most  important  periods  of  his  life.  The  success  or  failure 
of  many  pupils  depends  on  the  start  they  are  able  to  make.  It  takes  time  for 
new  pupils  to  adjust  themselves  to  the  school  and  the  new  conditions,  and  if  it 
takes  too  long,  pupils  are  likely  to  find  themselves  failing  by  the  end  of  the 
second  month. 

This  letter  is  written  in  the  hope  of  preventing  many  failures.  To  be  as 
helpful  as  possible  to  the  new  pupils,  teachers  have  been  appointed  as  advisers 
to  members  of  the  freshman  class.  The  teachers  are  anxious  to  assist  the  pupils 
in  any  way.  If  your  boy  or  girl  is  having  trouble  with  any  of  his  studies,  if  he 
does  not  understand  the  work  already  done,  if  there  is  anything  about  which 
he  needs  help,  ask  him  to  see  his  adviser,  his  teacher  or  the  principal  at  once. 
Help  given  now  may  be  worth  much  more  than  help  given  later.  If  parents 
will  do  their  part  in  seeing  that  home  study  is  faithfully  done,  the  school  will 
try  to  do  the  rest,  so  that  the  work  of  every  freshman  boy  or  girl  may  be  successful. 
Do  not  hesitate  to  call  on  the  school  for  help.

As  a further  help  to  pupils  in  the  High  School,  especially  freshmen,  each 
teacher  has  been  made  adviser  to  ten  freshmen.  Each  adviser  is  urged  to  become 

personally  acquainted  with  the  pupils  in  his  group,  and  to  encourage  friendly 
relations  between  them.  The  reports  reaching  me  last  year  showed  that  the 
teachers  were  earnestly  trying  to  carry  out  the  idea  and  were  meeting  with  unusual 
success.  No  report  of  the  work  this  fall  has  as  yet  been  made. 

A further  extension  of  the  idea  of  meeting  individual  needs  and  of  providing 
educational  opportunity  for  “all  the  children  of  all  the  people”  was  evident  in 
the  action  of  the  Committee  in  broadening  the  high  school  courses  and  the  intro- 
duction of  a new  subject.  The  success  of  a High  School  is  measured,  by  some 
people,  by  the  number  of  graduates  who  go  to  college  and  by  their  record  there. 
By  other  people,  the  success  of  a High  School  is  measured  by  the  number  of 
pupils  who  enter  the  school  and  complete  the  course,  whether  they  enter  college 
or  not.  In  other  words,  the  success  of  the  school  is  measured  by  its  power  to 
attract  and  hold  pupils.  It  is  hard  to  keep  the  high  school  from  becoming  simply 
a college  preparatory  school.  It  must  fit  pupils  for  college,  and  the  colleges 
dictate  what  that  preparation  shall  be.  At  the  same  time,  the  High  School, 
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supported  by  public  funds,  should  offer  to  every  pupil  of  hi^h  school  age  an  educa- 
tion suited  to  his  ability  and  meeting  his  individual  needs  so  far  as  funds  will 
allow  so  that  all  may  have  the  benefit  of  a high  school  education  and  thus  become 
worthier  citizens. 

W ith  the  idea  then  of  providing  a better  education  for  those  who  may  not 
be  going  to  college,  the  Committee  made  two  half  courses  into  full  courses, 
community  civics  and  general  science,  and  added  to  the  curriculum  a new  sub- 
ject, elementary  physics,  especially  intended  for  those  not  taking  the  college 
course.  At  the  same  time  an  attempt  was  made  to  build  up  courses  in  manual 
arts  for  boys  and  domestic  arts  for  girls,  and  to  make  all  pupils  feel  that  the 
school  was  interested  in  them  and  wanted  to  provide  the  kind  of  education  that 
would  be  most  effective  for  them.  I believe  that  all  these  measures,  taken  to 
insure  the  success  of  high  school  pupils,  are  producing  a better  understanding  of 
the  school  on  the  part  of  pupils  and  parents,  and  are  accomplishing  the  result 
they  were  intended  to  effect. 

Four  additional  teachers  were  added  to  the  corps  of  teachers  in  September- 
Two  were  needed  for  the  classes  for  retarded  pupils  opened  at  the  Lincoln  and 
the  Finberg  Schools  These  classes  are  required  by  law  and  have  long  been 
needed.  They  are  made  up  of  pupils  who  have  difficulty  in  doing  the  work 
of  the  regular  grade  and  need  special  help  and  a variety  of  lessons.  The  number 
in  the  class  is  small  and  the  teacher  has  opportunity  to  give  special  attention  to 
each  pupil.  The  individual  needs  of  the  pupils  are  being  cared  for.  One  extra 
teacher  was  needed  for  an  overcrowded  fourth  grade  at  the  V,  ashington  School, 
the  pupils  being  transferred  to  the  Lincoln  School  and  a new  room  opened  there. 
The  fourth  teacher  was  made  necessary  by  the  completion  of  the  Finberg  School 
and  the  placing  of  a single  grade  in  each  room. 

RESIGNATION  OF  TEACHERS 

The  number  of  changes  in  teachers  each  year  is  much  less  than  it  was  a 
number  of  years  ago.  This  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  there  is  a 
large  number  of  teachers,  unemployed,  seeking  positions,  and  also  that  many 
of  our  teachers  live  in  Attleboro.  Twelve  teachers  resigned  during  the  year,  one 
was  granted  leave  of  absence,  and  one  was  removed  by  death.  Stability  in 
the  teaching  corps  makes  educational  progress  easier.

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All  the  tests  that  have  been  given,  show  that  the  schools  are  doing  good 
work.  I believe  the  city  has  a right  to  be  proud  of  its  school  system.  Some 
of  the  buildings  are  not  all  that  could  be  de  fired.  I suppose  there  are  some 
people  in  the  department  who  are  more  interested  in  their  pay  check  than  in 
their  work.  This  is  not  true  however  of  the  great  majority.  I doubt  if  any 
school  system  has  a larger  proportion  of  teachers,  janitors  or  other  employees 
who  take  greater  interest  in  their  work,  who  have  more  pride  in  doing  their  work 
well,  or  who  are  constantly  trying  to  do  their  work  better.  This  condition 
exists  in  Attleboro  and  it  is  responsible  for  the  fine  feeling  in  the  schools  and 
for  the  progress  that  is  being  made.

Blue  Owl 

The  Blue  Owl  has  one  of  the  strongest  organizations  this  year  that  it  has 
had  for  a number  of  years.  About  twenty-five  per  cent  more  advertising  has 
been  sold  this  year  than  in  any  previous  year.  The  subscription  list  has  been 
increased  by  about  one  hundred  twenty-five  new  subscribers. 
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Blue  Owl  Assembly 

The  pupils  are  given  an  opportunity  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  learn 
something  about  the  Literary  Association.  This  is  done  by  placing  the  Blue 
Owl  Staff  in  charge  of  one  of  the  morning  assemblies.  All  members  of  the  staff 
have  seats  on  the  platform. 

This  year  the  assembly  period  was  opened  by  Basil  Simms  ’32  who  conducted 
the  devotional  exercises.  This  was  followed  by  a bassoon  solo  by  Lois  Studley  ’31. 
The  Editor-in-Chief,  Philip  Athanas  ’31,  introduced  his  own  assistants  and  heads 
of  the  various  departments  who  explained  the  work  of  their  department.  This 
seems  to  be  an  excellent  method  of  interesting  pupils  in  the  Literary  Association. 


Mechanical  Drawing 

This  work  during  the  past  year  has  been  more  closely  correlated  with  the 
work  in  the  Manual  Training  Department  than  has  been  the  custom  during  the 
past  few  years. 

As  far  as  possible,  drawings  are  made  of  the  projects  in  the  Manual  Training 
Department.  This  work  is  taught  from  an  educational  standpoint  and  deals 
entirely  with  practical  subjects. 

The  work  of  the  freshman  year  consists  of:  Working  drawings,  tracings; 
blue  prints,  intersections,  developments  as  used  in  sheet-metal  work,  isometric 
views,  and  very  elementary  house  planning. 

The  work  of  the  sophomore  year  deals  with:  Machine  designs  in  simplest 
form,  also  cam  and  gear  designs. 

In  the  last  two  years  the  work  deals  with  individual  problems  in  architectural, 
drawings  and  cost  estimates. 


Wentworth  Institute 

Wentworth  Institute  in  Boston  held  a Visitor’s  Day  Thurdsay,  March  20, 
1930.  Fourteen  boys  from  the  High  School  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Spatcher 
spent  the  day  in  the  shops  and  laboratories  which  were  in  operation  for  the  benefit 
of  the  visitors.

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Dressmaking  Exhibit 

The  members  of  the  dressmaking  classes  held  an  exhibit  in  the  assembly 
June  19,  1930  of  the  dresses  made  during  the  year.

Dramatic  Club 

The  Dramatic  Club  has  increased  its  membership  from  fifty-five  last  year 
to  seventy-five  this  year. 

At  each  monthly  meeting  it  is  planned  to  present  a one-act  play.  Members 
are  encouraged  to  read  worth  while  plays  and  review  them  for  the  club. 

Such  a club  can  justify  its  existence  if,  besides  affording  enjoyment,  it 
helps  towards  the  establishment  of  individual  taste  and  discrimination  in  dramatic 
entertainment. 

The  Hi-Y  Club 

Nine  years  ago  this  September,  a group  of  resolute  young  men,  under  the 
guidance  of  Mr.  Osmond  Coburn,  founded  what  is  known  as  the  Hi-Y  Club. 
The  chief  purpose  of  this  club  was,  “To  Create  and  Maintain  throughout  the 
School  and  Community,  High  Ideals  of  Christian  Character.” 

Membership  was  limited  to  the  boys  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  classes.  This 
club  now  has  a yearly  membership  of  forty-five  alert,  hard  working  members. 
It  carries  on  an  extensive  program  in  the  school  and  community. 

Each  year  at  the  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  seasons  the  Hi-Y"  Club  gives 
a basket  to  some  needy  family. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  the  Hi-Yr  holds  a Faculty  Banquet.  This 
is  a get-together  of  the  teachers  of  the  Attleboro  High  School  and  the  boys 
of  the  Hi-Y  Club.  The  chief  purpose  of  this  meeting  is  to  get  the  teachers 
and  pupils  more  intimately  acquainted  with  each  other. 
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One  of  the  most  interesting  works  of  the  Hi-Y  is  carried  on  by  its  Gospel 
Team.  This  team  is  composed  of  five  or  six  young  men  who  visit  the  churches 
in  and  around  Attleboro  and  take  part  in  the  church  services. 

The  Hi-Y  Club  closes  its  season  with  a Sport  Dance  at  the  High  School. 
This  is  one  of  the  most  outstanding  socials  of  the  school  year  and  puts  a fitting 
climax  to  an  extensive  program. 


The  Debating  Club 

The  Debating  Club  has  been  holding  its  meetings  this  year  every  month. 
The  Club  has  secured  many  new  members  and  at  present  has  a membership 
of  about  forty. 

Debates  have  been  held  in  the  following  subjects: 

‘ ‘Resolved,  that  further  limitations  of  armaments  is  a necessary  step  toward 
peace”,  and  “Resolved,  that  the  compulsory  school  education  age  be  raised  to 
eighteen.” 

The  Club  has  joined  a League  sponsored  by  Boston  University  to  aid  High 
School  debating.  This  League  will  send  student  coaches  when  necessary,  material 
for  debates  on  subjects  chosen  by  the  League,  and  also  will  arrange  for  debates 
to  be  held  between  High  Schools. 


The  French  Club 

Membership  in  Le  Cercle  Francais  is  limited  to  students  of  the  advanced 
classes  in  French  who  maintain  an  average  of  “B.” 

Meetings  are  held  the  second  Thursday  of  each  month.  A definite  program 
which  can  be  conducted  in  French  is  prepared  by  the  students  for  each  meeting. 
Readings,  plays,  games,  and  songs,  as  well  as  various  instructive  material  con- 
cerning the  history,  the  institutions,  and  the  customs  of  the  French  people  make 
up  these  programs. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  club  to  give  to  the  student  increased  opportunity 
for  using  the  language  which  he  is  studying  in  the  class  room. 


High  School  Library 

This  year  we  are  offering  an  extensive  course  in  the  use  of  the  library.  Each 
division  of  the  freshman  class  comes  to  the  library  for  five  consecutive  lessons 
in  the  use  of  the  card  catalog,  dictionaries,  encyclopedias  and  special  reference  books. 
A new  text,  “Find  It  Yourself”  is  used  and  each  student  is  required  to  do  work 
in  the  library  which  will  require  him  to  become  familiar  with  library  tools.  It 
is  hoped  that  this  course  will  help  students  to  use  all  libraries  intelligently  and 
efficiently. 

All  classes  of  workers  are  demanding  an  ever  increasing  amount  of  leisure. 
As  part  of  the  program  of  the  school  to  prepare  its  students  to  use  this  leisure 
advantageously,  we  try  to  establish  an  interest  in  good  literature  and  current 
events.  A subscription  to  the  Junior  Literary  Guild  this  year  has  aided  us  in 
this  purpose  by  bringing  to  the  library  each  month  one  new,  interesting  book 
of  literary  value.  A larger  appropriation  for  books  would  help  in  this  work. 

Another  objective  for  this  year  is  an  addition  to  our  collection  of  books 
and  material  about  vocations.  We  are  anxious  to  secure  recent  and  accurate 
information  about  as  many  specific  vocations  as  possible  in  order  to  help  with 
the  program  of  vocational  guidance.

Commercial  Department 

The  curriculum  of  the  commercial  course  remains  unchanged  from  that  of 
last  year.  Commercial  arithmetic  and  penmanship  and  spelling  are  required 
of  all  freshmen,  commercial  geography,  typewriting  and  bookkeeping  of  all 
sophomores,  bookkeeping  or  stenography  and  typewriting  of  all  juniors,  and 
economics,  commercial  law  and  either  accountancy  or  stenography  and  type- 
writing of  all  seniors.  The  combined  enrollment  of  these  classes  at  present 
numbers  over  eight  hundred,  the  largest  registration  being  in  the  freshman  classes. 
The  senior  class  of  twenty-five  in  stenography  and  typewriting  is  the  largest 
which  we  have  had  for  a number  of  years. 

Two  pieces  of  equipment  have  been  added  to  our  typewriting  room  during 
the  year — a Dalton  adding  maching  and  a duplicator. 

As  an  incentive  to  better  work  the  pupils  have  been  encouraged  to  work 
for  awards  in  stenography,  typewriting  and  penmanship.  As  a result  of  the 
new  ruling  whereby  no  pupil  can  secure  credits  in  penmanship  unless  he  earns  a 
High  School  certificate,  the  number  of  High  School  certificates  earned  last  year 
was  much  larger  than  ever  before.  Many  pupils  earned  certificates  and  pins 
offered  by  the  typewriter  companies  for  writing  at  a given  rate  of  speed  with 
accuracy.  This  service  offered  by  the  typewriter  companies  has  been  discon- 
tinued this  fall,  much  to  the  disappointment  of  many  pupils  who  were  looking 
forward  to  a higher  award  this  year.  All  the  members  of  last  year’s  senior 
stenography  class  earned  certificates  in  the  sixty  and  eighty-word  transcription 
tests. 

The  Commercial  Club  which  was  organized  last  year  for  juniors  and  seniors 
taking  the  commercial  course  held  monthly  meetings  during  the  winter  and 
spring  with  an  average  attendance  of  twenty-five.  The  club  was  fortunate  in 
securing  for  two  of  its  meetings  the  following  speakers,  Miss  Hamilton  of  the 
First  National  Bank  and  Mr.  \\  atson,  agent  for  the  New  England  Life  Insurance 
Company.  Educational  movies  were  enjoyed  at  another  meeting. 

In  order  to  improve  the  work  in  bookkeeping  I recommend  that  it  be  changed 
from  an  unprepared  subject  of  2 1/2  credits  to  a prepared  subject  giving  5 credits. 
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Curricula  Changes 


Elementary  Science  has  been  changed  from  a one  semester  subject  to  a 
subject  requiring  two  semesters.  Community  Civics  which  was  a one  semester 
subject  has  been  changed  to  Civics  and  Vocations  and  requires  two  semesters’ 
work.  A Manual  Arts  Curriculum  has  been  formed  for  the  freshman  year.

Radio  Club 

A radio  club  was  organized  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year.  Member- 
ship is  open  to  any  pupil  in  the  High  School  who  is  interested  in  radio. 

Meetings  are  held  each  Wednesday  evening  at  seven  o’clock. 

The  club  is  making  a study  of  short  wave  radio  apparatus  and  has  constructed 
a short  wave  receiving  and  sending  set.  The  class  has  heard  many  foreign 
stations  including  England,  South  America,  and  Cuba,  on  the  set. 

Fifteen  members  of  the  class  are  preparing  for  the  amateur  tests  which  will 
give  them  the  right  to  operate  a short  wave  code  station. 

The  club  expects  to  receive  a license  to  operate  its  transmitter.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  CONTINUATION  SCHOOL 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  following  is  my  eleventh  annual  report  as  Director  of  the  Attleboro 
Continuation  School,  and  is  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1930. 

The  activities  at  this  school  are  along  the  same  general  plan  that  was  out- 
lined to  considerable  extent  in  my  last  report.  The  school  is  running  along 
smoothly.  It  has  met  the  requirements  by  the  State  Department,  and  the 
following  courses  have  its  approval:  Academic.  Household  Mechanics,  Wood- 
working, Child  Care,  Clothing,  Foods  and  Home  Nursing. 

The  annual  banquet  in  May  was  given  to  the  members  of  the  school  board? 
a representative  of  the  Attleboro  Daily  Sun,  and  Miss  Anna  Kloss,  State  Super- 
visor of  Teacher-Training.  The  objective  of  this  banquet  was  to  demonstrate 
to  those  present  what  had  been  taught  the  girls  during  the  year  in  preparing 
and  serving  meals.  The  demonstration  was  so  well  executed  that  the  instructors 
and  students  received  high  commendation  from  the  guests. 

From  time  to  time  we  have  placed  quite  a number  of  girls  in  homes  as 
mothers’  helpers.  So  well  trained  are  they  at  the  school  that  their  employment 
has  been  satisfactory  in  nearly  all  the  cases.  We  have  more  calls  for  this  kind 
of  help  than  we  can  fill.  We  like  to  have  the  girls  enter  this  kind  of  employment 
as  we  feel  it  will  best  supplement  what  they  have  been  taught  here,  and  will  fit 
them  for  real  homemakers. 

The  one  outstanding  accomplishment  undertaken  this  year  was  the  project 
to  completely  renovate  the  principal’s  office.  A study  of  the  room  was  made 
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and  it  was  decided  that  there  should  be  a new  floor,  that  the  ceiling  and  walls 
should  be  redecorated,  the  woodwork  cleaned  and  varnished,  the  window  sash 
drawn,  the  open  bookcases  built  over  and  enclosed,  new  shades  and  curtains 
for  the  windows  and  electric  lights  installed. 

The  real  work  on  the  project  had  to  be  preceded  by  extensive  study  and 
training.  The  pupils  studied  the  exposure  of  the  room  and  decided  on  the 
color  of  the  ceiling  and  walls.  They  interviewed  a decorator  and  let  the  contract 
for  the  work.  The  next  question  was  what  kind  of  floor  to  lay  in  regard  to  ex- 
pense and  service.  They  obtained  the  price  and  learned  the  durability  of  lino- 
leum, inquired  the  price  of  a hardwood  floor  and  the  best  kind  of  wood  to  use. 
They  finally  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  an  oak  floor  would  be  much  cheaper 
than  linoleum,  and  that  a great  deal  of  training  would  be  obtained  in  laying  it. 
When  the  floor  was  completed,  sanded,  filled  and  varnished  it  was  a job  well 
worthy  of  much  more  experienced  workers. 

The  next  object  of  their  attention  was  the  woodwork  and  office  furniture 
To  remove  the  old  varnish  and  put  on  new  without  marring  the  newly  decorated 
walls  required  unusual  care.  The  window  sash  was  repainted.  The  building 
of  the  bookcases  and  supply  closets  with  glass  doors  entailed  a great  many  opera- 
tions. They  learned  the  importance  of  exact  measuring,  and  received  training 
in  sawing,  planing,  setting  glass,  making  mortice  and  tenon  joints,  and  squaring 
and  hanging  doors. 

The  girls  went  to  the  store  with  the  instructors,  bought  the  shades  and 
selected  the  materials  for  the  draperies,  and  the  curtains  for  the  bookcases. 
Practically  all  the  girls  took  part  in  making  and  hanging  the  curtains  and  draperies. 
They  selected  the  fibre  rug  for  the  center  of  the  room,  the  electric  light  fixtures, 
and  made  new  pillows  for  the  couch. 

When  the  boys  and  girls  had  finished  their  objective  there  was  a remarkable 
change  in  the  appearance  of  the  office. 

After  the  office  was  completed,  Mrs.  Abbie  C.  Hill,  principal  of  the  Tiffany 
School,  visited  it  and  was  so  well  pleased  with  the  improvements  made  that  she 
asked  if  we  could  send  a committee  of  girls  from  the  continuation  school  to  look 
over  her  office  and  teachers’  room  and  offer  suggestions  in  regard  to  making 
them  more  attractive.  We  gladly  sent  the  committee.  They  made  suggestions 
which  were  accepted  and  their  plans  were  put  into  effect.  They  themselves 
had  no  small  part  in  the  actual  work  of  making  the  improvements. 

The  project  method  of  teaching  is  very  good  procedure  to  follow  whenever 
possible.  The  pupils  come  into  contact  with  actualities.  They  learn  the  im- 
portance of  correct  figuring,  correct  measurements,  and  good  letter  writing.  They 
receive  practice  in  buying,  in  letting  contracts,  and  in  judging  values.  We  as 
instructors  when  doing  this  kind  of  work  realize  more  and  more  that  boys  and 
girls  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  sixteen  under  proper  direction  can  ac- 
complish a great  deal  more  than  is  generally  expected  of  them,  and  that  they 
become  greatly  interested  in  the  right  kind  of  projects. 

In  closing  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  who  have  helped  to  make 
the  continuation  school  work  pleasant  and  progressive.

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REPORT  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  AMERICANIZATION 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

This  is  my  eighth  annual  report  as  Director  of  Americanization.  It  covers 
the  period  from  December  1,  1929  to  December  1,  1930.  It  is  necessarily  much 
the  same,  except  in  minor  details,  as  the  reports  submitted  in  past  years. 

As  usual  my  activities  covered  many  phases  of  citizenship  work,  the  more 
important  of  which  included  class  and  private  instruction  and  the  filling  out  of 
citizenship  application  forms. 

A summary  of  the  work  for  the  year  is  as  follows:

Visited  Washington  and  Lincoln  Schools  and  spoke  to  pupils  about  assisting 
parents  with  citizenship  papers — later  spent  two  evenings  in  each  school  filling 
out  papers. 

Other  unclassified  services  included  distribution  of  literature  in  person  and 
by  mail,  record  of  entry  to  United  States  obtained,  notices  and  articles  written 
to  the  Attleboro  Sun,  assistance  rendered  to  those  who  failed  to  qualify  for  citizen- 
ship at  Taunton,  a business  letter  in  Spanish  translated,  information  given 
relative  to  securing  passports,  to  visiting  in  Canada,  to  registration  of  voters, 
to  admission  to  U.  S.  extra  quota,  to  new  law  concerning  status  of  native  born 
woman  married  to  an  alien,  to  starting  classes  for  aliens  in  Norton. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  this  work  covers  a wide  range  of  activities. 
One  must  be  prepared  either  to  give  help  or  refer  the  applicant  to  some  source 
of  help.  It  has  been  my  earnest  endeavor  to  serve  each  seeker  as  fully  as  possible 
and  to  secure  the  desired  results  if  within  my  power.  In  some  instances  this 
has  required  much  time  and  persistent  effort.  One  case  will  illustrate.  It 
concerns  a gentleman  who  came  here  many  years  ago,  arriving  as  a sailor  and 
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at  last  settling  here.  When  work  became  dull  he  went  to  Canada  for  a time  and 
returned  later.  No  record  of  his  original  arrival  could  be  found  and  no  citizen- 
ship papers  could  be  secured  without  one.  After  much  correspondence  with 
the  naturalization  officials  and  much  questioning  of  the  man  himself,  it  was 
found  that  he  had  the  proper  passport  records  from  the  Swedish  consulate  in 
Canada,  issued  when  he  returned  to  the  U.  S.  from  his  stay  there.  This  man 
obtained  his  final  citizenship  certificate  in  September  and  he  and  his  wife  were 
proud  and  happy  voters  in  the  recent  city  election.  Both  are  extremely  grate- 
ful for  the  service  rendered.  It  is  a source  of  great  satisfaction  to  me  to  see 
frequently,  about  the  city,  those  whom  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  assist  to 
citizenship. 

There  have  been  some  calls  from  persons  out  of  town,  from  North  Attleboro, 
Mansfield,  Seekonk.  and  Norton.  In  each  case  the  same  assistance  was  given 
as  if  they  had  been  within  the  city  limits.  In  fact  it  might  almost  be  said  that 
the  scope  of  this  work  recognizes  no  territorial  limits. 

In  September,  two  young  ladies  from  Wheaton  College  called  to  ask  how 
to  go  about  organizing  classes,  as  they  contemplated  opening  some  at  Norton. 
Recently  I learned  that  classes  have  been  started  there  under  their  direction. 

Under  the  new  law,  requirements  for  citizenship  are  more  exacting.  Two 
photographs  of  the  applicant,  of  very  definite  specifications,  a post  office  money 
order,  and  any  records  such  as  passports,  must  accompany  the  application 
form.  These  exacting  requirements  make  it  necessary  for  each  applicant  to 
call  twice  before  the  preparation  of  his  papers  is  completed.  Experience  has 
shown  that  applicants  make  errors  in  some  of  these  details  if  left  to  themselves, 
so  that  extra  oversight  is  needed  to  save  both  time  and  trouble.  All  this  to- 
gether with  the  increased  fees  has  no  doubt  deterred  many  from  taking  out  their 
papers.  I know  of  some  wffio,  after  learning  the  cost,  decided  not  to  continue. 
In  order  to  lessen  the  expense  to  those  who  apply,  it  has  been  my  endeavor 
to  have  one  session  of  the  naturalization  court  brought  back  to  Attleboro,  as 
in  former  years.  To  this  end  I have  enlisted  the  aid  of  our  representative, 
Dr.  Holden,  our  state  senator,  Mr.  Moran,  and  the  Republican  City  Committee. 
As  yet  the  result  is  not  known,  but  earnest  efforts  are  being  made.  If  this  is 
successful  it  will  benefit  people  of  Attleboro,  North  Attleboro,  Mansfield  and 
Norton,  who  might  wish  to  become  citizens. 

During  the  year,  the  citizenship  class  visited  the  polling  place  and  a council 
session,  after  which  the  work  of  both  places  was  explained  and  discussed  in 
class.  It  is  my  purpose  to  invite  men  holding  various  civic  positions,  to  speak 
to  the  class  during  the  coming  year. 

On  invitation  of  the  Republican  City  Committee  the  class  attended  a banquet 
as  guests  of  that  organization. 

Twenty  persons  who  had  been  at  some  time  connected  with  the  class,  re- 
ceived citizenship  certificates  in  September  and  March  at  Taunton.  These 
persons  are  taught  in  class,  not  simply  the  answers  to  the  questions  concerning 
history  and  government  which  the  naturalization  examiner  may  ask  them,  but 
are  given  as  much  as  instruction  can  give  the  meaning,  the  purpose  and  the  spirit 
of  that  which  we  call  our  American  form  of  government.  Classes  vary  from  year 
to  year  in  intelligence  and  interest.  This  year  the  class  is  unusually  alert. 

Every  possible  source  of  supply  of  citizenship  literature  is  used.  This 
year  some  very  helpful  material  was  obtained  from  the  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars.  There  are  many  civic  and  patriotic  organizations  which  are  glad  to  furnish 
such  matter  free. 

It  is  a source  of  great  satisfaction  to  me  to  have  been  able  to  open  a school 
at  South  Attleboro.  Forty-three  people  have  enrolled  and  two  classes  are  organ- 
ized. The  attendance  has  been  excellent.  Only  four  sessions  were  held  to 
December  1st.  The  first  night  sixteen  attended,  the  next  night  thirty-two  and  this 
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average  has  been  kept.  Beginners  English  is  taught  in  one  class  and  intermediate 
English  in  the  other.  The  interest  is  keen  and  I believe  would  justify  us  in 
opening  two  nights  per  week. 

During  July  there  were  many  calls  made  upon  me,  an  average  of  one  a day. 
Many  of  these  were  by  persons  who  contemplated  a vacation  in  Canada  and  were 
anxious  to  be  certain  of  being  allowed  to  return. 

Although  immigration  from  Europe  is  reduced,  there  is  no  reduction  from 
Canada,  and  many  Canadians  are  now  seeking  citizenship.  This  is  due  in  part 
to  a policy  adopted  in  some  places,  of  employing  only  those  who  are  citizens. 
In  this  time  of  business  depression  this  seems  only  fair  to  our  own  people.  Then, 
too,  lack  of  employment  has  brought  some  to  a realization  of  their  handicap 
through  lack  of  education.  They  now  seek  to  remedy  this  and  are  enrolling  in 
evening  school  classes.  The  state  is  promoting  a plan  which  is  intended  to 
supply  further  and  specialized  work  for  continued  study  to  four  classes  of  people, 
namely: 

1.  Pupils  in  advanced  classes  of  adult  aliens. 

2.  Graduates  of  Americanization  classes. 

3.  Men  and  women  who  feel  the  need  of  further  education  along  special 
lines. 

4.  Adults  unemployed  or  “misfits”  in  their  jobs. 

The  plan  which  is  too  lengthy  to  discuss  here  is  being  recommended  by  the 
Commission  on  Enrichment  of  Adult  Life.  Its  purpose,  as  expressed  in  the 
name,  is  to  give  greater  opportunity  to  adults  to  enrich  their  lives  by  study 
along  chosen  lines.  I believe  this  is  worth  while  and  should  be  given  wide  publicity 
to  the  end  that  many  in  Attleboro  may  take  advantage  of  it.

During  the  coming  year  I would  like  to  see  the  school  at  South  Attleboro 
opened  two  nights  a week  instead  of  one.  I believe  it  would  also  be  helpful 
if  some  plan  could  be  worked  out  along  the  lines  suggested  by  the  Committee 
on  Enrichment  of  Adult  Life,  so  that  courses  might  be  offered  in  many  subjects 
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to  those  adults  who  wished  to  continue  their  education  along  special  lines.  This 
might  necessitate  the  opening  of  another  class  similar  to  that  taught  by  Miss 
Palmer. 

In  my  own  class  work  it  would  be  very  helpful  to  have  a set  of  specially 
selected  slides  on  History  and  Civics.  These  would  be  useful,  not  only  to  me 
in  this  work  but  could  be  used  to  good  advantage  in  the  upper  grades  and  high 
school  classes.  I wish  some  way  might  be  found  to  obtain  such  a collection. 

In  closing  this  report  I desire  to  thank  the  editor  of  the  Attleboro  Sun  for 
his  cheerful  cooperation  in  the  publicity  which  he  has  always  been  so  willing 
to  give  the  citizenship  work.  I desire  also  to  express  my  gratitude  to  you  and  to 
the  committee  for  the  interest  and  support  you  have  given,  especially  in  the  matter 
of  opening  the  school  at  South  Attleboro.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Someone  has  said  that  “Music  is  a joy  forever”  and  to  write  a report  of  the 
music  activities  of  the  pupils  in  the  Attleboro  schools  is  to  tell  of  the  joy  of  the 
children  in  participating  in  that  part  of  the  school  program  which  they  can  so 
well  perform,  and  that  is  singing. 

Beginning  with  the  first  grade,  action  songs,  and  other  songs  of  childish 
interest  are  taught,  emphasis  being  laid  on  the  development  of  tone  purity  and 
good  articulation.  Special  help  is  given  to  those  who  are  deficient  in  pitch, 
in  order  to  bring  them  into  the  realm  of  music.  This  in  the  majority  of  cases  is 
accomplished  although  there  may  be  exceptional  cases  where  due  to  heredity, 
environment,  or  physical  defect  this  may  be  retarded,  we  find  that  the  association 
with  singing  children  and  a patient  teacher  the  pupil  learns  to  sing  in  tune  with 
the  rest  of  the  class. 

Though  learning  to  sing  is  the  principal  function  of  Music  in  the  schools, 
there  is  an  effort  made  to  teach  the  pupil  to  read  music.  This  is  started  in  the 
second  grade,  through  the  use  of  simple  exercises  in  which  class  and  indiviual 
recitations  are  combined.  This  method  is  continued  in  the  third  and  fourth 
grades.  Two  part  singing  is  added  in  the  fifth  grade,  and  three  part  singing  in 
the  sixth  and  seventh  grades. 

In  the  eighth  grade  we  are  able  to  begin  the  study  of  four  part  singing. 

If  singing  is  the  finest  thing  a pupil  can  do  in  music,  then  I think  something 
has  been  accomplished  for  in  all  the  schools  of  the  city,  the  children  sing  well 
sing  in  tune  and  sing  as  children  should  sing.  This  is  due  to  the  intelligent 
cooperation  of  the  regular  teacher  in  bringing  the  joy  of  singing  into  the  lives 
of  the  pupils. 

In  all  school  buildings  where  there  is  an  assembly  hall,  singing  has  become 
one  of  the  greatest  inspirational  exercises,  where  it  is  possible  to  measure  the 
music  work  of  the  grades,  and  to  see  the  great  value  of  that  work  in  its  relation  to 
the  good  of  the  school  as  a whole.  V hen  the  entire  school  sings,  patriotic  songs 
seem  to  inspire  us  to  a greater  service  to  our  country.  Christmas  music  seems 
more  beautiful,  and  the  great  hymns  and  folk  songs  of  our  generation  take  on  a 
new  and  deeper  meaning. 

The  interest  in  musical  instruments  in  the  grades  is  one  of  continual  growth. 

The  Bliss,  Sanford,  Richardson,  Tiffany  and  Lincoln  Schools  have  formed 
orchestra  groups  which  are  of  value  in  keeping  alive  the  spirit  of  music.  The 
Bliss  School  has  also  a harmonica  band  that  helped  to  add  variety  to  the  school 
programs. 

I have  always  believed  that  it  was  beneficial  and  not  detrimental  to  the 
educational  life  of  a pupil  to  associate  himself  with  some  form  of  instrumental 
music,  therefore  I have  encouraged  any  and  all  effort  that  appears  to  bring  him 
in  closer  touch  with  music. 


High  School 

Music  in  the  High  School  has  been  of  unusual  interest  this  year,  because 
we  are  now  enjoying  the  opportunity  of  hearing  the  entire  school  in  assembly 
singing.  This  has  been  made  possible  through  the  use  of  a song  book  for  each 
pupil  and  the  music  accompaniment  of  the  large  orchestra.  This  exercise  is 
one  that  is  enjoyed  by  pupils  and  teachers  alike  at  the  morning  assembly  and 
is  at  times  very  inspirational. 

The  Glee  Club  meets  once  a week  after  school  hours  and  devotes  its  time 
to  the  study  of  part  singing.  It  also  takes  a very  important  part  in  the  annual 
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concert  and  is  available  for  any  special  occasions  where  vocal  music  is  needed. 
The  Glee  Club  received  high  commendation  for  its  singing  of  the  incidental 
music  for  the  pageant  presented  by  the  schools  at  the  Tercentenary  Celebration. 

The  High  School  orchestra  graduates  from  its  ranks  every  year  from  ten 
to  fifteen  members.  This  is  of  course  a great  set  back  as  far  as  musical  growth 
is  concerned,  but  we  have  been  fortunate  in  having  enough  of  younger  players  to 
take  their  places,  and  we  attempt  to  carry  on  using  the  best  music  that  it  is 
possible  for  them  to  play.  The  orchestra  is  used  at  all  school  affairs  and  also 
gives  one  of  the  best  public  concerts  of  the  season.  I am  not  ready  to  change 
my  policy  in  regard  to  the  orchestra  and  though  many  musicians  do  not  agree 
with  me  I still  believe  that  the  orchestra  should  give  the  opportunity  to  play  to 
all  pupils  who  wish  to  do  so. 

That  the  orchestra  is  of  great  interest  to  the  musical  people  of  the  city  is 
evident  from  the  donations  from  time  to  time  of  new  music  from  various  people 
and  the  special  gift  this  year  of  a Boehm  flute  from  the  Chaminade  Club.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  in  the  past  our  objective  is  to  develop  the  power  of  appreciation,  and  to 
encourage  creative  work.  We  do  not  limit  appreciation  to  our  picture  study, 
but  are  trying  to  get  the  children  to  feel  the  importance  of  art  in  life,  and  find 
that  the  principles  we  emphasize  in  school  problems  exist  in  the  outside  things 
within  their  range.  Creative  work  leads  also  to  appreciation,  for  after  the  child 
has  produced  he  is  more  interested  in  the  expression  of  others. 

Our  drawing  course  changes  somewhat  every  year  in  the  application  of 
principles.  We  are  always  trying  for  problems  in  which  the  child  is  interested. 

Sometimes  the  room  teacher  suggests  a project  correlating  some  other 
subject.  We  are  very  glad  to  cooperate,  feeling  that  the  best  way  to  teach  art 
is  when  a special  need  for  it  is  felt. 

Last  year  we  experimented  with  large  brush  painting  in  some  of  the  first 
grades.  The  work  proved  attractive  and  beneficial  so  we  are  planning  to  give 
more  children  a chance  to  express  themselves  in  a large,  quick  way.  I believe 
this  broad,  quick  way  of  working  offers  many  interesting  opportunities  in  other 
grades. 

The  exhibit  of  art  work  held  at  the  armory  showed  an  emphasis  on  free 
expression  and  creative  design. 

During  October  our  work  was  in  line  with  the  Tercentenary  idea.  Different 
phases  of  colonial  life  was  taken  up  in  different  grades  to  give  the  children  through 
drawing  and  cutting  a knowledge  of  our  country’s  early  history.  Some  of  this 
work  was  displayed  in  the  window  of  the  Attleboro  Steam  and  Electric  Company 
at  the  time  of  the  Tercentenary  celebration  in  the  city. 

There  have  been  special  meetings  to  look  over  work  with  new  teachers. 

With  the  assistant  supervisor,  I attended  the  Eastern  Arts  Teachers  Associa' 
tion  meeting  in  Boston,  also  a conference  called  by  the  Department  of  Education- 
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The  high  school  classes  are  smaller  than  they  have  been  lor  a number  of 
years.  This  gives  me  a chance  to  keep  in  closer  touch  with  grade  work. 

In  the  high  school  as  in  the  grades  we  are  trying  to  increase  the  child’s 
power  of  expression  in  drawing  and  design. 

The  crafts  we  use  to  stimulate  creative  ability  are  block  printing  on  paper 
and  textiles,  and  leather  work. 

With  the  limited  time  given  to  drawing  in  a high  school  course,  not  much 
skill  can  be  acquired,  so  I feel  that  the  training  should  be  mostly  for  judgment 
and  appreciation.  It  is  a problem  that  is  being  given  much  thought.

REPORT  OF  THE  TEACHER  OF  SEWING 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  the  work  in  sewing  was  introduced  into  our  schools  in  1910,  and  has  been 
quite  fully  reported  every  year  since,  little  that  is  different,  remains  to  be  said. 

Not  that  the  work  and  the  methods  of  teaching  do  not  change  but  the 
underlying  principles  are  always  the  same  and  on  these  we  build  our  work,  varying 
it  from  year  to  year  to  meet  new  problems  and  adapting  it  to  the  modes  and 
needs  of  the  pupil. 

We  feel  that  our  years  of  experience  in  the  work  have  enabled  us  to  plan  a 
course  both  useful  and  practical,  as  it  must  be  to  be  of  any  benefit  to  the  girls. 

One  of  the  first  essentials  in  the  teaching  of  any  subject  is  enthusiasm  for 
the  work  so  each  individual  part  of  the  work  is  made  as  interesting  as  possible. 

The  following  schedule  has  been  followed:  Principles  of  sewing  taught  to 
beginners  and  applied  to  simple  projects.  Review  of  principles  in  the  higher 
grades,  mending,  and  the  making  of  useful  household  articles  and  garments. 
After  the  drill  and  review  work  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades,  a marked  improve- 
ment can  be  noticed  in  the  seventh  and  eighth,  in  precision,  neatness  and  the 
expeditious  manner  of  performing  the  work. 

The  supplementary  work  has  been  the  making  of  dust  covers  for  tables 
and  desks,  hemming  towels  and  dish  cloths  for  the  lunch  rooms  and  mending 
flags.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  important  that  a reasonable  amount  of  physical  education  should  be 
required  of  every  pupil  in  our  public  schools.  It  is  equally  important  that  this 
training  should  enlist  the  enthusiasm  and  interest  of  each  pupil,  not  primarily 
in  keeping  healthy,  but  in  the  doing  of  things  having  intrinsic  objective  interest, 
whose  performance  will  insure  good  health. 

The  psychology  of  movements  performed  on  the  gymnasium  floor  or  on 
the  playground  involves  the  same  elements  and  principles  as  those  belonging 
to  the  classroom  and  laboratory,  and  in  a particular  case  may  involve  richer 
content  and  more  important  result  than  the  latter. 

Formal  gymnastics,  free  hand  movements,  and  much  of  the  apparatus 
work  of  the  gymnasium  belong  to  the  category  of  artificial  stunts  and  mechanical 
movements;  they  lack  the  purpose,  mental  content,  and  objective  which  are 
essential  to  sensible  educational  performances.  Most  of  the  freehand  exercises, 
particularly,  are  mechanically  rigid,  jerky,  and  awkard  as  compared  with  natural, 
useful  movements  of  the  body.  They  are  uninteresting  and  distasteful  to  most 
boys  and  girls.  Formal  gymnastics  in  physical  education  correspond  to  drugs 
in  medical  practice.  The  movement  in  medical  treatment  is  away  from  the 
use  of  drugs.  In  a similar  way  progress  in  physical  education  must  be  away  from 
all  formal  artificial  kinds  of  movement. 

This  I am  trying  to  accomplish  through  a program  consisting  of  Natural 
Activities  of  Daily  Life — Walking,  running,  jumping,  stunts,  swimming. 

Free  Play  anf  Games — Flay  skills  of  catching,  running,  leaping,  hopping,  jumping 
climbing,  throwing,  dodging,  chasing  and  the  games  of  lower  organization’ 

Athletics  and  Sports— Baseball,  basketball,  soccer,  track,  hockey,  skating, 
swimming,  games,  tennis,  volley-ball. 

Dramatic  Expression— Rhythmic  and  mimetic  activities,  dramatization,  dancing. 

t 

Self  Testing  Activities — Stunts,  athletic  skill  tests  of  all  kinds,  physical  efficiency 
tests. 
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Individual  Corrective  Exercises — Correction  of  postural  defects  is  not  a mass 
affair;  it  is  a matter  of  individual  diagnosis  and  individual  prescription; 
there  must  be  interest  in  getting  results,  and  constant  effort  and  practice 
in  use  of  the  prescription. 

In  order  to  develop  a program  of  this  sort  more  equipment  is  needed  as  is 
also  a greater  time  allotment.  According  to  Mr.  Schrader,  Director  of  Physical 
Education  for  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  a minimum  of  twenty  minutes  a day 
exclusive  of  recesses,  should  be  allotted  to  physical  education.  These  periods 
to  be  the  time  in  which  new  activities  and  skills  are  taught  and  mastered.  The 
recesses  to  be  used  in  the  practice  of  the  things  taught  during  the  instructional 
periods. 

There  should  be  a very  definite  budget  worked  out  and  set  aside  for  equip- 
ment for  physical  education  purposes.  In  order  to  carry  out  a program  of  play 
much  equipment  is  necessary,  consisting  mainly  of  various  types  of  balls.  Every 
room  should  be  furnished  with  equipment  for  both  boy  and  girl  groups. 

Equipment  for  the  after  school  athletic  program,  a summary  of  which  follows  , 
has  been  furnished  through  the  proceeds  of  a stunt  night  program  in  which  all 
the  schools  cooperated.

Of  course  one  man  could  not  possibly  handle  this  program  alone,  and  I 
have  been  assisted  greatly  by  principals,  teachers,  citizens,  and  members  of  the 
high  school  athletic  teams.  Their  cooperation  is  very  gratefully  acknowledged. 

The  gymnasium  classes  at  Lincoln  School  are  going  along  nicely  but  of 
course  the  work  is  still  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  a board  floor  and  also  the  fact 
that  the  gymnasium  is  also  used  for  the  school  lunchroom. 

A gymnasium  class  for  boys  who  have  received  a mark  of  B or  lower  in 
posture  at  the  Sanford  Street  School  has  been  made  possible  through  the  co- 
operation of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  this  class  meets  on  Mondays  at  eight  forty-five 
A.  M. 

I hope  to  conduct  a swimming  campaign  for  school  children  during  the 
coming  year  and  am  quite  sure  that  the  Association  will  cooperate  as  it  has 
done  in  the  past. 

As  in  several  previous  reports  I wish  to  recommend  that  Physical  Education 
receive  a mark  on  the  annual  report  cards.  Sanford  Street  School  is  already 
doing  this  and  has  been  for  several  years  past. 

There  are  several  school  playgrounds  which  I consider  dangerous  for  play 
purposes  as  conditions  now  stand,  notably  the  Bank  Street,  Capron,  Carpenter 
Street  and  Pleasant  Street  schools.  All  of  these  playgrounds  should  be  fenced 
as  they  border  on  streets  where  traffic  is  quite  heavy.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Pales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I submit,  herewith,  my  annual  report  as  School  Physician  for  the  year  1930 

There  have  been  no  serious  epidemics  during  the  year,  although  the  various 
contagious  diseases  have  been  reported  from  time  to  time.  Diphtheria  prevention 
has  been  carried  on  in  all  the  schools  and  special  attention  was  given  to  the  first 
grade  and  kindergarten  pupils.  This  inaugurates  a definite  program  of  diphtheria 
prevention.  Clinics  were  held  in  the  Spring  and  are  now  in  progress.  The 
benefits  of  such  prevention  measures  are  certain  to  reflect  themselves  in  better 
school  attendance  with  the  eradication  of  diphtheria  as  the  final  goal. 

In  the  annual  examination  of  the  school  child,  dental  defects  were  most 
pronounced,  showing  the  increasing  need  of  some  attention  to  this  phase  of 
child  health.  The  incidence  of  diseased  tonsils  is  growing  less  each  year.  More 
progress  is  being  made  in  the  eradication  of  this  defect  through  better  cooperation 
of  the  parent  and  the  facilities  provided  through  the  medium  of  the  Sturdy 
Memorial  Hospital  and  the  staff  of  the  Nose  and  Throat  Service.  In  this  con- 
nection I wish  to  acknowledge  the  cooperation  given  by  Dr.  A.  C.  Conro,  the 
chief  of  this  service. 

School  lunches  are  still  popular  in  most  of  the  schools  and  special  time  is 
allotted  for  study  of  nutrition  and  proper  health  habits. 

A review  of  the  records  of  the  Open-Air  Room  class  shows  the  gains  made 
in  the  past  year  or  two  to  be  rather  disappointing.  This  year  an  attempt  at  a 
more  careful  selection  of  these  pupils  for  this  room  was  made,  taking  into  con- 
sideration better  home  conditions.  If  home  conditions  are  not  favorable  a 
child  will  rapidly  lose  what  gain  he  has  made  when  given  this  special  super- 
vision. 

The  pre-school  clinics  were  held  during  the  Summer  under  the  direction 
of  the  local  Health  Department,  the  object  of  these  clinics  being  to  correct 
defects  in  the  child  before  entering  school. 

Other  clinics  held  during  the  year  were,  a Mental  Hygiene  clinic  conducted 
by  Dr.  Patterson  of  the  Wrentham  State  School  from  which  the  selections  for 
the  ungraded  rooms  are  made,  and  the  clinic  of  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health,  in  which  children  are  examined  as  part  of  the  ten  year  antituberculosis 
program. 

Health  Day  was  observed  in  the  schools  during  the  month  of  May  and  was 
successfully  carried  out  with  appropriate  exercises  as  in  former  years. 

I wish  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  home  visits  by  the  nurse.  Lender 
present  arrangements  it  is  impossible  for  one  nurse  to  give  adequate  time  to 
this  most  important  work.  Defects  are  found  in  the  annual  physical  examination, 
but  if  they  are  not  followed  up  and  remedied  the  value  of  such  an  examination 
is  lost.  Another  nurse,  either  part  or  full  time,  could  be  used  with  great  benefit 
to  the  health  of  the  community,  and  it  would  reflect  itself  also  in  better  school 
attendance.  An  automobile  for  transportation  of  the  nurse  in  carrying  out  her 
official  duties  should  be  provided. 

In  closing  I wish  to  acknowledge  the  cooperation  of  the  Health  Department 
and  other  agencies,  both  private  and  public  for  their  assistance  during  the  year. 
I wish,  also,  to  commend  the  most  excellent  work  of  Mrs.  Dorothy  \\  ended, 
the  school  nurse,  who  I believe  has  been  ever  alert  to  the  needs  and  welfare  ofthe 
children  in  our  schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Tales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1929-1930. 

The  general  health  of  the  school  child  has  been  good.  Cases  of  mumps, 
chicken  pox,  scarlet  fever  and  measles  have  been  reported  but  whooping  cough 
is  the  only  disease  which  edged  onto  an  epidemic. 

Medical  examinations  were  completed  on  December  10th  with  the  following 
number  of  notices  sent  home  to  the  parents  for  defects: 


Dental  defects 1440 

Tonsils 320 

Heart 13 


Many  dental  defects  were  corrected  before  our  Health  Day  program  in 
May  by  the  family  dentist,  but  many  more  children  would  have  had  their  dental 
work  done  if  their  parents  could  have  afforded  it.  The  need  of  a dental  clinic 
is  always  before  us. 

Thirty-one  tonsil  and  adenoid  operations  have  been  done  at  the  hospital — 
over  half  of  them  being  free  cases. 

Twenty-five  eye  examinations  were  made  by  Dr.  Conro  without  whose 
assistance  we  would  be  greatly  handicapped.  Although  we  had  no  funds  for 
glasses  we  were  able  to  assist  twenty- five  individuals.  Fortunately  this  year 
Mr.  George  Nerney  of  the  Bay  State  Optical  Company  has  given  us  the  privilege 
of  calling  on  him  for  assistance. 

The  sight  and  hearing  tests  are  made  by  the  teachers  but  all  cases  needing 
ear  or  eye  treatment  are  referred  to  the  school  nurse  for  following  up.  The 
earnest  desire  for  an  audiometer  in  our  schools  is  expressed.  Under  the  present 
method  of  testing,  the  inadequacy  is  most  evident.  Rapid  progress  is  being  made 
in  the  treatment  of  the  “hard  of  hearing”  child.  Bright  children  often  appear 
dull  in  school  because  of  impaired  hearing.  These  children  are  greatly  aided 
by  lip  reading  classes  and  I hope  another  year  will  see  these  classes  in  progress. 

Home  visits  grow  more  and  more  important.  The  confidence  the  parent 
has  in  the  school  nurse  is  most  gratifying  and  of  greatest  importance  in  creating 
a corrective  program.  Five  hundred  and  one  home  visits  were  made  during  the 
past  year. 

Milk  lunches  in  all  but  two  schools  continue  with  excellent  results.  The 
selling  of  any  candy  except  where  there  are  hot  noon  lunches  is  being  discontinued. 
Fruit  and  plain  cookies  or  crackers  are  sold  at  recess  time. 

In  several  schools,  the  underweight  children,  numbering  350  are  talked  to 
and  advised  as  to  their  diets  and  health  habits.  From  this  group  the  children 
for  the  Open-Air  Room  and  the  Health  Camps  are  taken. 

In  May,  Miss  Esther  Erickson,  Consultant  in  Nutrition  in  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  and  Miss  Anna  K.  Donovan,  R.  N.,  Consultant  in  Public 
Health  Nursing  addressed  the  mothers  of  the  Sanford  Street  School  children 
on  the  development  of  the  physically  fit  child.  This  was  presented  to  urge  the 
mothers  to  take  their  young  children  to  the  pre-school  clinic  so  that  any  defects 
discovered  at  that  time  might  be  corrected  before  they  entered  the  first  grade. 

Health  Day  was  also  held  in  May  and  proved  most  interesting.  Pageants, 
health  movies,  plays  and  folk  dancing  were  developed  in  each  school.  W e hope 
the  time  will  come  when  all  the  interest  and  energy  the  pupils  and  teachers  put 
into  this  may  be  enjoyed  “en  masse”  by  the  people  of  Attleboro.  This  celebra- 
tion is  not  the  main  object  of  Health  Day.  The  aim  of  all  is  to  be  physically 
fit.  This  means  the  correction  of  all  defects.  For  those  who  succeed,  appropriate 
tags  are  awarded.  These  tags  prove  a real  incentive.

Positive  health  talks  continue  in  the  school  rooms,  also  the  distribution 
of  health  literature.  The  cooperation  of  the  principals  and  teachers  is  most 
helpful. 

Clinics  for  the  prevention  of  diphtheria  were  held  for  the  first  graders  in 
the  fall.  A mental  hygiene  clinic  was  held  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Patterson 
from  the  VVrentham  State  School  for  those  three  years  or  more  retarded  in  April. 
During  March  the  State  Clinic  under  the  ten  year  program  was  held  for  suspicious 
and  contact  tuberculosis  cases.  Vaccinations  were  done  by  the  school  doctor 
on  pre-school  children  at  clinics  held  at  Washington  and  Hebron ville  Schools 
in  May. 

The  following  conferences  were  attended  during  the  year:  The  annual 

conference  on  school  hygiene  at  Bridgewater,  a public  health  luncheon  at  the 
Pondville  Hospital  and  two  days  at  the  New  England  Institute  of  Public  Health 
Workers  in  Boston.

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Assessors’  Report 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council 
Gentlemen : 

The  board  of  Assessors  respectfully  submit  the  report  of  the  Assessing 
Department  for  the  year  1930. 

Two  members  of  our  board  have  given  their  entire  time  during  the  year  and 
one  member  has  given  part  time. 

A great  amount  has  been  done  with  our  regular  work,  together  with  extra 
work  in  checking  up  the  city,  looking  for  property  not  now  taxed,  with  the  result 
that  many  pieces  of  property  were  found,  errors  corrected  in  ownership  of 
property. 

We  had,  in  the  office  the  first  of  the  year,  15  new  plats  of  the  city  which 
have  been  made  for  several  years,  laying  idle  and  were  of  no  use  because  they 
were  never  changed  over,  and  were  for  a section  of  the  city  which  had  never  been 
platted.  • . 

During  the  year  17  more  new  plats  have  been  completed  and  submitted 
to  this  department  by  the  engineering  department.  This  makes  a total  of  32 
new  plats  up  to  January  1,  1931.  This  is  about  one-seventh  of  the  city  covered 
by  new  plats. 

During  the  year,  we  have  changed  over,  from  old  plats,  thoroughly  checked 
up  and  ownership  proved  18  plats. 

This  work,  during  the  year  has  compelled  us  to  change  22,576  cards.  The 
remainder  of  the  plats  cannot  be  changed  until  the  fall  and  winter  of  1931. 

During  the  year  we  have  handled  588  transfers  of  real  estate. 

Five  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  in  February  for  City  survey.  A 
substantial  amount  of  this  has  already  been  used  and  we  hope  that  this  amount 
may  be  added  to,  in  the  future,  in  order  to  complete  this  survey.  By  having 
this  survey  completed  as  soon  as  possible  will  help  derive  a large  amount  of 
new  valuation. 

In  order  to  safeguard  and  insure  all  of  our  new  plats  we  have  had  them  all 
reduced  in  size  and  photostats  taken  of  same  at  a very  small  cost. 

It  is  our  desire  to  improve  the  work  of  this  office  and  bring  it  up  to  a high 
standard  of  efficiency  and  one  that  the  State  will  point  to  as  an  A1  office. 

We  are  quoting  some  figures  from  our  books  which  may  be  interesting  in 
showing  the  making  of  a tax  rate,  also  number  of  live  stock  assessed  and  auto 
information. 

Several  new  laws  have  been  passed  during  the  year,  all  to  the  effect  of  in- 
creasing our  tax  rate  for  1931.

We  have  made,  during  the  year,  seven  committments  to  the  Collector  for 
excise  tax,  including  pleasure  cars,  all  makes,  types  and  ages,  trucks  of  all  kinds, 
busses  and  motor  cycles. 

The  value  of  all  motor  cars  are  furnished  to  us  by  the  State,  based  on  F O B 
factory  price.

Abatements  allowed  during  the  year  amounted  to  $2,807.02  for  the  reason 
of  sale  or  exchange.  This  leaves  a net  income  from  Excise  Tax  for  the  City  of 
$45,574.70.  This  is  $10,102.18  less  than  in  1929. 

There  were  422  less  cars  registered  in  1930  than  in  1929. 

The  State  Rate  was  $29.12  for  1930. 

The  difference  in  net  figures  for  the  two  years  is  due  partially  to  assessing 
by  the  month  this  year  and  fifty-three  cents  per  thousand  less  in  rate,  and  also 
there  being  422  less  cars  registered. 

In  taxing  cars  by  the  month  we  have  given  $1,496.72  less  in  abatements 
The  rate  will  be  thirty-one  cents  higher  in  1931  than  in  1930.

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Report  of  Dog  Officer 


Attleboro,  Mass.,  Jan.  8,  1931 
To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Municipal  Council: 

I herewith  submit  to  you  my  report  as  Dog  Officer  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1930. 

According  to  the  records  of  the  City  Clerk  there  were  1,569  licensed  dogs 
exclusive  of  the  kennel  licenses  in  the  City  of  Attleboro  during  the  year  1930. 
During  this  year  I have  had  occasion  to  answer  410  complaints  concerning  the 
keeping  of  dogs,  and  have  also  killed  137  dogs  within  the  limits  of  this  city. 
I had  a list  of  278  delinquent  names  of  owners  of  unlicensed  dogs  given  me  by 
the  City  Clerk,  11  of  which  were  prosecuted  and  convicted  according  to  Chap 
ter  140  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  past  year  whether  by  good  fortune  or  extreme  diligence,  we  have  not 
had  an  epidemic  of  rabies  although  we  have  been  menaced  considerably  on  our 
borders  by  such  epidemics  that  necessitated  restraining  the  dogs  in  these  sections 
for  considerable  periods. 

One  problem  I have  previously  incorporated  in  my  report  which  seems  to  be 
increasing  yearly  is  the  disposal  of  the  number  of  dogs  killed  either  by  accident 
on  the  streets  or  those  according  to  the  General  Laws  relating  to  dogs.  Nearly 
all  these  animals  have  to  be  conveyed  to  the  rendering  plant  in  South  Attleboro, 
as  permission  is  rarely  obtained  for  their  burial. 

I am  in  a position  to  recommend  to  your  honorable  body  that  if  a suitable 
place  can  be  found  for  its  installation  and  it  meets  with  your  approval,  a lethal 
gas  cage  will  be  given  the  city  free  of  charge  to  dispose  of  dogs  or  cats  providing 
the  city  will  provide  the  gas.  I believe  this  is  something  we  should  have  and  I 
know  we  could  make  constant  use  of  it. 

I would  respectfully  recommend  to  your  honorable  body  that  an  additional 
$100  be  added  to  the  appropriation  of  this  department  for  the  year  1931  to 
meet  the  constantly  increasing  work.
